Agents Ordered to Infiltrate and Neutralize 


The Senate Watergate hearings have brought to light a vast governmental 
Spy apparatus used against American citizens. Under the Nixon Regime, Tom 
Charles Huston (former chairman of Young Americans for Freedom) created the 
infamous Huston Plan to burglarize the homes of, tap the phones of, and open 
the mail of thousands of people opposed to Nixon's destructive policies. 
Later testimony at the Ervin Committee Hearings revealed how former Attorney 
Gen. John Mitchell set up his "DIRTY TRICKS SOUAD" to neutralize and destroy 
all political opposition to President Nixon. Mitchell gave special attention 
to right wingers who refused to support the infamous "America Last" policies 
practiced by the Nixon administration. 


In addition to the Huston Plan and John Mitchell's "Dirty Tricks Sauad" 
the FBI was ordered to set up a separate sabotage operation to be used against 
President Nixon's right wing opposition. On December 7, 1973, the FBI offi- 
cially admitted conducting the "disruption" of conservative organizations. 

In this revealing document, the FBI described how (since the first Nixon term 
in 1968) they had infiltrated, tried to "disrupt, and otherwise neutralize the 
activities of the various organizations, their leadership and adherants." Іп 
addition to having provocateurs infiltrate patriotic organizations, there was 
incorporated a deliberate plan to smear rightists in the media, "through the 
cooperation of reliable news media sources" . . . "In instances where a reliable 
and cooperative news media representative or other source outside the Bureau 
is to be contacted or utilized in connection with a proposed counter intelli- 
gence operation, it will be incumbent upon the recommending office to furnish 
assurances the source will not reveal the Bureau's interest or betray our 
confidence."

ton Post voluntarily aided Pierce, an avowed "Nazi" and ex-information officer 
of the American Nazi Party. 


During the course of the legal battle more ominous facts about Dr. Pierce 
vere revealed. Under oath Pierce denied having any income other than that 
received from the Nazi Party, $50 per month, until he was booted out of the 
party in. 1970. Following that time Pierce swore that his only income was 
earned from operating the NYA. How Pierce managed to support two children in 
a $50,000 home and drive a Cadillac were the questions that remained to be 
asked. When directed by the court to produce records of his income, Pierce 
dropped his suit and accepted a contempt of court citation rather than reveal 
the sources of his mysterious income. |

FGAN Bombs (1) 


When commercial or military 
explosives are not availabie, an 
improvised explosive which is 
often very useful is fertilizer- 
grade ammonium nitrate 
(FGAN). This material “is very 
cheap, very safe, and very 
readily available in large 
quantities without red tape or 
questions for the purchaser. 
Under the proper conditions, it is 
a powerful high explosive, 
suitable for medium-sized as well 
as large bombs. 

FGAN is sold in 100-lb plastic- 
lined paper sacks by practically 
all seed-and-feed stores catering 
to farmers, particularly during 
the spring and summer months. 
It is not ordinarily handled by 
urban lawn-and-garden shops. A 
100-1b sack currently retails for 
about $3.75. 

One point to keep in mind when 
purchasing FGAN is that am- 
monium nitrate is an ingredient 
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of a number of fertilizer mixtures 
containing other substances. 
Such fertilizers are designated by 
their percentage of total nitrogen 
content. Look for the total 
nitrogen content on the label. It 
should be between 33 and 34 per 
cent, corresponding to am- 
monium nitrate of 94-97 per cent 
purity. Other so-called ‘‘am- 
monium nitrate" fertilizers — 
one rated at 19 per cent total 


‘nitrogen content, for example, 


and containing only 60 per cent 
ammonium nitrate — are not 
suitable for explosive use. 

Ammonium nitrate is a very 
insensitive high explosive. The 
necessity for strong confinement, 
a powerful initiating booster, or 
both to insure proper detonation 
has limited its use in medium- 
sized guerrilla bombs — although 
it was used with spectacular 
success by Red activists in a 
large bomb which destroyed the 
Army Math Research : Center 
building at the University of 
Wisconsin last year. 

When used in sufficiently large 
quantities (more than 100 Ibs, 
Say) strong confinement 
becomes unnecessary, апа 
complete detonation can be 
obtained in a relatively non- 
confining container, such as an 
oil drum, a barrel, or even the 
bag in which it was purchased, 
provided the FGAN has been pre- 
sensitized and a sufficiently 
powerful booster is used. The 
most common sensitizing agents 
are hydrocarbon oils or waxes, 
although many other substances 
— such as powdered charcoal — 
have been used successfully. 

Medium-sized bombs (10 lbs ог 
less of FGAN) usually. require 
strong confinement as well. Their 
manufacture is sufficiently 
demanding — but important 
enough — that a separate Note 
will be devoted to them in a later 
issue of ATTACK! 

An arbitrarily large bomb may 
be prepared in empty oil drums 
or other suitable containers by 
mixing FGAN with fuel oil or 
automotive lubricating oil 
even used crankcase oil — in the 
proportion of 1 gallon of oil to 
each 100 106 of FGAN. 

One pound of dynamite or TNT, 
primed with an ordinary electric 
or non-electric blasting cap, will 
provide a sufficient booster 
charge іог detonation of the 
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FGAN / oil mixture. The booster 
Should be protected from the oil 
by wrapping it in a plastic bag or 
enclosing it in а screw-cap jar 
before burying it in the sensitized 
FGAN. 

FGAN is verv hygroscopic. and 
the absorption of moisture from 
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damp air, if it is left in an un- B 
sealed container for a few days, Ё 
is sufficient to make FGAN very B 
much more difficult or іт- 6 
possible to initiate. It should р 
remain in the unbroken bags in 
which it is sold unti] just before {

BUCKLEY'S THUNDERBOLT 


Recent years have witnessed a serious decline of Buckley family influence 
amongst rank and file conservatives. Тһе Buckleys' super-Zionist proselytism 
has been directly linked to the family's vast oil holdings in the mid-east. 
Loud mouthed Bill Buckley, Jr. has personally become persona non grata to 
responsible conservatives because of his notorious hoaxes and other abomina- 
tions. Тһе "Buckley Horrors," as they are widely known include Hoaxer Bill's 
full backing for gun control, his advocacy of preferential hiring for blacks, 
his public stand promoting genocide against the Lybian people, his fanatic 
attack against the anti-Marijuana laws (which із currently being used as 
propaganda by dope pushers), and his militant support of the criminal-filled 
Nixon administration and its pro-Communist foreign policy. 


` Except for a few CFR-approved Kosher Konservatives, no American rightists 
will touch the Buckley family with a ten foot pole. Seeking to restore their 
influence and power within the conservative movement, the Buckleys apparently 
established a number of secret ties to various sections of the right wing. 
Hoaxer Bill Buckley needed people to act as his hatchet men, because.no one 
believes NATIONAL REVIEW any more. 


One of the Buckleys' most active allies is THUNDERBOLT, a supposedly 
pro-White and anti-Zionist publication. АЕ first glance such an alliance 
would seem highly improbable because both parties frequently take opposing 
public positions. Beneath the surface however, the THUNDERBOLT Сапр апа 
the Buckley Oil Mongers have much to gain by such a covert union of forces. 
Both sides have repeatedly defamed, smeared and lied about individual patriots, 
organizations, and publications which cannot be bought off by the ADL or CFR. 
By secretly joining forces, the Buckleys and Thunderbolt must hope to wipe 
out all sincere and true opposition to the CFR-Kosher establishment. 


Over the years, THUNDERBOLT has spread various smears, distortions, and 
outright lies about real patriotic groups.  THUNDERBOLT Editor, Dr. Fd Fields 
(a former horse doctor), repeatedly joined in with the Kosher Konservatives 
to smear and lie about the late George Lincoln Rockwell - a man who gave his 
life for his beliefs. 


Recently, THUNDERBOLT has turned its smears against patriots who exposé 
and fight against the Buckleys and their oil empire. When the publication 
STATECRAFT issued a full scale expose of Bill Buckley, Thunderbolt launched 
a full scale smear, packed with lies, against STATECRAFT. When LIBERTY 
LOWDOWN published details on the Buckley oil holdings, it too received a lying 
blast from THUNDERBOLT. The WAHINGTON OBSERVER has repeatedly published news 
about the Buckleys and their oil empire and as a result the W.O. received 
many twisted smears from the THUNDERBOLT wrecking crew. After Youth Action

"Rightists are encouraged by the Buckley victory." The supposedly anti- 
Semitic THUNDERBOLT went on to heap great praise and support upon the 


"Youth for Buckley," an ultra-Zionist group. "Youth for Buckley" yas/loaded 
with Jews both in its leadership and rank and file positions. 2” 
Senator James Buckley's militant support of Zionism was well publicized 
before the election. On October 30, 1970, a number of prominent Jews (Max 
Geltman, Rabbi Fink, George Jessel, Will Herberg, Joseph Dunner, Harry 
Hershfield, David A. Schulte, and NATIONAL REVIEW Editor, Frank Meyer) took 
out a large advertisement for James Buckley's candidacy in the NEW YORK TIMES. 
Thís quoted a few of James Buckley's many statements supporting Israel. One 
part of the Buckley quotations read "Our country has a special relation with 
the nation of Israel because of the circumstances of its re-creation, because 
of our close and multiple ties, because of the deep emotional link of many of 
our citizens, and because of the Israelis' valiant defense in these last years 
against communist-supported armies." The same ad quoted Buckley's all out 


support for the few Jews who want Ес leave Russia, but no statement was made 
about the horrible plight of the hundreds of millions of Christians enslaved 


by the Reds.

It would mark the first time 
in Washington that anyone 
has been prosecuted for steal- 
ing а mailing list, court 
sources said.

According to Liberty Lobby, 
one of the largest conservative 
lobbies on Capitol - Hill, 
Pierce’s group used the mail- 
ing list to send “poison pen” 
letters to its own adherents 
criticizing the heads of Lib- 
erty Lobby.

Such scapegoating of Jews is by no means coincidental: it has been part of / е Spotlights design from 
the beginning. [па 1969 memo, published in 1971 by Nutone! Review magazine, Carto outlined: a 
journalistic model which has come to fruition since The Spotlight began publishing іп 1975: 


“I think chis tabfloid] will have a hell of an impact, mostly on the Kosher Kons[ervatives]. . . . Elis- 
abeth [Willis Cartos wife] feels chat there is danger of some effectiveness being lost because of appear- 
ing too antijew [sic]. . . . She suggests chat che character be changed from a typical speciment [sic] of a 
pawnbroker to General Dyan [sic]... In other words, Dyan with the eye patch pointing a finger at 
viewer [sic] and saying, 1 NEED YOU... TO FIGHT FOR ISRAEL... Also, as a general criticism, 
| think chere should be more stuff in it about the Wall Street jew. ... Remember that we are trying co 


reach the Leftist govim. ... Also, do vou have that picture of 4 or 5 Jews that appeared in ГІМЕ about 
three years ago which showed фе publishers of various ‘underground papers.” Each of chem was a par- 


ticular type of Jew. ... Best, Willis." 


In general, Zhe Spotlights anti-Semitic agenda can be readily identified from its definition of "Zion- 
ism" in a June 10, 1991, article: “A secular conspiratorial scheme overtly aimed at ingathering the Jews 
of the world to Israel but in reality a world political engine of massive power which, allied with the 
power of the supercapitalists, effectively controls all aspect of western political, intellectual, religious and 
cultural life. Zionism overlaps substantially into both capitalism and communism. Without Zionist 
support, neither capitalism nor communism could survive. Zionism is strongly antagonistic to all 


nationalisms except Jewish nationalism.” 


Over the years, Liberty Lobby and Willis Carto have sued a number of publications and media fig- 
ures that have referred to them as racist and anti-Semitic. For example, іп 1986, in a case that went to 
the U.S. Supreme Court, Liberty Lobby and Carto unsuccessfully brought a libel suit against colum- 
nist Jack Anderson. In 1986 a sum- 
mary judgment was granted to 
William F Buckley Jr. and Double- 
day Publishers after Carto and Lib- 
erty Lobby sought damages for 
libelous statements contained in a Buckley book. The court held that the authors statements were con- 
stitutionally protected opinion. A libel suit in 1986 brought against editor John Rees and formation 
Digest, a Washington, DC-based newsletter, was dismissed after the court determined that Liberty 
Lobby was a “public figure" and that articles describing the Lobby as anti-Semitic were not published 
with malicious intent. 


In 1988, che United Scates Court of Appeals for che District of Columbia Circuit upheld a 1986 rul- 
ing dismissing a Liberty Lobby lawsuit against writer Suzanne Garment. The District Court found that 
Garment’ description of Liberty Lobby as anti-Semitic in a 1985 Wall Street Journal article was a con- 
stitutionally protected statement of opinion. In agreeing with che District Court's ruling, the Appeals 
Court decision by Judge Robert H. Bork stated that "if the term ‘anti-Semitic’ has a core, factual mean- 


ing, then the truch of che description was proved here.”

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LIBERTY LOBBY 


Sites its founding in 1955, the Washington, DC-based Liberty 
Lobby has gradually grown to become the most influential and 
active anti-Semitic propaganda organization in the United 
States. Guided by its elusive founder and current “treasurer,” 
Willis A. Само, Liberty Lobby's organizational associations and 
ideological affiliations read like a “Who’s Who” of extremism 
during the post-World War П era. 


In the 1950s, for example, while working to establish Liberty Lobby, Carto served briefly as a 
recruiter Юг the John Birch Society, the leading archconservative organizacion of the day. Similarly, in 
the 1960s, Carto organized a “Youth for Wallace” campaign in support of the third party presidential 
candidacy of Alabama Governor George Wallace. 


After the 1968 election, the “Youth for Wallace” group became the “National Youth Alliance,” and 
later, after breaking with Carto and Liberty Lobby, the National Alliance, one of the most active псо- 
Nazi organizations of the past two decades. 

In 1979, Carto founded the Institute for Historical Review (IHR), the world's leading clearinghouse 
oF Holocaust-denial propaganda. In 1983, he founded the Populist Party, which in 1988 ran as its Pres- 
idential candidate David Duke — thus bringing the former Klan leader and neo-Nazi го national 
prominence. [n recent years both the Populist Party (since renamed the American Nationalist Union) 
and IHR have broken from the Liberty Lobby orbit, reportedly in response to Carto’s tyrannical man- 
agement style, but they each remain important organizations within che extremist movement. 


Liberty Lobby itself, however, has remained under Cartos control, and has always been the center of 
his various propaganda enterprises. Currently, Liberty Lobby disseminates its ideology through three 
main vehicles: (1) The Spotlight, a weekly tabloid newspaper, established іп 1975, which claims a cur- 
rent circulation of 100,000 — probably che most widely read extremist publication in America today:

Perhaps casting about, in response го the loss of the Populist Party and ІНЕ, for new avenues of influ- 
ence among extremists, Liberty Lobby has engaged in a conscious effort to support and indoctrinate the 
militia movement in recent years. This campaign has included saturation coverage іп The Spotlight of 
the conspiracy theories, concerning events both real and imagined, which preoccupy these groups — 
including chose involving Federal. gun control legislation; the "sinister" activities..of che FBI and the _ 
Burcaw of Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms; the alleged. movement of "mysterious" Black helicopters and р 
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-- to: the JFK assassination is, in reality, the Israeli connection... 


other military hardware reported by militia activists; the participation of American troops in U.N. 
peacekeeping operations; free trade agreements such as NAFTA; and the activities of “secret” organiza- 
tions such as the Trilareral Commission and the “Bilderbergers.” 


Both The Spotlight and Radio Free America have also provided forums repeatedly for militia activists 
themselves, including militant leaders such as John Trochmann, head of the Миа of Montana; Samuel 
Sherwood, founder of the Idaho Militia; Leroy Sweitzer, the now-imprisoned leader of the militia-style 
Montana Freemen; and “Red” Beckman, an anti-Semitic tax protester and popular speaker before Mili- 
tia groups. (In addition to favorable interviews of militia and hate-group leaders, Radio Free America has 
interviewed a number of mainstream figures, including at least four freshman Congressmen — Michael 
Patrick Flanagan, Steve Stockman, Joe Scarborough and Jack Metcalf — since che November 1994 elec- 


tions. Furthermore, at a Labor Day 1995 conference celebrating Liberty Lobby's 40th anniversary, Mili- . 


tia of Мопгапа leaders John Trochmann and Bob Fletcher spoke, along with such figures as Victor 
Ostrovsky and former Congressman Pete McCloskey — two professional anti-Israel propagandists — 
and Eustace Mullins, an anti-Semitic conspiracy theorist.)

Moreover, issues of The Spotlight regularly feature advertisements for videos, audiocassertes, and pub- 
lications produced by the militias. The tabloid's classified section has also offered for sale a variety of 
paramilitary and “survivalist” items. Among these was a light antitank weapon launcher replica, with 
flares, advertised in 1993 by accused Oklahoma City bomber Timothy McVeigh. (McVeigh and Terry 
Nichols, the other suspect charged in the bombing, reportedly were regular readers of The Spotlight.) 


Uniting this maze of conspiracy theories and causes celebres — from anti-Communist fear in the 505 
to segregationism in the ’60s to Holocaust-denial and anti-government paranoia in the "705, '80s, and 
'90s — is an intense hatred of the Jewish people, which inevitably merges with hatred toward Blacks, 
gays and lesbians, immigrants, and the democratic process itself. Jews have consistently turned up under 
The Spotlights glare through code words such as “political Zionists,” "Israel's American supporters," 
“dual loyalists,” or "international bankers.” 


Examples of this rhetoric include a March 20, 1995, article on the Mexican financial crisis in The 
Spotlight, which stated: “An immensely rich and powerful financier like [Treasury Secretary Robert] 
Rubin. . . comes to believe that he can loot а barefoot nation like Mexico, atone for his intrigues by dou- 
bling his annual donation to Israel, and go home unscathed to the well-kept lawn of his estate in sub- 
urban Scarsdale.” Similarly, Final Judgment, a 1994 book published by Liberty Lobby, attempted to 
blame the assassination of President Kennedy on Jews: “[T]he real force behind the Mafia,” a Spotlight 
promotion of the book argued, “was Meyer Lansky, the crime boss who collaborated with both the CIA 
and Israel's Mossad. ‘Final Judgment’ dissects the CLA/Mossad role іп the Lansky syndicates global drug 


racket. . . . The book also presents new revelations which show that the so-called ‘French connection’

He was too small to be a fighter, but he was a fighter. 

The boy weighed a scant 95 pounds. The YMCA sponsors of the 
Golden Gloves Tournament said there were no other entrants in 
the paperweight or flyweight divisions. 

Н he insisted on fighting, he'd have to fight featherweight, 127 
pounds, He'd have to fight boys 30 pounds heavier than he. He 
insisted. Frail as he appeared, the lad had a wallop in either hand 
and natural boxing skill. 

He fought larger contestants in his hometown and was crowned 
its champion. 

He fought his way three and four fights a night through the pre- 
liminaries, semi-finals, into the state finals. 

Physical culturist, Bernarr McFadden, was eo-sponsoring the 
зіме Championships. Former Champion, Benffé“Toonard, was to 
referee the big night. For you see all this happened almost thirty 
years ago. 

The slight youth, his name was George, was “edgy” the night 
befere the main event. His coach, 2. P. Hanks, invited the lad to 
Ко for à walk, “% discuss strategy." 

They'ü walked about a block from the “У” dormitories when 
they encountered а street fight. 

Two young hoodlums were pestering а small Negro boy. 

This was а "tough" district in those days. Besides, most boxers 
will run from a street fight. Coach Hanks grabbed young George 
by the arm and tried to turn him away from the row. 

But George jerked his arm free and stepped into the middle of 
the altercation. He ordered the two hoodlums to leave the Negro 
boy alone. 

Both the hooligans were much larger than George and the larger 
of the two threw a punch without warning. In an instant, George 
was flat on his back on the sidewalk. In another instant, he was on 
his feet, dazed but fighting mad. He waded toward the two toughs. 
The first curled over from a pile-driver punch into the stomach and 
an uppercut to the jaw. The second was staggered with a volley of 
blows to the middle then finished with a broken nose, 

Coach Hanks remembers there was no need for him to help; no 
time for it. Diminutive George had knocked two light-heavyweight 
toughs unconscious within less than one minute! 

"Your hands!" Coach Hanks screamed. But It was too late. The 
boy's knuckles were split and bleeding, his wrists were swelling. And 
the next day was the championship fight for which he had planned 
and dreamed and trained since his earliest recollection. He refused 
io see а doctor, knew he would be disqualified. By fight night, 
George's hands were twice their normal size. So painful there was 
blood on his lips when the coach had finished lacing his gloves.

Legislative experts believe that if the 
communists succeed in repealing Title H, 
the "domino" theory would result in 
repeal of all effective. internal. security 
laws.

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KATZENBACH SEEKS TOTAL POWER IN NEW CIVIL RIGHTS ACT 


‘Forced Housing Bill’ Can Be Stopped By Well-directed Opposition 


The "Civil Rights Act of 1966" gives Attorney General 
Nicholas Katzenbach all the power he needs to establish a 
Police State in America. Even though you have no intention 
or desire to ever deprive your fellow citizen of anything that 
is rightfully his, still you are threatened by the Civil Rights 
Act of 1966. For this bill is the legal framework on which 
local agents of the Justice Department can build a criminal 
case against even the most innocent of persons whom they 
may wish to harass for any reason, including political reasons. 
(See "Analysis," Page 4.) 


Labor Union members are one of the particular targets of 
this bill, and they should be told about the contents of Title V, 
which in very plain words forbids them to interfere with the 
use of any "advantages of membership" by others (whether 


union members or not) if such interference might be construed , | 


as "discrimination." Union members should be urged to insist 
on an explanation from their local officers. 


In fact, even though the provisions of Title IV, the "Fair 
Housing" section of this bill, appear to be the most objection- 
able of its contents, a close reading of Title V reveals the stark 
outline of the Police State of the near future; a future in which 
the Supreme Court will legislate "rights" into being . . . the 
President will issue Executive Orders . . . and the Justice 
Department will use the powers of Title V to control the popu- 
lation by threats of One Year prison sentences and $1,000 fines. 


For example: The Supreme Court of California has over- | 


turned the extremely popular "Proposition 14," the Anti-Fair 
Housing law which was approved by the voters 2-1 in the 1964 
election. Apparently, the court ruled that "Fair Housing" was 
a constitutional right, established by the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment. Now, if this ruling should be upheld by the Warren 
Court, it becomes the "law of the land," and under Title V of 
this Civil Rights Act, "Fair Housing" can be enforced by the 
Attorney General EVEN IF THE FAIR HOUSING SECTION OF 
THIS BILL (Title IV) IS DEFEATED BY THE CONGRESS! 


Obviously, this entire bill must be stopped! It can be stopped, 
if we direct our efforts where they will do the most good. 


In the Senate, S 3296 is before the Judiciary Committee, 
where Chairman James O. Eastland is faced with an "acid 
test" in his election year: Will he defy the Administration and 
refuse to allow any part of this bill to become law? Or, will 
he yield to Administration pressures? 


In the House, Chairman Emanuel Celler of the Judiciary 
Committee is handling HR 14765, and is certain to report the 


bill with only minor changes, if any. Then, the fate of the bill |

will be up to Congressman Howard Smith of Virginia, Chair- | 


man of the House Rules Committee, who has the power to 
stop the measure if given sufficient public support.

Unity is the key to greater effectiveness 
of those who want to do something about 
the mess this country is in. Denjamin 
Franklin was right when he said that 
the patriots of his day would hang to- 
gether or hang separately. It's the same 
now.

FOOD FOR FREEDOM BILL 


The House Committee on Agriculture 
has approved a “Food-For-Freedom” bill 
which has eliminated provisions which 
would have permitted expansion of aid 
to Red countries. 

HR 11929 permits production of and 
sale of food to the hungry people in the 
Free World but (contrary to left-wing 
Administration desires) retains, strength- 
ens and expands provisions of the present 
law restricting. food aid to Communist 
countries. Patriots should urge their Con- 
gressmen to refuse any amendments 
which would permit sales of our food 
surplus to Red nations.

Editor's Note: In answer to the oft-expressed complaint that Conservatives are 
always against everything but never for anything, LIBERTY LOBBY's Research 
Staff presents these bills as specimens of what can well command support: 


HR 15040, by Rep. Walker (R-Miss)-—To 
provide a fine of $10,000 or a five-year 
prison term, or both, for persons con- 
victed of membership in the Communist 
party or for persons who knowingly 
become members of Communist front 
organizations; Un-American Activities 
Committee; supporting letters needed. 


SJ Res 148, by Sen. Dirksen (В-Ш) and 
39 other senators, to submit a constitu- 
tional amendment overruling the Su- 
preme Court's ban on school prayers; 
Subcommittee on Constitutional Amend- 
ments; LIBERTY LOBBY is scheduled 
to testify in favor of the Resolution.

Things are moving very fast. Events in the Middle East and in Washington, , 
D.C. place us in great danger. There ere some personal things that I voulc like to 
discuss Vith you-- but first, let me give you my own thoughts as to the worid ar" 
national situation at this time. : 


In the Middle East. . . it may well be that the Zionists have outsmarted 
themselves at last. With Soviet help, the Arabs may be able to eliminate the state 
of Israel or at least confine it to a very small geographical area. This may not 
happen within the next few days. It may not even happen within the next few-months 
but with continuous pressure and repeated attempts the Anab nations can and will 
continue to move in that direction.

At the same time, ме should notify the Arab world that 
we are making this demand and that ve viil provide Israel with no further arms or 
equipment until they have done so. This would at least prevent the Soviet Union 
from taking full credit for the Arab gains.

In Vashington, D.C. . . we have seen the second highest elected official іп jl 
the United States admit to income tax evasion-- and by implicetiou admit to addi- 
tional acts of dishonesty. This is only the latest in a long series of accusations, 
indictments and convictions of high government officials. 

Here again we are apt to rejoice when we see the high and the mighty brought 
to account for their dishonesty. I fear, however, that this is yet another case 
‘where we American patriots may rejoice too soon. Just think about it. There is 
only one reason why the Nixon-Agnew administration is being destroyed. . . because

Words alone cannot explain how grateful I am that once again I can take an 
active part іп the fight to preserve our American heritage. Т am wonderfully pleased 
at the progress that we have been able to make in these last few weeks. Those of 
you who have helped us in the past and those who continue to do so, will soon see 
evidence of the progress ve have made. 


I have just received the galley proofs of my book, "Beyond the Iron Mask". 
The completed books should be ready for shipment within another 60 days. Only those 
who have been in prison themselves, can imagine the handicaps which 1 had to over- 
come to write this book, There have been а fev prisoners in state penitentiaries 
who were able to write books and have them published. То my knowledge, however, 
"Beyond the Iron Mask" vill be the first book ever published that was actually 
written within a federal penitentiary. 


This is going to be a lerge book-- about 400 pages of type and a dozen 
illustrations. Once you read it yourself, I think you will agree that this book 
almost defies description. 


Yesterday, I was pleased to receive the first paperback copy of my other 
book, "Сап you Survive?" which has been published by Noontide Press. I vill enclose

There 18 no point in trying to talk sense to any one of the 
Kennedys, but President Johnson, whatever may ое his other 
failings, haa proved that he has no intention of being а 
Yes-men for the Kennedys, and if the facts are presented to 
him by the right person, I believe he would listen. 


Kennedy's proposed policy is an exact replica of the one 
by which Truman, quite unnecessarily, destroyed Chinese 
freeñom, and presented mainland China, on a silver platter, 
to Communism, Here are the pertinent facts: 


China had been an empire sinee the beginning of recorded 
history. Іп 1611 Chinese revolts led by the Festern-educated 
Sun Yat-Sen overthrew the last -- Manchu -- dynasty, and in 
1912 Sun became first President of China. He remained the 
acknowledged Chinese leader until his dsath in March, 1925. 
Sun had been a student of Marxism, accepted Marxist theories 
in general, and, unable to obtain needed financial helo 
from the "est, аоре21е4, in the early 20's, to Puasia, Russia 
contributed many millions of dollars, anû sent, as advisor, 
Michael Borodin, а Polish-born Jew, ho had spent some years 
in Chicagoy resident at Jane Addams' Hull House. 

(This item has little historical value, but 1t is 

too Interesting to omit: While in America, Borofin 

hai married another Jewish Communist. "hen he 

was about to be expelled from China, it would 

eppear that the Chinese regarded his wife as even 

more dangerous than he, end Madame Borodin was 

brought to trisl before a Chinese court. Her 

life was saved when a world-famous dancer, who 

was, herself, anti-Communist, and knew adame 

Borodin to be suilty, nevertheless perjured her- 

self before a Chinese court to save Madame Borodin, 

whom sha, personally, disliked. Тһе Borodins were, 

thereupon, both banished to Russia, but not 

otherwise punished, The denser was lrma Duncan, 

the most talented of Isadora Duncen's pupils.

Deciding that China needed а permanent politicel platform, 
Sun Yat-Sen prepared а series of weekly lectures, which 

he designated as San Min Chu 1 (Three People's Principles). 
The three principles were those of Nationslisa, Democracy, 
and Livelihood.  Zeekly, from January 27th through April 26, 
1924, Sun lectured, comoleting his discourses on the 

first two principles. These-leetures hewed close to the 
Marxist line. Then there was ап interruption of more than 
three months, and when, in August, he resumed the lectures 
to discuss the principle of Livelihood, he began with a 
total renunciation of the Marxist doctrine, and carried his 
revised theories throughout the series. Не died only a few 
weeks after couvleting these lectores, an^ the San Fin Thi 1 
was promptly canonized as the bible of the Chinese republic. 
And what had caused such a complate about-face on Sun's part? 
Well, during the summer of 1924, Sun had read a book. One 
might almost say, he had memorized 1t. That book, vublished 
in 1921, was Maurice William's The Socisl Interpretation of 
History, subtitled A Refutation of of the Marxian Economic 
Interpretation of His story. Та these lectures on Livelihood, 
Sun constantly paraphrases William's statements, and often 
quotes William verbatim. 


Sun's successor, Chiang Kai-Shek, was already thoroughly 
familiar with Communism in both theory and practice, and 

he adopted Sun's new version of the Principle of Livelihood, 
without reservation. Borodin and other Russian Communists 
were expelled from the country; in their stead, he invited 
а distinguishe? group of Americans headed by Dr. Jereriah 
Whipple Jenks to serve as economic advisers; The Social 
interpretation of History was translated into Chinese 

&nà used as a text in institutions of higher learning and, 
for twenty years, China, under Chiang, made steady progress 
towards a pro-American type of government. 


Locel Communists 41^ not give up, епа, of course, they were 
always encouraged by Russia. But Chiang Kai-shek had things 
well in hand, and, had the United States government kept 
hands off, all would almost certainly have gone well. 
Unluekily, President Truman sent a military man into China 
to act as his advisor. (If I recall correctly, this was 
General Taylor; but I may be wrong.) Тһе general advised 
Truman to insist that Chiang admit Communist representativos 
ав participants in his governzent, or else! Іп 1949, Truman 
did just that. You ean take it from tnere. 


Now, Kennedy wents Truman's example followed in Saigon.

Washington, D. C. is an occupied city. It has been cap- 
tured by ап aggressive coalition of minority special inter- 
est pressure groups. The federal government is the obedient 
servant of its captors, which band together as the occasion 
demands to manipulate government force in order to pry 
from the majority of Americans special privilege and 
power. 

There are economic, religious, racial and foreign pres- 
sure groups set up in Washington, all of them extremely 
well-organized and well-financed. Although not all of these 
minority special interest pressure groups are consistently 
inimical to American interests, in principle the system is 
bad. The entire system needs to be thrown out and a truly 
libertarian system re-established which will be in the in- 
terests of all the people, not just some. 

The Augean Stables need to be cleaned. A Second Amer- 
ican Revolution is needed. But this presents many prob- 
lems, (һе main one being simply that our side is not yet 
nearly strong enough nor well-organized enough. 

In the meantime, how can we cope with these grasping 
pressure groups? We must compete with them. We must

compete with them on their own terms until such time as 
the entire pressure group system can be eliminated and 
government re-established in consistency with American 
traditions. : 

Such a strategy requires the establishment of a beach- 
head on the battleground of Washington; an actual office 
must be set up, ready, willing and able to lock horns with 
the minority special interest pressure groups. Such an office 
must be backed up by thousands of voters. It will contact 
legislators on matters deemed vital to America by speaking 
for the citizen's whole and long-range interest, rather than 
his limited and shortsighted temporary interest. It will be 
a lobby for liberty and national sovereignty: a LIBERTY 
LOBBY! . 

At present there аге а few offices and individuals in 
Washington which do good work insofar as their limited 
activities allow. But a much larger and truly coordinated 
effort is needed, one which will utilize the cooperative 
effort of all of our big patriotic groups. With the backing 
of the membership of the biggest dozen or so of groups a 
LIBERTY LOBBY will be in a position to speak out firmly 
for the right. 

A LIBERTY LOBBY will complement and supplement 
the grass-roots work of the various new party groups and 
political action groups. Far from there being any conflict 
between the two types of operations, che LOBBY will work 
at the "top"—right at the seat of federal power—while 
the erass-roots groups will continue their essential work 
at the "bottom"—at the precinct and district level. Each 
туре of operation will benefit the other. And together they 
wil be far stronger than alone. 

A LIBERTY LOBBY will also bring Northern and 
Southern groups together for political action. This will 
pave the way for the long-overdue formal coalition of con- 
servative forces which is so desperately needed. 

United, the patriotic forces in Ámerica can outstrip even 
the most aggressive and vocal of the minority special in- 
terest pressure groups. This is because every patriot-mem- 
ber of the LIBERTY LOBBY will be an active and out- 
spoken member. Such is by no means the case with the 
much-feared labor lobby, or teachers’ lobby, or the racial 
lobbies. Most individual members of these lobbies are 
themselves too good Americans to want special favors and 
hand-outs at government expense.

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А Liberty Lobby 

On many occasions persons we 
know who are concerned over the 
trend toward socialism in this 
country, have expressed regret 
over the great number of organi- 
zations and movements set into 
motion to offset the trend. | 

On more than опе occasion 
these persons express themselves 
as follows: “We've got to find a 
way to get all these outfits to- 
gether. With so many divergent 
groups in action, it is very diffi- 
cult to raise money for any of 
them. Consequently, none of them 
ің properly financed and not а 
one of them is as effective as it 
could be if it were properly fi- 
nanced.” 

There are actually several or- 
ganizations whose immediate 
purpose is to bring about such 
a merger. 

The editorial pages of the Free- 
dom Newspapers are most. deti- 
nitely arrayed in this pattle to 
preserve freedom and to oppose 
the advance into socialism and 
barbarism. Hence, as we consid- 
er this point of view which is re- 
curring with some frequency, it 
behooves us to ask ourselves this 
question: ‘‘If the entire right wing, 
so-called, sought to limit itself to 
а single exponent, and if it should 
be that this right wing - elected 
the editorial pages we author as 
that single exponent, would we be 
tcontent?” The answer to the ques- 
tion is a resounding “No.” 

We are incontrovertibly oppos- 
ed to any limitation of divergent 
effort even though it might appear 
that we could profit by such lim- 
itation. In conscience we could 
not sustain the view, even with 
ourselves selected. The: freedom 
philosophy advances, not because 
of its unification, but hecause of 
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its diversity, 

Human beings have vast differ- 
ences. The approach we take may 
be of great assistance to some. 
To others it may prove to be un- 
acceptable. Yet the efforts of oth- 
ers and their media will mani- 
festly have more effect in some 
quarters than our own efforts, 
however skillfully they аге con- 
ducted. 

Freedom. in essence, is an in- 
dividual affair. Some who under- 
stand it, will elect to support the 
freedom philosophy in one particu- 
lar way; others will elect an en- 
tirely different approach. Our un- 
derstanding of freedom grows be- 
cause of the competition which is 
already in existence for good ideas. 
If we rule out such competition, 
even with the end in mind of mak- 
Ing ourselves more effective, the 
result would be to make all of 
us less effective, 

These thoughts have occurred 
particularly as we ran across а 
new organization being spear- 
headed by А group of dedicated 
patriots in San Francisco. The new 
organization is called “Liberty 
Lobby.” Its open purpose is to 
establish а political pressure 
point where freedom ideas can be 
articulated to qur representatives 
in Congress. There are many ех- 
isting organizations which have 
such a function as their main 
purpose. Now comes one which 


„| intends to concentrate exclusive- 


ly in this area. 

Philosophically, we could ques- 
tion the efficacy of this approach, 
which in the end depends upon 
pressure and the molding о! 
men's minds, and hence their. ac- 
tions, by means of lobbying. We 
support. the individual approach 
and contend that individuals must

Change themselves, not because 
they аге pressured into such 
change, but because they them- 
selves wish to practice self - dis- 
cipline and self-control and want 
the truth. 

Yet, we know that there are 
many who could benefit by this 
approach which we cannot our- 
Selves practice. And it must be 
true, that if the results from this 
newest effort bring about a dimi- 
nution of socialism ог commu- 
nism in our government, the re- 
sult is greatly to be desired. 

Steadfastly we believe that no 
end can justify the means to that 
end, The means must be ideal if 
the result is to be ideal. 

Yet there is something appeal- 
ing about a Liberty Lobby as such. 
Тһе effort is outspoken. It pro- 
claims in an open manner 
that it will endeavor to convince 
our representatives by means of 
lobbying, to take a course of ac- 
tion which, if taken, would be of 
help to all of us. From such an 
effort, a diminution of taxes, 
controls, regulations and  exces- 
sive laws, might well proceed. 

If we believed that all persons 
who are dedicated to freedom had 
to be compelled to our own view- 
point, we could not countenance 
this organization. Instead, we hail 
it. Not because we think it is per- 
fect, or even pure from a true 
libertarian position, but rather be- 
Cause it represents a way of work- 
inz for freedom by men who 
otherwise might not fiid a modus 
operandi suitable to their own 
conclusions. 

Good luck to the Liberty Lob- 
by! And may our diversified ef- 
forts toward the same ultimate 


goal bring quick relief from the 
excesses of a government 
nearly total.

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which to us have none, ог a very remote 
relation, Hence, she must be engaged in 
frequent controversies, the causes of 
which are essentially foreign to our con- 
сегпв. Hence, therefore, it must be 
unwise in us to implicate ourselves, by 
artificial ties, in the ordinary vicissitudes 
of her politics, ог the ordinary combina- 
tions and collusions of her friendships or 
enmities. 

Our detached and distant situation 
invites and enables us to pursue a dif- 
ferent course. If we remain one people, 
under an efficient government, the period 
is not far.off when we may defy material 
injury from external annoyance; when 
we may take such an attitude as will 
cause the neutrality we may at any time 
resolve upon, to be scrupulously respect- 
ed; when belligerent nations, under the 
impossibility of making acquisitions upon 
us, will not lightly hazard the giving us 
provocation, when we may choose peace 
Or war, as our interest, guided by justice, 
shall counsel. 

Why forego the advantages of so 
peculiar a situation? Why quit our own 
to stand upon foreign ground? Why, by 
interweaving our destiny with that of 
апу part of Europe, entangle our peace 
and prosperity in the toils of: European 
&mbition, rivalship, interest, humor, or 
caprice? 

It is our true policy to steer clear of 
permanent alliance with any portion of 
the foreign world; so far, I mean, as we 
are now at liberty to do it; for let me not 
be understood as capable of patronizing 
infidelity to existing engagements. 1 
hold the maxim no less applicable to 
public than private affairs, that honesty 
is always the best policy. I repeat it, 
therefore, let those engagements be ob- 
served in their genuine sense. But in 
my opinion, it is unnecessary, and would 
be unwise to extend them. 

Taking care always to keep ourselves 
by. suitable .establishments, on а re- 
spectable defensive posture,. we may 
safely trust to temporary alliances for 
extraordinary emergencies. 

Harmony, and a liberal intercourse 
with all nations, are recommended by 
policy, humanity, and interest. But even 
our commercial policy should hold an 
equal and impartial hand; neither seek- 
ing nor granting exclusive favors or pref- 
erences; consulting the natural course of 
things; diffusing and diversifying by 
gentle means the streams of commerce, 
but forcing nothing; establishing with 
powers so disposed, in order to give trade 
& stable course, to define the rights of 
our merchants, and to enable the gov- 
ernment to support them, conventional 
rules of intercourse, the best that present 
circumstances апа mutual opinion will 
permit, but temporary, and liable to be 
from time to time abandoned or varied as 
experience and circumstances shall dic- 
tate; constantly keeping in view, that it 
is folly in one nation to look for disin- 
terested favors from another; that it 


must pay with a portion of its independ- 
ence for whatever it may accept under 
that character; that by such acceptance, 
it may place itself in the condition of 
having given equivalents for nominal 
favors, ahd yet of being reproached with 
ingratitude for not giving more. There. 
can be no greater error than to expect, 
or calculate upon real favors from na- 
tion to nation. It is an illusion which 
experience must cure, which a just pride 
ought to discard. 

In offering to you my countrymen, 
these counsels of an old and affectionate 
friend, I dare not hope they will make 
the strong and lasting impression I could 
wish; that they will control. the usual 
current of the passions, or prevent 
our nation from running the course 
which has hitherto marked the destiny 
of nations, but 1f I may even flatter 
myself that they may be productive of 
some partial benefit, some occasional 
good; that they may now and then recur 
to moderate the fury of party spirit, to 
warn against the mischiefs of foreign 
intrigue, to guard against the impostures 
of pretended patriotism; this hope will 
be а full recompense for the solicitude 
for your welfare by which they have been 
dictated. 

Though in reviewing the incidents of 
my administration, I am unconscious of 
intentional error, I am nevertheless too 
sensible of my defects not to think it 
probable that I may have committed 
many errors. Whatever they may be, I 
fervently beseech the Almighty to avert 
or mitigate the evils to which they may 
tend. Ishallalso carry with me the hope 
that my country will never cease to view 
them with indulgence; and that, after 
forty-five years of my life dedicated to its 
service, with an upright zeal, the faults 
of incompetent abilities will be consigned 
to oblivion, as myself must soon be to 
the mansions of rest. 

Relying on its kindness in this as in 
other things, and actuated by that fer- 
vent love towards it, which is so natural 
to а man who. views in it the native soil 
of himself and his progenitors for several 
generations; I anticipate with pleasing 
expectation that retreat in which I 
promise myself to realize without alloy, 
the sweet enjoyment of partaking, 
the midst of my fellow citizens, the be- 
nign influence of good laws.under a free 
government—the ever favorite object of 
my heart, and the happy reward, as I 
trust, of our mutual cares, labors and 
dangers.

Address, he anticipated that the Nation he fathered would 
follow "the course which has hitherto marked the destiny 
of nations." Today, this course towards destruction is 
called "inevitable" and highly praised—in certain quarters! 
By acquainting ourselves with his timeless wisdom, how- 
ever, we may learn how to stave off the 
To this task, the LIBERTY LOBBY is dedicated. 


Interwoven asis the love of liberty with 
every ligament of your hearts, no recom- 


° mendation of mine is necessary to fortify 


or confirm the attachment. 

The unity of government which consti- 
tutes you one people, 15 also now dear 
to you. It is justly so; for it is à main 
pillar in the edifice of your real inde- 
pendence; the support of your tranquil- 
ity at home; your peace abroad; of your 
safety; of your prosperity; of that very 
liberty which you so highly prize. But 
as it is easy to foresee that, from differ- 
ent causes and from different quarters 
mueh pains will be taken, many artifices 
employed, to weaken in your minds the 

conviction of this truth, as this is the 
point in your political fortress against 
which the batteries of internal and ex- 
ternal enemies will be most constantly 
апа actively (though often covertly and 
insidiously) directed; it is of infinite 
"moment, that you should properly esti- 
mate the immense value of your national 
union to-your collective and individual 
‘happiness; that you should cherish а 
. cordial, habitual, and immovable attach- 
ment to it; accustoming yourselves to 
think and speak of it as the. palladium 


^of your political safety and prosperity ; 


watching for its preservation with jeal- 
ous anxiety; discountenancing whatever 
‘may suggest even a suspicion that it can, 
Яп any event, be abandoned; and indig- 
nantly frowning upon the first dawning 
of every attempt to alienate any portion 
of our country.from the rest, or to 
'enfeeble the sacred ties which now link 
together the various parts. 

In contemplating the causes which 
may disturb our Union, it occurs as mat- 
ter of serious concern, that any ground 
should have been furnished for char- 
&cterizing parties by geographical dis- 
criminations,—northern and southern— 
Atlantic and western; whence designing 
men may endeavor to excite a belief that 
there is а real difference of local inter- 
ests and views. One of the expedients 
of party to acquire Influence within par- 
ticular districts, is to misrepresent the 
opinions and aims of other districts. 
You cannot shield yourselves too much 
against the jealousies and heart burn- 
ings which spring from these misrepre- 
‘sentations; they tend to render alien to 
«each other those who ought to be bound 
together by fraternal affection 


“inevitable.” 


~ 
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Towards the. preservation ot your gov- 
ernment and the permanency of your 
present happy state it is requisite, not 
only, that you steadily discountenance 
irregular opposition to its acknowledged 
authority, but also that you resist with 
care the spirit of innovation upon its 
principles, however specious the pretext. 
One method of assault may be to effect, 
in the forms of the constitution, altera- 
tions which will impair the energy of the 
System; and thus to undermine what 
cannot be directly overthrown. In all the 
changes to which you may be involved, 
remember that time апа habit are at 
least as necessary to fix the true charac- 
ter of governments, ав of other human 
institutions:-—that experience is the sur- 
est standard by which to test the real 
tendency of the existing constitution of & 
country :—that facility in changes, upon 
the credit.of mere hypothesis and opin- 
ion, exposes to perpetual change from 
the endless variety of hypothesis and 
opinion: and remember, especially, that 
for the efficient management of your 
common interests іп а country so exten- 
sive as ours, & government of as much 
vigor as is consistent with the; perfect 
security of liberty is indispensable. Lib- 
erty itself will find in such a government, 
with powers properly distributed and ad- 
justed, its surest guardian. It is, indeed, 
little else than а name, where the gov- 
ernment is too feeble to withstand the 
enterprises of faction, to confine each 
member of the society within the limits 
prescribed by the laws, and to maintain 


-all in the secure and tranquil enjoyment 


of the rights of person and property. 

I have already intimated to you the 
danger of parties in the state, with par- 
ticular references to the founding them 
on geographical discrimination. Let me 
now take a more comprehensive view, 
and warn you in the most solemn man- 
ner against the baneful effects of the 
spirit of party generally. 

This spirit, unfortunately, is insepara- 
ble from our nature, having its root in 
the strongest passions of the human 
mind.—It exists under different shapes 
in all governments, more or less stifled, 
controlled, or repressed; but in those of 
the popular form it is seen in its greatest 
rankness, and is truly their worst enemy. ' 

The alternate domination of one fac- 
tion over another, sharpened by the 
spirit of revenge natural to party dissen- 
sion, which in different ages and coun- 


tries has perpetrated the most horrid 
enormities, is itself а frightful despot- 
ism. But this leads at length to а more 
formal and permanent despotism. Тһе 
disorders and miseries which result, 
gradually iücline the minds of men to 
seek security and repose in the absolute 
power of ап individual; and, sooner or 
later, the chief of some prevailing fac- 
tion, more able or more fortunate than 
his competitors, turns this disposition to 
the purpose of his own elevation on the 
ruins of public liberty. 

Without looking forward.to an ex- 
tremity of this kind, (which nevertheless 
‘ought not to be entirely out of sight) the 
common and continual mischiefs of the 
Spirit oF party are sufficient to make it 
the interest and duty of а wise people to 
discourage and restrain it. 

It serves always to distract the public 
councils, and enfeeble the public admin- 
istration. . It agitates the community 
with ill founded jealousies and false 
alarms; kindles the animosity of one part 
against another; foments occasional riot 
and insurrection. It opens the door to 
foreign influence and corruption, which 
finds a facilitated access to the govern- 
ment itself through the channels of party 
passions. - Thus the policy and the will of 
one country are subjected to the policy 
апа will of another. . 

There is an opinion that parties in free 
countries are useful checks upon the 
administration of the government, and 
serve to keep alive the spirit of liberty. 
This within certain limits is probably 
true; and in governments of a mo- 
narchical cast, patriotism may look with 
indulgence, if not with favor, upon the 
spirij of party. But in those of the popu- 
lar character, in governments purely 
elective, it is a spirit not to be encour- 
aged. From their natural tendency, it 
is certain there will always be enough of 
that spirit for every salutary purpose. 
And there being constant danger of ex- 
cess, the effort ought to be, by force of 
public opinion, to mitigate and assuage 
it. A fire not to be quenched, it demands 
а uniform vigilance to prévent ít burst- 
ing into а flame lest instead of warm- 
ing it should consume. 
` Itis important likewise, that the habits 
of thinking in а free-country should in- 
вріге caution in those intrustéd with its 

tion, to confine themselves 
within their respective’ constitutional 
spheres, avoiding in the exercise of the 
powers of one ‘department, to encroach 
upon another, The spirit of encreach-. 
ment tends to consolidate the powers of 
all the departments in one, and thus to 
create, whatever the form of government, 
a real despotism. ^A just estimate of that 
love of power and proneness to abuse it 
which predominate in the human heart, 
is sufficient to satisfy us of the truth of 
this position. The necessity of reciprocal 
checks in the exercise of political power, 
by dividing апа distributing it into differ- 
ent depositories, and constituting each 
the guardian of the public weal against 


invasion of the others, has been evinced 
by experiments ancient and modern; 
some of them in our country and under 


:our own eyes.—To preserve them must be 


as necessary as to institute them. If, in 
the opinion of the people, the distribu- 
tion or modification of the constitutional 
powers be in any particular wrong, let 
it be corrected by an amendment in the 
way which the constitution designates.— 
But let there be no change by usurpation; 
for though this, in one instance, may be 
the instrument of good, it is the custom- 
ary weapon by which free governments 
аге destroyed. Тһе precedent must 
always greatly overbalance in permanent 
evil any partial or transient benefit 
which the use can at any time yield. 

Of all the dispositions and habits which 
lead to political prosperity, religion and 
morality are indispensable supports. In 
vain would that man claim the tribute 
of patriotism, who should labor to sub- 
vert these great pillars of human happi- 
ness, these firmest props of the duties of 
men and citizens. Тһе mere politician, 
equally with the pious man, ought to re- 
spect and to cherish them. A volume 
could not trace all their connections with 
private and public felicity. Let it simply 
be asked, where is the security for prop- 
erty, for reputation, for life, if the sense 
of religious obligation desert the oaths 
which are the instruments of investiga- 
tion in courts of justice? And let us 
with caution indulge the supposition that 
morality can be maintained without re- 
ligion. Whatever may be conceded to 
the influence of refined education on 
minds of peculiar structure, reason and 
experience both forbid us to expect, that 
national morality: can prevail in exclu- 
sion of religious principle. 

It is substantially true, that virtue or 
morality is a necessary spring of popular 
government. The rule, indeed, extends 
with more or less force to every species 
of free government. Who that is a sin- 
cere friend to it can look with indiffer- 
ence upon attempts to shake the founda- 
tion of the fabric? 

Promote, then, аз an object of primary 
importance, institutions for the general 
diffusion of knowledge. In proportion 
аз the structure of & government gives 
force to public opinion, it should be 
enlightened. 

As a very important source of strength 
and security, cherish public credit. One 
method of preserving it is to use it as 
pepe d а5 possible, avoiding occasions 

of expense by cultivating peace, but re- 
membering, also, that timely disburse- 
menta, to prepare for danger, frequently 
prevent much greater disbursements to 
repel it; avoiding likewise the áccumu- 
lation of debt, not only by shunning oc- 
casions of expense, but by vigorous exer- 
tions, in time of peace, to discharge the 
debts which unavoidable wars may have 
occasioned, not ungenerously throwing 
upon posterity the burden which we 
ourselves ougbt to bear. The execution 
of these maxims belongs to your repre- 


sentatives, but it is necessary that public 
opinions should cooperate. То facilitate 
to them the performance of their duty, it 
ls essential that you should practically 
bear in mind, that towards the payment 
of debts there must be revenue; that to 
have revenue there must be taxes, that 
no taxes can be devised which are not 
more or less inconvenient and unpleas- 
ап{; that the intrinsic embarrassment 
inseparable from the selection of the 
proper object (which is always а choice 
of difficulties) , ought to be a decisive mo- 
tive for a candid construction of the con- 
duct of the government in making it, 
апа for а spirit of acquiescence in the 
measures for obtaining revenue, which 
the public exigencies may. at any time 
dictate. 

Observe good faith апа justice towards 
all nations; cultivate peace and harmony 
with all. Religion and morality enjoin 
this conduct, and can it be that good 
policy does not equally enjoin it? It will 
be worthy of a free, enlightened, and, at 
no distant period, a great nation, to give 
to mankind the magnanimous and too 
novel example of a people always guided 
by an exalted justice and benevolence. 
Who can doubt but, in the course of time 
and things, the fruits of such a plan 
would richly repay any temporary ad- 
vantages which might be lost by a steady 


'adherence to it; can it be that Provi- 


dence has not connected the permanent 
felicity of a nation with its virtue? Тһе 
experiment, at least is recommended by 
every sentiment which ennobles human 


nature. Alas! is it rendered impossible - 


by its vices? 

In the execution of such a plan, noth- 
ing is more essential than that perma- 
nent, inveterate antipathies against par- 
ticular nations and passionate attach- 
ments for others, should be excluded; 
and that in place of them, just and ami- 
cable feelings towards all should be cul- 
tivated. The nation which indulges to- 
wards another an habitual hatred, or an 
habitual fondness, is in some degree а 
slave. It is a slave to its animosity or 
to its affection, either of which is зи - 
cient to lead it astray from its duty and 
its interest. Antipathy іп one nation 
against another disposes each more 
readily to offer insult and injury, to lay 
hold of slight causes of umbrage, and to 
be haughty and intractable when ассі- 
dental or trifling occasions of dispute 
occur. Hence, frequent collisions, ob- 
stinate, envenomed, and bloody contests. 
The nation, prompted by Ш will and re- 
sentment, sometimes impels to war the 
government, contrary to the best calcu- 
lations of policy. Тһе government some- 
times participates in the national pro- 
pensity, and adopts through passion 
what reason would reject; at other times, 
it makes the animosity of the nation sub- 
Servient to projects of hostility, insti- 
gated by pride, ambition, and other sin- 
ister and pernicious motives. The peace 
often, sometimes perhaps the liberty of 
nations, has been the victim. 


So likewise, а passionate attachment 
of one nation for another produces & 
variety of evils. Sympathy for the fa- 
vorite nation, facilitating the illusion of 
an imaginary common interest in cases 
where no real common interest exists, 
апа infusing into one-the enmities of 
the other, betrays the former into a par- 
ticipation in the quarrels and wars of 
the latter, without adequate inducements 
or justifications. It leads 8150 to con- 
cessions, to the favorite nation, of privi- 
leges denied to others, which is apt 
doubly to injure the nation making the 
concessions, by unnecessary parting 
with what ought to have been retained, 
and by exciting jealousy, ill will, and а 
disposition to retaliate in the parties 
from whom equal privileges are with- 
held; and it gives to ambitious, corrupted 
or deluded citizens who devote them- 
selves to the favorite nation, facility to 
betray or sacrifice the Interests of their 
own couniry, without odium, sometimes 
even with popularity; gilding with the 
appearances of а virtuous sense of obli- 
‘gation, a commendable deference for 
public opinion, or a laudable zeal for 
public good, the base or foolish compli- 
ances of ambition, corruption, or infat- 
uation. 

As avenues to foreign influence in 
innumerable ways, such attachments are 
particularly alarming to the truly en- 
lightened and independent patriot. How 
many opportunities do they afford to ` 
tamper with domestic factions, to prac- 
tice the arts of seduction, to mislead 
public opinion, to influence or awe the 
public councils!—Such an attachment of 
а small or weak, towards a great and 
powerful nation, dooms the former to be 
the satellite of the latter. 

Against the insidious wiles of foreign 
influence, (1 conjure you to belieye me 
fellow citizens,) the jealousy of a free 
people ought to be constantly awake; 
since history and experience prove, that 
foreign influence is one of the most bane- 
ful.foes of republican government, But 
that jealousy, to be useful, must be im- 
partial, else it becomes the instrument of 
the very influence to be avoided, instead 
of а defense against it. Excessive par- 


tiality for one foreign nation and ех- 


cessive dislike for another, cause those 
whom they actuate to see danger only 
on one side, and serve to vell and even 
second the arts of influence on the other. 
Real patriots, who may resist the in- 
trigues of the favorite, are liable to be- 
come suspected апа odious; while its. 
tools and dupes usurp the applause and 
confldence of the people, to surrender 
their interest. 

The great rule of conduct for us, in 
regard to foreign nations, is, in extending 
our commercial relations, to have with 
them as little political connection as 
possible. So far as we have already 
formed engagements, let them be ful- 
filled with perfect good faith:—Here let 
us stop.

I once saw a dear Sister demonstrate to her class the 
power of unity. She took a piece of strong rope, and 
asked the strongest boys in her class to try to break it. 
Each one tried—and failed. Then she unwound the rope 
into all its weak filaments, and showed how each could 
be snapped easily by an infant. "W/ound together," she 
said, "the rope cannot be broken. Alone, each strand can 
be torn without effort." 

And that brings me to all the patriotic Right organiza- 
tions in this country. I belong to, and support, practically 
all of them, for I am now desperately worried about my 
country's freedom and future. Of necessity, the amount I 
send each is small, for there are so many of them. They 
come and go, these fine and struggling organizations, 
because they do not have enough financial backing, or 
enough power alone. And that is exactly what the Liberal/ 
Communist Establishment wants! We are playing into 
its hands. As Benjamin Franklin said so eloquently, "We 
must hang together, or hang separately." 

The situation їп America is now so dire that it is no 
longer a question IF the Right groups should get to- 
gether. It is the most pressing of all necessities. We have 
all seen “conservative” Senators pushed имо supporting 
legislation ruinous for America, because they have been 
impressed by the single-striking might of the "liberal" 
enemy, and they have become reluctantly convinced that 
this enemy speaks for the majority of the American peo- 
ple, whereas it speaks only for a vicious and treacherous 
minority whose one aim is to Communize our country. 
Not for the Liberal/Communists hundreds of little, strug- 
gling groups! They, too, have their ideological differences, 
with different emphases. But they understand, with the 
wisdom of the serpent, that they must put aside their 
small regional prejudices and ideas and local aims, and 
get together on the main plan—the destruction of our 
Constitution and the death of our country. And—make 
no mistake about it, they mean not only slavery for the 
people but actual physical death for those individuals who 
oppose it.

Liberal/Communistic, and urging their support of bills 
for the benefit of America, There, in that central office, 
the various candidates and their records could be studied 
by an alert group, before endorsement in their own com- 
munities. І am sure that few Congressmen are traitors;

Such a central office, adequately staffed by an adequate 
fund, would have its Liberty Lobby to which conservatives 
of both major political parties would have access, and to 
which they could report dangerous pending bills in their 
communities and ask for help.

Purchased with the 
blood of the Mexican War, which estab- 
lished the Rio Grande as the border in- 
stead of the Nueces to the north, here lie 
thirty million acres of parched soil, 
locked in eternal combat with the wind 
and the sun and the ever-spreading seed 
of the mesquite tree. Here in this land,

In the shade of the spike-studded 
mesquite brush dwell the rattlesnake 
and horned toad; the saber-tusked jave- 
lina pig and the heavily armored terra- 
pin.

also, with the political system. For in 
this land of vast and ancient landhold- 
ings, the established political order dif- 
fers only slightly from that of the Middle 
The only feature of modern 
American politics that is faintly com- 
parable to that of South Texas” is Big 
City Bossism, to the extent that it is 
founded on the paternalistic organization 
of poor immigrants. 


The feudal system of South Texas is 
based on a similar condition, with two 
vital differences: 


1.) The “poor immigrants” of South 
Texas trace their inheritance far 
back beyond the coming of the 
Anglo patrones, or bosses; and 

2.) these “poor immigrants” are ap- 
parently bound to their status, in 
perpetuity. 

The American. system of government 
stops where the brush-country begins. 
Beyond that boundary one steps back- 
ward in time to another world; a world 


in which mounted knights go forth to do 


the bidding of their leige-lords, the no- 
bles; a world where princes reckon their 
power in terms of the number of peons 
they own, and thus decide the future 
of a world where power rules, and 
a potential leader is measured by his 
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ability to deliver and his willingness to 
abide by the Code. | 

Thus do the people and the politicians 
and the sheriffs and the judges and the 
landowners of South Texas live, and 
thus do they die. For power must be 
used, if only to prove its existence, and 
the political death is as indelibly a part 
of the tapestry as the bloc vote and the 
corrupt official. 


Today, there are discernibie signs of a 
slight change taking place in South Tex- 
as. The continued political successes of 
the patrones of the past have resulted in 
planting the seed of a new era, as the 
great Federal storehouse in Washington 
has opened the taxpayer's bank account 
to the greedy hands of the Politician. 
More and more military bases, dams, 
canals and highways have populated and 
irrigated the Empire, while improved 
communications апа education have 
brought the indigenous population closer 
to the mainstream of American life. 


Already, new bosses from the outside 
—mainly the  Teamsters Union—are 
threatening the control of the Old Order. 
The rise of a Republican Party, which 
never before existed, offers the possibili- 
ty of future change. But, that is today 
and tomorrow. Yesteryear was different. 


Yesteryear was 1931, when Lyndon 
Baines Johnson discovered South Texas. 


Far from his home in the verdant roll- 
ing hill-country, the tall young Johnson 
found another world . . . a world that 
promised unlimited success to a youth 
who had education, the ability to speak

. and not to speak, and most of all, ambi- 
tion. He found, in fact, a world that 
would in unforeseen ways affect the fu- 
ture of Lyndon Baines Johnson and, con- 
sequently, the future of all of us. 


Of the local chieftains, he chose to at- 
tach himself to the court of Richard M. 
Kleberg, owner of the fabulous King 
Ranch, equivalent in size and population 
to many an old European kingdom. For 
the first time, Johnson's instinct for seek- 
ing the center of power was demonstra- 
ted, for not only did the King Ranch 
dominate the Empire's seaport, Corpus 
Christi, but Kleberg himself was to run 
for Congress that year, on the unexpec- ` 
ted death of Harry Wurzbach, the Em- 
рігев representative in Washington. 
Thus at the very beginning, Johnson's 
career was influenced by an untimely 
death. 


In Johnson's official biography, Booth 


‘Mooney dismisses the Kleberg-Johnson 


relationship this way: 


“Johnson had participated in Kle- 
berg's campaign with speechmaking 
and personal work with the voters, 
and the rancher һай taken a fancy to 
the aggressive youngster." 


According to sources who took part in 
those events, some of that “personal work 
with the voters" was actually quite signi- 
ficant, and deserving of attention from 
those who would like to know Johnson 
better. . : 

In that far-away era of Texas politics, 
the only course of action open to left- 
wingers was to serve as a balance of 


А 


power bloc, or swing vote, exerting what 
price they could in exchange for support 
of one or the other of the conservative 
candidates. 


Such a bloc existed in San Antonio, its 
power based on the Mexican vote of the 
city. In a “sudden-death” election such as 
this one, the leftwing vote could be de- 
cisive. The liberal leadership placed a 
high price-tag on their package of votes: 
They wanted their man, Don Quill, ap- 
pointed Postmaster of San Antonio 
(meaning jobs for loyal liberals) and 
$4,000 cash. 


Kleberg’s opponent, Thurmond Bar- 
гей, said "No deal.” The offer was рге- 
sented to Kleberg. The trusted messenger 
who braved the dusty journey to far off 
San Antonio, to personally deliver the 
$4,000 purchase price, was none other 
than young, idealistic Lyndon Johnson, 
doing his “personal work with the 
voters.” 


Kleberg was narrowly elected and Don 
Quill has been the San Antonio postmas- 
ter ever since. 


On reaching Washington as assistant to 
Kleberg, the young Johnson lost no time 
in learning all about the exciting world 
on the banks of the Potomac. He was 
captivated by the intrigue and technique 
of power politics. ; 


Arthur Perry, one of Johnson's early 
acquaintances in Washington, recalls, 
“Lyndon started asking questions as soon 
as he knew my name. He followed the 
same procedure with everyone else he 
met. He was out to learn all he could and 
learn it fast." 


During this period, Johnson made 
friends -who served him well in later 
years. Sam Rayburn, an old friend of 
Johnson's father, was rising fast in the 


House of Representatives and he took 


Johnson under his wing 


Johnson married Claudia Taylor in 
1934. In 1935, he was appointed State 
Administrator for Texas of the National 
Youth Administration, one of Roosevelt's 
New Deal brainchildren. It was at this 
time that Johnson and John Connally of 
Fort Worth began their long and profit- 
able association. Having met in the early 
30's, Johnson asked Connally to serve as 
his assistant. 


The МҮА provided Johnson with his 
first opportunity to gain statewide at- 
tention i 


Likewise, it brought him into intimate 
contact with the rising leftwing move- 
ment. The head of NYA, and Johnson’s 
boss, was none other than the oft-cited 
Communist fronter Aubrey Williams, 
and the NYA was riddled with others 
of the same ilk. 


Early in 1937, Johnson's future was 
once more influenced by unexpected 
death. Representative James P. Buchan- 
an of Johnson's home district died, and 
a special election was called to fill the 
vacancy in Congress. There were nine 
well-known applicants for the job, and 
they all must have smiled at the entry of 
the tenth, Lyndon Baines Johnson. Not 


only was he hardly known in the district, ` 


as a natural result of his long absence 
away in Washington, but in that conser- 
vative area, Johnson's leftist tendencies 
would be a handicap. 


As a special election, there would be 
no runoff. The rules were: *high man 
wins," or “sudden-death.” Johnson saw 
a way to use the rules to turn his handi- 
caps into advantages. 


At the time of the election, the famous 
Roosevelt plan to "pack" the Supreme 
Court with new judges who would favor 
the New Deal was the subject of popular 
discussion and debate. . In Texas, the 


. debate was largely one-sided. Roosevelt 


had gone too far, was the consensus. Al- 
though a small liberal group favored the 
Scheme, no one could foresee the Court 
Packing Plan becoming an issue in a 
congressional campaign, there being no 
candidate foolhardy enough to support it. 


Johnson surprised everyone by coming 
out squarely for the Rooseveltian Utopia 
—Court Packing Plan and all—and his 
defense of the New Deal made him the 
only one of the ten candidates with an 
issue. 

Thus solidifying the liberal vote, small 
as it was, while his nine orthodox op- 


“ 


ponents fragmented the majority con- 
servative vote, Lyndon Johnson walked 
away with the prize in a victory that 
attracted attention far and wide. The 
ripples of victory extended even out into 
the Gulf of Mexico, where they were felt 
aboard the Presidential Yacht by the 
vacationing FDR, who promptly ar- 
ranged a meeting with the young Loch- 
invar who had so successfully run under 
the New Deal Banner. Roosevelt's public 
image was in need of a new victory, and 
thanks to the rules of "sudden death," 
Johnson had furnished it. The President 
was grateful, and here was formed a re- 
lationship that was to aid Lyndon John- 
Son's career on countless future occasions. 
When Roosevelt died, Johnson recalled 
him as having been “а second Daddy" to 
him. 

Тһе die was cast; Johnson was well 
launched on an amazing political career, 
his course set by the originator of the 
New Deal. Johnson has never wavered 
from that course. 


As a congressman, Johnson achieved 
noticeable successes with the Rural 
Electrification Administration. As a re- 
sult of Johnson's efforts, his home dis- 
trict in Central Texas became the site 
of the biggest rural electrification pro- 
ject in the world. 


In 1941, another unexpected death 
beckoned Johnson to the Senate. In- 
cumbent Senator Morris Sheppard died 
in office, and Johnson promptly filed for 
the special election to fill his seat. John- 


` son's opponent was W. Lee O'Daniel, 


Governor of Texas, and again, the rules 
were "sudden death." “Рарру” O'Dan- 
iel proved to be a hard biscuit for Lyn- 
don, and for the first time, "sudden 
death" failed to work in Johnson's fa- 
vor. He lost to O'Daniel, in the only un- 
successful campaign he ever ran. 


His defeat in his first state-wide race 
was not to rankle long, as the coming of 
the Second World War brought new con- 
cerns. Ав did most members of the 
House, Johnson volunteered for active 
duty. 


Sent to New Zealand and Australia on 
inspection duty, his military career was 
rather uneventful until, just as Roosevelt 
had decided to order national legislators 
out of the armed forces and back to the 
forthcoming elections, Johnson volun- 
teered for a mission that was to bring 
him the Nation's third highest military 
decoration, the Silver Star. His official 
citation follows: 


“Рог gallantry in action in the vicini- 
ty of Port Moresby and Salamaua, 
New Guinea, on June 9, 1942. While on 
a mission of obtaining information in 
the Southwest Pacific area, Lieutenant 
Commander Johnson, in order to ob- 
tain personal knowledge of combat con- 
ditions, volunteered as an observer on 
a hazardous aerial combat mission over 
hostile positions in New Guinea. As 
our planes neared the target area they 
were intercepted by eight hostile fight- 
ers. When, at this time, the plane in 
which Lieutenant Commander John- 
son was an observer, developed mech- 
anical trouble and was forced to turn 
back alone, presenting a favorable tar- 
get to the enemy fighters, he evidenced 
marked coolness in spite of the hazards 
involved. His gallant action enabled 
him to obtain and return with valuable 
information.” 


Five weeks later, Lieutenant Com- 
mander Johnson was released from duty. 
None of the other members of the В-26 
crew qualified for ап award as a result 
of this mission, so it is quite understand- 


able that ever since, Lyndon Johnson. 


has quietly but proudly displayed his 
little Silver Star on his lapel.

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1948 was a year of deep significance for 
a Nation whose fears of postwar depres- 
sion had been forgotten in a flood of 


prosperity and high hopes. Republican 


Party prospects were rising, and the left- 
wing leadership of the Democratic Party 
was facing a dangerous threat in the 
form of Southern revolt. 'The States 
Rights Dixiecrats were to gain .more 
votes in the coming elections than any 
Third Party had ever polled. 


Harry Truman faced his first test in a 
presidential race, and he was running 
scared. The Southern threat had to be 
stopped, or the Left would find itself on 
the losing end of a presidential election 
for the first time in a generation. Texas 
was the crucial state. If the party could 
hold Texas, there was a chance... 


Texas was due to elect its Senator in 
July's primary, as is customary in one- 
party states. The man favored to win 
was three-time Governor Coke Steven- 
son, a man of great ability, charm and 
popularity. In the field of opponents, 
only one other candidate could be seen, 
and that man was Lyndon Johnson, who 
had announced his candidacy from the 


exhibited the daring and contempt for 
public opinion that has always marked his 
career, by going on the air with a “Уіс- 
tory Speech," in which he stated con- 


fidently that “We have won.” Тһе 
speech mystified everyone but Lyndon 
and John Connally, his campaign man- 
ager; but not for long. 


Тһе First Miracle 


The next day, telephone wires across 
the state were buzzing and smoking with 
rumor that something was afoot in Jim 
Wells County, part of the domain of 
George Parr, Duke of Duval  Parr's 
machine vote was already in апа 
counted. ‘It was, in fact, the very bloc 
that had made up for the original 6,000 
vote deficit. Surely, that source had been 
exhausted—but. no—lo and behold, some 
ballots had been overlooked in the first 
count! 

In the town of Alice, in Jim Wells 
County, a recount of the vote in Precinct 
13 was underway. In this precinct, 
where only 600 ballots were issued on 
election day, there had already been 825

Johnson at Any Price 


It was clear that Lyndon was Tru- 
man's choice, for no better reason than 
the fact that Coke Stevenson, a man of 
character and conservative instincts, 
could not be counted on to support the 
continued socialization of the country, 
or even to actively work for Truman's 
election. The word came down that it 
was "Johnson at any price," even if that 
price had to be a display of raw political 
crime that would forever stain the repu- 
tation of the political process in Texas 
and the Nation. 


In July the voters had their day and 
gave the popular Stevenson a 71,500 vote 
lead over Johnson. Unfortunately for the 
voters, however, other candidates polled 
enough votes to prevent a clear majority 
and a runoff election between the two 
leaders was set for the following month. 
As the Associated Press put it: “Barring 
a miracle, the winner [of the primary] 
will be the next Senator," not realizing 
that a “miracle” was indeed in store; а 
"miracle" that would eventually amaze 
and disgust the people, capture the head- 
lines of the American press and prevent 
the true winner from becoming Senator. 


In the early returns of the August run- 
off election, Coke Stevenson led by over 
6,000 votes, Then Johnson's South Texas 
empire turned in its vote and produced a 
thin lead of 700. After that, the voters 
took over again, and Johnson fell be- 
hind, little by little. The situation for 
the Johnson forces was this: They had 
turned in the “loaded” vote already, 
thinking it would be enough. Their bolt 
was shot, and had fallen short. What to 
do now? Already, the Texas Election 
Bureau had announced that only 40 votes 
remained uncounted. Could they take 
the risk of “finding” some more John- 
son votes? 

With “the word” from Washington 
ringing in their ears, “Johnson at any 
price,” they could. 

The official count showing Stevenson 
the victor by 250 votes, Lyndon Johnson 


votes reported, and as if this were not in 
itself miraculous enough, the recount dis- 
elosed an additional 202 votes for Lyn- 
don B. Johnson, with one vote for Stev- 
enson thrown in for good measure. 

. Аз. опе writer, Jim Lucier, has put it; 
“As the miracle predicted by the AP, it 
was not quite up to the loaves and fishes 
of scripture. But half a loaf was better 
than none, and the whole thing was 
pretty fishy." 

Simultaneously, . other adjustments іп 
the vote totals had brought Johnson to 
within 115 votes of Stevenson, out of a 
total of nearly a million votes cast. The 
precious extra votes that had lain so 
long unnoticed in Ballot Box 13 served as 
a “little landslide," pushing Johnson over 
the top by 87 votes. 

The phenomenon of Box 13, yielding 
as it did more than 1000 votes from only 
600 ballots, captured the imagination and 
attention of the county. Even the far-off 
New York Times thought the matter 
worthy of the attention of a top corre- 
pondent. 


Coke Stevenson's workers were mo- 
mentarily stunned by the “miracle.” How 
could Johnson have been so blatant, so 
careless of public opinion? Stevenson 
publicly demanded to know “how my 
opponent knew so much in advance of 
the ‘revisions’ of the vote being made 
today?” Surely, this heavy-handed crime 
would be reversed, they thought, and 
just to make sure, they went after the 
evidence. 

When the Stevenson men arrived in 
Alice, however, they found one of the 
chief suspects, John Connally, (now Gov- 
ernor) still on the scene and very much 
in command of the situation. They also 
found that the evidence they sought was 
not to be gained easily. The town was 
electric with potential violence, and like 
a scene from a Hollywood western, the 
streets and cantinas were crowded with 
hard-bitten men wearing and carrying 
firearms of every description. 

Considering the violent history of 
George Parr’s duchy, there was no ques- 
tion but that the gunslingers were there 
for a purpose, and that purpose was to 
prevent the seizure of the damning evi- 


dence in Ballot Box 13. Obviously, a 
counterforce was necessary. Governor 
Stevenson arrived, accompanied by 
Texas Ranger Captain Frank Hamer, a 
lawman noted for his hard courage and 
no-nonsense performance of duty. 


The first evidence to be considered was 
the list of voters from Precinct 13. The 
list was compiled in the order of each 
voter's appearance at the polling place 
on election day. Arrangements were in- 
sisted upon that would allow the list to 
be viewed at Parr's bank, where he was 
keeping it in a vault. The viewing was 
set for the following morning. 


When the Stevenson men and Captain 
Hamer arrived at the bank door, they 
were faced by three riflemen. Hamer 
looked each one coldly in the eye, gave a 
slow wave of the hand, and the three 
stepped aside. Inside the bank, the vot- 
ing list was brought from the vault and 
placed in view of the Stevenson forces 

- for the first and last time. In the few 
short moments they were given to look 
at the list, they noted an important fact: 


At the end of the long list of names en- 
tered in black ink as the ballots were 
cast, was an addition, in green ink, of 
some two hundred names in alphabetical 
order. 


Now that they knew the worst, the 
visitors, two of them former FBI men, 
memorized fifteen of the names 
that were added in green. Then the list 
was withdrawn and returned to the vault 
by the agitated keeper, who had just 
received a mysterious telephone call. 

Two of the viewers were newly elected 
officers of the County Democratic Execu- 
tive Committee, Harry Adams and H. L. 
Poole. Astounded by what they had 
seen, and shocked at this brazen viola- 
tion of the elective process, they decided 
to call the entire County Committee to- . 
gether and declare Box 13 invalid, which 
would make Stevenson the winner by a 
comfortable margin. Meanwhile, to make 
the evidence as strong as possible, others 
investigated the fifteen voters whose 

“names had been memorized from the 
green list. 

Only three of the names were easy to 
find; they were in the local cemetery. 
Others had apparently moved away, and 
the Mexican population was not talk- 
ing, adopting instead the shoulder-shrug- 
ging “Quien sabe?” attitude that insures 
health and long life when talking to 
estranjeros in the Duchy of Duval. How- 
ever, two of the "voters" were found 
alive: Hector Cerda and Enriqueta 
Acera. The first had not been in the 
County on election day, and both swore 
that they did not vote in the election. 


The investigators were satisfied that 
the evidence they had would convince 
the County Committee to throw out the 
results of Box 13. The “Little Miracle” 
was a hoax! 

For Johnson, however, the die was 
cast. There could be no turning back, no 
quitting at this stage. He had to go on, 
or become forever the butt of political 
jokes like the one told by Fletcher Kne- 
bel: 

Pedro, why are you crying? 
It is because of my poor dead father, 

Senor. 

But Pedro, your father died ten 
years ago! 

That's just it. Yesterday my father 
come back to vote for Lyndon Johnson, 
but he no come to see me! | 


Everyone who knows Johnson is even- 
tually moved to remark on his outstand- 
ing ability to reverse himself to accomo- 
date changing circumstances. When he 
must alter course he has a way of excus- 
ing his past "error" that gives him an 
almost saintly aura. But the public has 
seldom seen Lyndon in a blind alley, 
and to this day, there are few people 
who know the LBJ that comes into being 
when he is cornered. If there is no way 
out, Lyndon Johnson goes through the 
wall. 


With his enemies closing in, LBJ no 


doubt felt that somewhere, in among the . 


contents of Box 13, was locked the limit- 
less future of Lyndon Baines Johnson. 
Together with one-thousand twenty- 
eight pieces of paper, he was in Box 13. 

Then, Johnson struck back—and the 
audacity of his attack was overwhelming. 
Two-hundred miles away, Judge 


Roy Archer of Austin, home of the John- 
Son business empire, granted Johnson 
an injunction that would prohibit the 
Jim Wells County Committee from 
meeting to even consider Ballot Box 13. 
The injunction excused its own unjusti- 
fied interference in the affairs of another 
Judicial District by saying that the regu- 
lar Jim Wells County District Judge 
wasn't available. The record shows how- 
ever, that Judge L. Broeter of Jim Wells 
County was available at the time, and 


this “error” sworn to by Lyndon Baines - 


Johnson in the plea for injunction, has 
never been explained. 


At any rate, the injunction served to 
stop Coke Stevenson, to whom a court 
order was law. He was a law-abiding 
citizen. Ё 


Stevenson turned {о the Federal 
Courts, on the grounds that his Civil 
Rights, and the rights of those who had 
voted for him, had been violated. As he 
put it: 


"This race is not a matter of life or 
death for me. If I lost by one vote, in 
an honest count, the heavens wouldn't 
fall in. 

But, some half million good, solid Tex- 
ans voted in this race consistently for 
me as their Senator, and they have 
been defrauded and robbed. 

We can do nothing less than appeal to 
the Federal Courts." 


Here, then, in the Federal Courts, the 
rest of the battle was fought. Stevenson 
even seemed to be making headway, as 
Federal District Judge Т. Whitfield 
Davidson gave the Johnson group a 
tongue-lashing: 


“Тһеге has not one word of evidence 


been submitted," he blazed, “to dis- 
prove this plaintiff’s claim he has been 
robbed of a seat in the United States 
Senate. . . . This Court will appoint a 
Commissioner to go into Jim Wells 
County, procure evidence, and report 
back to this Court when the hearing 
opens again." 


Johnson, fearful of the damage that a 
Federal Commissioner might do by look- 
ing into Box 13 and finding him, Lyndon 
Baines Johnson, in there, rushed to a 
higher Federal Circuit Court in New Or- 
leans, pleading that Judge J. C. Hutche- 
son, Jr. stop Judge Davidson and his 
Commissioner. Hutcheson refused him, 
saying this matter was too important for 
one judge acting alone to rule on it. 


Johnson knew better than Judge 
Hutcheson how important was the mat- 
ter. One judge would be plenty. Не 
went looking for that one judge. 


Meanwhile, back at the ranch, the Fed- 
eral Commissioner was arriving. Too 
late now for legal folderol, it was time 
for decisive action. Everyone connected 
with Box 13 disappeared into Mexico, as 
in the case of Election Judge Luis Salas; 
or off to California, as in the case of 
County Secretary Tom Donald. The 
now-famous little Box 13 was opened 
... and another miracle! The votes had 
turned into little pieces of old news- 
papers! 


More subpoenas were drawn up, and 
Federal Commissioner Bob Smith was 
drawing in the nets. Johnson felt the 
pressure of his enemies closing in on him. 
Again he struck. 


In Washington, Justice Hugo Black, 
ex-Ku Kluxer and ardent leftwinger, 
was called upon to use his position on the 
Supreme Court to free LBJ from the 
claustrophobic Ballot Box 13. He gave 
Johnson a court order, signed only by 
Black, that prohibited anyone, anywhere, 
from trying to keep Johnson out of the 
Senate. 


Federal Judge Davidson called off his 


investigation, saying he had no alterna- 


tive but to submit, though "I personally 
think it (Black's order) was too hasty, 
and, probably unlawful." 


Thus, one quick stroke of Hugo Black's 
pen ended the struggle. There was noth- 
ing left in Stevenson. Johnson quietly 
slipped out of the state and into his new 
Senate seat in Washington. He spent the 
next six years convincing the voters of 
Texas that they had elected the wrong 
man in 1948, and ought to be thankful 
that he was able to correct their mistake 
in time. 


Тһе miracle of Ballot Box 13 can be 
better understood when viewed as a part 
of the long and corrupt history of George 
Parr, "Duke" of Duval County. Parr's 
duchy directly adjoins the Kleberg 
kingdom, and is a multi-countied domain 
based more on political control than on 
actual land ownership. 


George Parr inherited his title from his 
father, Archie Parr, who became a hero 
to the Mexicans of South Texas when he 
reputedly saved several young Mexican 
boys from hanging back in the early 
1900’s. The elder Parr from that time on 


_ could do no wrong, and as the years went 


by, he became an absolute dictator of his 
domain, a pattern of rule that is char- 
acteristic of the past and present rulers 
of the South Texas empire and the Latin- 
American countries.

The “Duke,” as his father before him, 
made his deals with the crooked politi- 
cians and delivered the Mexican vote of 
his duchy in fantastic níájorities of up to 
100 to 1 in many elections. From his 
home base in Duval County, where he al- 
ready controlled every public office, he 
spread out to adjoining counties, so that 
by 1948, he could deliver five counties, 
with 40-to-1 majorities. At the same 
time he was becoming a political dictator, 
he was also becoming immensely 
wealthy. He owned a 55,000 acre ranch, 
controlled two state banks and had in- 
numerable other financial holdings. By 
1948 he had, of course, developed close 
friendships with many powerful politi- 
cians, among them, Lyndon Johnson and 
John Connally. 

After the 1948 "big steal," it was ru- 
mored that Parr was to be named Am- 
bassador to Mexico by a grateful Harry 


: S. Truman, as Parr had also turned in 


tremendous voting pluralities for him. 
Apparently his good friend Lyndon 
Johnson was pressing Truman to name 
Parr to the post. For unknown reasons 
the appointment was never made, but 
from the time Lyndon Johnson first took 
his Senate seat in 1948 to the present, 
George Parr has been one of his most 
enthusiastic supporters. And he keeps 
right on delivering the votes to Johnson 
and his friends. In the 1962 Governor's 
race, the returns for Duval County were 
approximately 30 to 1 for Johnson's side- 
kick, John Connally, and he managed 
even greater odds for the Kennedy-John- 
son ticket in 1960, where just a few 
thousand votes made a tremendous dif- 
ference. 

At this time, however, Parr's tremend- 
ous power has shrunk. Of his former 
empire that included five Texas counties, 
only Duval County is still completely 
under his bloody thumb. You may be 
assured that Lyndon Johnson has done 
nothing to help eradicate Parr's evil 
influence; it was a combination of other 
factors: a murder, a courageous Texas 
lawyer and the tough Texas Rangers. 
These have slowly brought about Parr's 
downfall in the counties adjoining Duval. 
But even today, in the little town of San 
Diego, Texas, he lives in feudal splendor 
on an enormous Spanish-style estate, 
surrounded by bodyguards. For com- 


panionship, this small, beaknosed, aging 
“papacito” enjoys the company of a 20- 
year-old Mexican whom he married 
when she was 16. His nephew, Archer 
Parr, is County Judge, an office that con- 
trols the finances of the county. The 
"Duke's" men control every office in the 
.county and the Parr family controls the 
San Diego State Bank, the depository for 
Duval County funds. The “Duke of Du- 
val” is still in the saddle and is still a 


' state and national power, especially now 


that his two friends, Johnson and Con- 
nally, fill the offices of President of the 
United States and Governor of Texas. 

It was in that decisive Johnson year of - 
1948, immediately after Parr had made 
Johnson U.S. Senator by 87 votes, that 
the decent and honest people of Alice, 
Shocked that "The Miracle of Box 13" 
had taken place in their county, joined in 
an effort to wrest control of their com- 
munity from George Parr. 


In order to keep his Mexican sub- 
jects constantly inflamed, Parr often re- 
fers to the "Ku Klux Baptist Anglos" in 
Alice. One of these "Baptist Anglos," 
and one of the outraged citizens, was a 
very prominent and respected Alice at- 
torney, Jacob S. Floyd. Long a leader of 
Anglo civic affairs, Floyd, like a number 
of his friends, had not realized the extent 
to which Parr had controlled their 
county until the fateful 1948 election. 
When these civic leaders realized that 
they must take action, it was Jake Floyd 
who was selected to act as their leader. 

When Floyd became the chairman of 
the Anti-Parr Party, he realized the tre- 
mendous task that lay ahead of him and 
his group and he knew, that once 
entrenched, victory over tyranny does 
not come easily. So the fight began. 
Block-by-block they organized. They 
raised campaign funds to help educate 
the voters. Floyd used sizeable sums of 
his own money to build a fund that 
would help elect honest, anti-Parr can- 
didates to public office and to make cer- 
tain that never again would Parr be able 
to control an election in Jim "Wells 
County. f 

They did not underestimate their 
enemy. They knew he was a ruthless 
tyrant, and they realized he would go 
to almost any length to protect his 
“duchy.” By 1952, however, in spite of 
the Parr threat, they had made tremen- 
dous strides. Their party was growing 
and was daily becoming a greater chal- 
lenge to the Parr gang. What followed 
this challenge was the inevitable deed of 
a dictator who sees his absolute rule 
threatened—Jake Floyd was marked for 
murder. 


It was early Monday evening, Septem- 
ber 8, 1952. Mrs. Floyd had gone to 
church, апа Floyd's only son, Jake Jun- 
ior (Buddy), who had finished his first 
year at The University of Texas School 
of Law, was visiting with his father. 
It was a normal, peaceful night, until the 
phone rang. Jake Floyd answered it. 
The caller was a Mexican lawyer, Nago 
Alaniz of Duval County, who was one of 
Parr's trusted henchmen. He sounded 
extremely nervous and asked Floyd 
to meet him at a local drive-in res- 
taurant. Alaniz insisted that Floyd was 
to take a taxi for fear that the caller 
might be spotted if Floyd drove his own 
car. 


Jake Floyd did take a taxi that night, 
leaving his house by the front door in- 
stead of by the rear door which he 
would have done had he driven his own 
car. When Floyd met Alaniz at the ap- 
pointed place, the latter, in a highly 
emotional state, told Floyd that an ex- 
brothel keeper and noted gangster, Mario 
Sapet, had been imported from San An- 
tonio, and sworn in to serve ав а 
deputy under Sheriff George Parr of 
Duval County. He further related that 
Alfredo Cervantes, hired gunman, was 
brought up from Mexico in order to aid 
Sapet, who had been assigned to murder 
Floyd. Alaniz became frightened at the 
last minute and hurried over to warn 
Floyd that the reformer was momentari- 
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ly to be shot down by the hired gunman 
from Mexico. Alaniz also said that at 
the very moment they were talking, 
Cervantes was waiting for him in the 
Floyd garage. Alaniz was supposed to 


have told Floyd to use his car, so that . 


Floyd would enter íhe garage. 


As the two mén talked, tragedy had 
already come to the Floyd household, 
for young Buddy Floyd was bleeding to 
death in Floyd's driveway, the victim 
of the hired killer who had mistaken him 
for his father in the darkness of the 
evening. Mrs. Floyd, returning home 
from church, found her dying son in the 
driveway a few minutes later. 


The murder investigation got underway 
rapidly. Neighbors reported seeing а 
green Packard in front of the Floyd home 
at the time of the shooting and reported 
hearing what they had thought to be 
backfire noises. The police alerted the 
border police at Laredo, about 100 miles 
from Alice, but it was too late. The 
green Packard had just passed into Mexi- 
co, where it was found the next day on 
a parking lot in Nuevo Laredo. The car 
was traced to its owner Mario Sapet, the 


: notorious San Antonio character who 


had been made a Sheriff’s deputy in 
Duval County. 


Nago Alaniz and Mario Sapet were 
subsequently arrested and charged as 
accomplices to murder. Both were de- 
fended by Texas’ most renowned crim- 
inal lawyer, Percy Foreman of Houston, 
an expensive mouthpiece who had rep- 
resented George Parr on other occasions 
and who now numbers the enigmatic 
Jack Rubenstein, killer of Lee Oswald, 
among his ex-clients. 


Foreman was able to gain an acquit- 
tal for Alaniz on the basis that he had 
tried to back out at the last moment. 
Sapet was sentenced to life imprison- 
ment. He is there today. Each year 
Sapet offers to "spill the beans" on the 
Floyd killing if the State of Texas will 
release him. The State refuses on the 
grounds that he might jump the border. 
State officials tell him to "talk" first and 
they'll see about releasing him later. 
Probably he will talk someday, if he 
lives long enough, but one plot to kill 
him has already been revealed. 


Cervantes, the hired killer who es- 
caped to Mexico was finally and reluc- 
tantly arrested by the Mexican authori- 
ties in 1960 and is now being held in 
jail in Mexico City. The Texas Rangers 
had made 12 trips to Mexico and it had 
taken them almost eight years to get the 
Mexican Government to act. However, 
since Mexico arrested Cervantes, they 
refused to extradite him to the United 
States to stand trial for Buddy Floyd's 
murder, even though the United States 
and Mexico have long had ап extra- 
dition treaty and extradition of arrested 
criminals is a common-place occurrence 
in each country. 


Why does Mexico refuse to let the 
United States bring Cervantes back to 
stand trial? One answer might be that 
he will tell everything he knows if this 
happens. Only former Texas Governor 
Price Daniel, who was later dumped by 
Johnson, has ever requested his extradi- 
tion; he did request it several times. 
Governor Connally has never bothered. 
After the friendly comradeship that 
President Johnson and the President of 
Mexico recently enjoyed, it would seem 
that Mexico's President would be de- 
lighted to honor President Johnson's re- 
quest to extradite a paid killer to stand 
trial in Texas. The odds on Johnson 
making such a request do not seem great 
at this time. What is the information 
that Cervantes might disclose in a public 
trial in Texas? 


Meanwhile, the murder of Floyd's son 
did not stop the efforts of an aroused 
people. The effort to “get” George Parr 
was carried on on every legal front. 


Parr and members of his gang were in- 
dicted by. a Federal district attorney for 
using the mails to defraud. One hundred 
and one checks totaling $67,414.17 issued 
to fictitious persons against Duval Coun- 
ty School Funds and cashed in Parr banks 
were found by a state attorney general. 
Other checks had been issued to real 
persons, but these persons testified that 


Astute political observers have noted 
that Johnson's image in rural areas of 
the Nation is one of a man “with manure 
on his shoes.” To complete the picture, 
of course, there seems to be a touch of 
hayseed about him . . . an endearing 
image, indeed. 

In addition, one senses an atmosphere 
of genteel poverty in the White House, 
as though the struggling rancher might 
have a mortgage payment to meet, like 
ordinary folks. 

No one realizes better than Johnson the 
value of maintaining that image. An 
occasional crack in the facade, such as 
the purchase of a new, expensive air- 
plane or TV station, is quickly covered 
over with casual references to "Lady 
Bird's inheritance." or *Lady Bird's busi- 
ness acumen." Asa result, there are few 
people who could come within $10 mil- 
lion of guessing Johnson's true net 
worth. 


Johnson's official biography describes 
his "hesitation" at running for the Sen- 
ate in 1948: 


“А few years before, Lady Bird had 
bought a radio station in Austin and 
turned it into a paying proposition. 
Johnson felt that, with the inhibitions 
of his official position removed to give 
him а free hand in promoting the sta- 
tion, he could help in its continued. de- 


velopment. Не was thinking about a ` 


television station, too. He wanted to 
get in on the material possibilities of 
the new world he.had predicted was 
going to open up once the war was 
finished. Also, he wanted to make 
money, which he knew he would never 
be able to do in politics.” 


As an index to Lyndon Johnson's tal- 
ents, consider that, with his hands tied, 
so to speak, his income over the inter- 
vening sixteen years has exceeded one 
million dollars a year. What fabulous 
riches would^ie. have accumulated, had 
he decided in 1948 to seek money rather 
than votes? Тһе mind reels at the 
thought. 


The Heiress 


And to what extent is the world-fa- 
mous "inheritance" of Lady Bird John- 
son responsible for all this affluence? 
The reader must judge for himself. The 
record shows that Claudia Taylor John- 
son inherited from her parents; her uncle, 
Claude Pattillo; and her aunt, Effie 
Pattilo. The cash involved was: from 
her mother's estate, $21,000; from her 
uncle, approximately $20,000; and from 
her aunt, a canceled $18,000 note and 
$10,212.60, less funeral expenses. Total: 
$70,000, less inheritance taxes. This fig- 
ure may be contrasted to the $171,000 


they had no knowledge of them. $338,000 
of Duval County funds were found “ille- 
gally shuffled about" by auditors, and it 
came to light that the treasurer of Duval 
County had issued checks up to $250,000 
to a construction company controlled by 
George Parr. 


The final chapter has yet to be written 
on the *Duke of Duval." In spite of the 
countless acts of corruption and embez- 
zlement that have been uncovered, and 
regardless of the federal indictments and 
convictions he has received, he has yet 
to serve one day in prison. As an inte- 
gral part of the political power structure 
of Lyndon Johnson's South Texas empire, 
it is doubtful that he ever will.

cost of the latest airplane added to the 
Johnson fleet. 


The roots of Johnson's financial empire 
were planted in the purchase of radio 
station KTBC, in Austin. Others who 
bid for the station were being discour- 
aged and held back by the Federal Com- 
munications Commission, which delayed 
and refused to grant approval for its 
sale. Then, when the wife of Congress- 
man Johnson applied, the FCC moved 


- with amazing haste to approve. Further 


approvals to expand the facilities of the 
station were granted with equally amaz- 
ing speed. When Senator Johnson's wife 
later applied for a TV license, the FCC 
found it expedient to approve immedi- 
ately, passing over at least two other 
applicants who had been fruitlessly ігу- 
ing for months to obtain permission to 
operate TV stations in Austin. 

Since that approval, no other has ever 
been granted, and Austin, Texas remains 
today the largest city in the United States 
to have only one TV station. Amarillo, 
with half the population of Austin, has 
three stations. 


From this modest beginning the LBJ 
Company boomed. When KWTX-TV in 
Waco filed a complaint with the FCC 
against the LBJ Company, charging that 
the Austin station “has violated and is 
continuing to violate the Sherman Act 
and the Clayton Act . . . depriving the 
public of a free choice of television pro- 
gramming in sources,” the charge was 
suddenly dropped, and the LBJ Company 
ended up with 29% of the stock in the 
complaining station. 

It should be pointed out that the FCC 
is not the only outfit that plays ball with 
Johnson. The major networks, such as 
CBS and ABC, notoriously demanding in 
their dealings with independent (non- 
network) stations, have never hesitated 
to cooperate fully with the. LBJ Com- 
pany, no doubt recognizing its "growth 
potential” from the very beginning. 

In addition, it appears that there may 
be other players not listed on the pro- 
gram.. А Texas congressman, declining 
identification for obvious reasons, has 
suggested that: 


“Тһе big Lyndon Johnson jackpot will 
be hit when an analysis is made of 
Station KTBO's advertising contracts 
in relation to awards made of govern- 
mení contracts." 


But, until such analysis is made, we 
have only the evidence of Maryland in- 
surance. agent Don B. Reynolds who 
swears that he was required to buy 
$1,208.12 of useless advertising time on 
KTBC in Austin in exchange for a $200, 
000 insurance deal with LBJ, and has the 
canceled checks and a witness to prove 
it. 

With the cooperation of the FCC, the 
networks and the advertisers, the pro- 
gramming of the LBJ Company has been 
quite successful. 


Today, viewers in Austin and Waco, 
Bryan and Victoria, and even Ardmore, 
Oklahoma, are enjoying the “vast waste- 
land" through the courtesy of their local 
Johnson station, while the profits of this 
empire continue to mount in the com- 
munity property bank accounts of the 
Johnson family. 


Recently, the desire of Austin TV 
viewers for more variety in program- 
ming has made it profitable to bring in 
other programs by cable, bypassing the 
FCC restriction on broadcasting sta- 
tions in the area. Even this type of 
operation must be approved by the FCC, 
however, so it is not surprising that the 
Johnson interests have again succeeded 
where others failed. 

The approved cable venture, Mid-west 
Video, is subject to 50% ownership by 
Johnson if it proves to be profitable (an 
option worth $2,000,000.00 to Johnson,) 
and an interesting aspect of the remain- 
ing ownership is the participation of 
Hamilton Moses, law-partner of the "In- 
vestigating Senator," John L. McClellan 
of Arkansas, whose investigations of 
Johnson's friends, Billie Sol Estes and 
Fred Korth of the TFX scandal, are bog- 
ged down still, inconclusive and unre- 
ported. 


Тһе Partners 


Partnerships are not uncommon in 
Johnson's business life. The rumor per- 
sists that the % interest in the Billie Sol 
Estes ventures supposedly owned by 
Estes' brother, actually represented John- 
son's own share of Billie Sol's fantastic 
financial empire. This close financial con- 
nection is further implied by sources 
who report that when asked the question 
at a closed-door hearing in Texas, 
Bilie Sol took the Fifth Amendment. 


And when the Convair 240 aircraft used 
by Johnson in his vice-presidential 
campaign crashed near Austin in Febru- 
ary- of 1961, a San Antonio insurance 
executive said that the insurance, $250, 
000, was in the name of Johnson and 
“associates.” Johnson has never denied 
the story that “associates” was Billie Sol 
Estes. 


A particularly close relationship exists 
between Johnson and George Brown, of 
Brown & Root Construction company. 


Drew Pearson has described the rela- 
tionship as “political deals" made by 
Johnson to “help” Brown € Root, “who 
had supported the Democratic Party.” It 
was at Brown's Virginia estate that John- 
son suffered his 1955 heart attack. Much 
is rumored and little is known about 
their business dealings, but one fact 
stands out sharply and clearly: When 
government contracts are handed out, 
Brown & Root will be there. This has 
been true since the early days of World 
War II, when the firm's first big Federal 
contract was the construction of the giant 
Naval Air Base at Corpus Christi. 


In the contract, the government al- 
lowed more than sufficient coverage for 
condemnation of land, yet scores of poor 
Mexican families found themselves sud- 
denly evicted from their homes with no 
discussion, and the smallest possible 
compensation for their land. Other con- 
struction firms in the area found that 
while their own work on government 
contracts invariably required union la- 
bor, that of Brown € Root seemed to go 
forward uninterrupted through the use 
of non-union, low-wage labor. 

If Brown & Root cannot always go 
after a government job, the job can be 
brought to them: Witness the location, 
at Johnson's insistence, of the new Space 
Flight Center in Houston, home terri- 
{огу of Brown & Root. 

Recently, George Brown has been 
quietly divesting himself of his official 
positions in his far-flung enterprises, 
perhaps in preparation for appointment 


to a cabinet position after the November 


elections. 

The financial success story of Lyndon 
Johnson is not unique. Many other poli- 
ticians have discovered in themselves the 
talent for making money while holding 
political office, though none seem to 
have quite matched Johnson's success. 
There is not recorded a single proven in- 
stance: of Johnson's having directly ap- 
plied pressure on the FCC, for example, 
to obtain favored treatment for his in- 
terests. But it is clear that his interests 
have been favored, on numerous occa- 
sions, and that these favors have resulted 
in more money in his bank accounts. 


This is quite a success story for the 
poor Congressman who wanted to make 
money, but who “Кпеу he would never 
be able to do (so) in politics." 


[ 


It all started іп 1951, when a pudgy, 
round-faced man, 26 years old and near- 
ly penniless, showed up in the town of 
Pecos with his family. He built a ram- 
shackle little house over an unused 
swimming pool which served as a base- 
ment, moved his family in, and started a 
career that moved so rapidly that even 
now, thirteen years later, government 
investigators still haven't caught up 
with all the ramifications of the enter- 
prises of Billie Sol Estes. 


Estes once said, *I know I can get rich 
in 15 years, but I want to do it in two." 
He did. 


At the climax of his career, Estes 
owned four Cadillacs and two private air- 
planes. The house he built over a swim- 
ming pool was extended to include a 52- 
foot living room. | 


“Do you think а 52-foot living room is 
too big?" he once asked a friend, some- 
what uneasily. 


The Promising Mortician 


Three years after Billie Sol Estes ar- 
rived in Pecos, he was named by the 
National Junior Chamber of Commerce 
as one of America's ten most promising 
young men. By 1960, Estes claimed to 
be the largest distributor of chemical 
fertilizer in Texas. His funeral home had 
a virtual monopoly over burials in the 
area, and furthermore, he was making 
several million a year from the Govern- 
ment's Commodity Credit Corporation 
for storing surplus grain in his complex 
of grain elevators. In addition, he was 
acquiring allotments to grow cotton on 
several thousand acres of new cotton- 
lands in the area. 


Bilie Sol's modus operandi was com- 


.plicated, but amounted to a chain of op- 
erations that began with the storage of 
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Billie Sol Estes 


huge amounts of government-owned 
grain in the storage elevators of three of 
his companies: United, Allied, and Les- 
ter-Stone. United Elevators, alone, took 
in nearly $4 million in government grain- 
storage payments in one year (1961), 
and yearly income of the three big com- 
panies exceeded $5 million. 

In turn, most of the money received 
from government grain-storage was paid 
into Commercial Solvents, a corporation 
that absorbed the grain-storage millions 
and in exchange, offered Billie Sol un- 
limited credit in the purchase of chemi- 
cal fertilizer and finally, according to 
one witness, was used as a cover to help 
him set up a $4 million deposit in a Swiss 
bank. 


Fertilizer on His Hands 


With all that fertilizer at his disposal, 
Billie Sol sought a means of using it, and 
he found that through obtaining Federal 
cotton allotments on previously unfarm- 
ed land in West Texas he could make over 
$500,000.00 annually. The cotton allot- 
ments were obtained through shady pro- 
cedures, but then, so was the grain which 
he stored for the taxpayers. 

Immediately following the 1960 elec- 
tions, when it was certain that the Ken- 
nedy-Johnson' ticket had won, Estes 
wrote a letter to his grain-storage man- 
ager, saying: “I feel that Commodity 


Credit (the U.S. Government) is going 
to be moving considerable amounts of 
grain out of Kansas (a Republican 
stronghold).” Billie Sol was right. In 
fact, over 2,500 carloads of grain, which 
would make a train 25 miles long, moved 
from Kansas to Billie. Sol’s West Texas 
elevators. Thus, his grain-storage pay- 
ments doubled from 1960 to 1961. i 


In addition to his grain and cotton 
operations, Billie Sol found it necessary 
to raise more funds, by means of fraudu- 
lent loans from finance companies. The 


finance companies were Billie’s undoing. 


Late in 1961, Editor Oscar Griffin, Jr. 
of the Pecos Independent decided to 
check on some-of Billie Sol Estes’ opera- 
tions. His findings were puzzling. West 
Texas farmers were buying and taking 
mortgages on thousand-gallon fertilizer 
tanks in numbers of 50, 100 and even 180, 
the loans running up to $170,000. Since 
such tanks were ordinarily furnished free 
to their customers by the fertilizer dis- 
tributors, the whole thing seemed wrong. 


Griffin started asking farmers to ex- 


plain their actions, but they refused to. 


comment on the tanks. А break came 
when he talked to Barrett Johnson, a 
successful Pecos farmer. When Griffin 
asked Johnson about Billie Sol and the 
tanks, Johnson referred him to Billie 
Sol: 

“Т backed out of that deal,” Johnson 
said. *I told Billie Sol to count me out 
and he did." 


But Johnson had not been counted out, 
Griffin showed him a copy of an official 
Reeves County record, listing mortgages 
for $93,000 on 131 fertilizer tanks in 
Jehnson's name. : 

*Must be some kind of mistake," John- 
son said, surprised. - 


Armed with this discovery, Griffin be- 
gan writing the articles which exposed 
Bilie Sol Estes. The first appeared in 
the Pecos Independent and Enterprise 
February 12, 1962. . 

Various creditors of Billie Sol Estes, 
seeing the expose of his activities in the 
Pecos newspaper, began frantically try- 
ing to cover their losses. On March 29, 
1962, Billie Sol Estes was arrested by the 
FBI for “сопврігіпр in, and interstate 
transportation of, falsely made, forged, 
altered, and counterfeit chattel mortga- 
ges on nonexistent anhydrous ammonia 
tanks." 


There followed a series of reverbera- 
tions in Washington, as long-buried in- 
vestigative reports came to the surface, 
and the politicians ran for cover. In the 
Department of Agriculture, the sacrificial 
lambs were led to the altar, one by one. 


First to go was Emery E. Jacobs, 
$16,530-a-year Deputy Administrator. 


Four days later, William E. Morris,- 


$14,000-a-year Aide to the Assistant Sec- 
retary left. Then the Assistant Secretary 
of Agriculture himself, James T. Ralph, 
was offered up to the gods of public 
opinion. The Department of Agriculture 
cleansed itself vigorously, not only in 
Washington, but in Texas as well, where 
Reeves County Committeman William P. 
Mattox was suspended.

The bloodletting would not be re- 
strained to the Agriculture Department. 
There were also an Assistant Secretary 
of Labor, Jerry Holleman, and a Texas 
congressman, “Slick” Rutherford, to fall; 
though Rutherford at least was given a 
fair trial before his constituency in the

Agriculture Department lawyer N. Battle Hales was in charge of the Estes 
file. He testified before Congress that regular procedures had been ignored in 
the Estes Case, and offered his files to prove it. Hales was transferred by the 
department. When his secretary, Mary Jones, tried to protect Hales’ files, 
she was dragged, kicking and screaming, to a mental institution by officials. 
After 12 days of confinement she was declared mentally sound and released. 
Republicans charged that she had been “railroaded.” Secretary Freeman’s de- 
partment denied the charge, but the facts have not been denied. ` 


1962 election, which turned his congres- 
sional seat over to Republican Ed Fore- 
man. 


Investigations were launched in Wash- 
ington by the McClellan Committee and 
in Texas by the Attorney General. In 
the House of Representatives, a Govern- 
ment Operations subcommittee dipped 
a toe in the water and found it too 
hot for comfort, resulting in the firing of 
the conscientious investigator, Bob Man- 
uel, who was turning up too many bodies. 
Thereafter, the House investigators 
turned to safer pursuits than seeking the 
truth about Billie Sol. 


Still, bodies turned up in spite of 
everything that could be done to keep 
them covered. | 


On April 4, the badly decomposed 
corpse of George Krutilek, one of Estes' 
accountants, was discovered in an auto- 
mobile in El Paso. Death was attributed 
to heart attack, but there was really no 
way of being sure. This much is certain:

formation about Billie Sol's complicated 
partnerships and secret business organi- 
zation. 


Krutilek's death brought to mind an- 
other, earlier case. In June of the pre- 
vious year, another Estes acquaintance, 
Henry Marshall, had been buried as a 
Suicide. Marshall had been an employee 
of the Department of Agriculture. He 
was, in fact, responsible for the supervis- 
ion of Federal cotton allotments in Texas, 
and in that position, had conducted an 
investigation of Billie Sol's cotton allot- 
ments that revealed the entire scheme to 
be fradulent and criminal. Marshall’s 
report had been sent to Washington, 
where it was received very quietly in the 
Department of Agriculture, and became 
the subject of a good deal of thought on 
the part of certain high officials. The 
final disposition of the report was the 
same as that of its author. They were 
both buried at approximately the same 
time. 


When the Marshall report again came 
to the surface, naturally there was sus- 
picion about Marshall's "suicide," and in 
May, the body was exhumed and exam- 
ined by pathologist Dr. Joseph Jachi- 
mezyk. He declared that the earlier ver- 
dict of suicide seemed unwarranted, con- 
sidering the fact that the victim had been 
shot five times with a bolt-action rifle, 
one time in the back! In addition, Funer- 
al Director Manley Jones testified that 
the body bore wounds caused by blows, 
as though a struggle were indicated. 
“There is no doubt in my mind that 
Henry Marshall was murdered," he said. 


In Washington, Senator McClellan 
solemnly intoned his lack of surprise at 


the findings, saying “His death concealed 
more than establishment of an act of 
murder would reveal" but even now, 
after two years, the "Investigating Sena- 
tor" still finds it inconvenient to report 
the findings of his investigation. 
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The evidence was buried 


For whom was Marshall’s revealing 
report intended? For Emery Jacobs, the 
Deputy Administrator who accepted 
over $1,400 in expensive clothing from 
Bilie Sol Estes. In turn, Jacobs report- 
ed to Lyndon Baines Johnson's ostensible 
business manager, Walter Jenkins, and 
his aide, Arthur Perry, in personal let- 
ters written January 31, 1962, saying: 


-“Очт motive, of course, is to establish 


that this sale of land was in fact a bona 
fide sale and not a device to purchase 
cotton allotments." 


Jacobs' letters to Johnson's office were 
written at the request of Undersecretary 
of Agriculture Charles S. Murphy, the 
official who was identified by the De- 
partment as "responsible for the ap- 
pointment of Billie Sol Estes to the Na- 
tional Cotton Advisory Board." 


In view of the fact that Johnson has 
disclaimed any interest im Billie Sol 
Estes, we must wonder why the Under- 
secretary felt he had to explain to John- 
son that the Department of Agriculture's 
motives were purely in Billie Sol's in- 
terests. 


When the shock-waves subsided, and 
the chopping-block was scrubbed up— 
the public was pacified. Billie Sol was 
bankrupted; his creditors receiving less 
than a dime for every dollar of the $30 
million he owed them. Тһе story of his 
operations was exposed. 


Or was it? 
There are many loose ends to the 
story of Billie Sol Estes. The McClellan 


Committee report has not been issued. 


There is an unsolved murder ... maybe 
two. Billie Sol has been sentenced to 23 
years in prison, but with the help of 
Lyndon Johnson's lawyer, John Cofer, 
he has remained free, and it is doubtful 
that he will ever go to jail and abandon 
his $4 million fortune in Switzerland. 


There has never been а satisfactory 
explanation of Billie Sol’s connections т 
Washington. The biggest question of all 
has not been answered: The identity of 
the highly placed power in Washington 
who pulled the strings for Estes. 


It is obvious that there had to be such. 


а power behind Billie Sol Estes. The 
real center of Billie's financial empire 
was not his cotton allotments, but his 
grain storage activities. Someone had to 
insure that he was given immense 
amounts of government grain to store. 
Who was that someone? 

Someone saw to it that Billie's credit 
with Commercial Solvents was never 
questioned, never limited. Who was that 
someone? 


Someone received over half-a-million 
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dollars in cash withdrawn from Estes 
accounts between March 1961 and March 
1962. Who was that someone? 


Someone moved quickly to close off the 
investigations of the Texas Attorney 
General by throwing Estes into Federal 
receivership and sealing the Estes files. 
Who was that someone? 


There has been a good deal of specu- 
lation on the identity of the other partner 
in the Pecos-Washington axis. This 
speculation has led to some bitter feel- 
ings in Texas, where the Democratic 
Party is a schizophrenic personality, 
torn between far-left and left. The 
weightiest politico that the far-left has 
to offer is Senator Ralph W. Yarborough, 
but Yarborough's image has always been 
secondary to Lyndon Johnson's, and now 
that LBJ's old sidekick John Connally 
is in the Governor's chair, even he out- 
ranks poor Ralph Yarborough. 


In fact, prior to the assassination of 
John Е. Kennedy, Yarborough and John- 
son were at such odds with each other 
that they would not ride in the same au- 
tomobile on the occasion of Kennedy's 
visit to Texas. 


Recently, Yarborough referred to 
Johnson as *that power-mad Texas poli- 
tician." 

Imagine then the feeling of the far-left 
followers of Ralph Yarborough when 
their hero and leader was exposed as a 
frequent recipient of Billie Sol's phone- 
calls and, even worse, Billie Sol's cash!

But, Billie Sol has also said on several

What did Ralph Yarborough do for 
Bilie Sol? A close examination of the 
evidence reveals two cases of intercession 
by Senator Yarborough on Billie Sol's 
behalf. Once, in April of 1960, Yar- 
borough passed on a letter from Billie 
Sol to the Department of Agriculture, 
in which Estes requested a ruling to 
allow him to store some government 
grain on the ground.

Again, in early January, 1962, Yar- 
borough accompanied Billie to a confer- 
ence at the Department of Agriculture, 
where it was decided to hold off on a cut- 
back of Billie's cotton allotment. The 
cut-back was imposed again within 
weeks. 

Billie Sol took a special interest in the 
regulations that governed the employ- 
ment of braceros, the “economical” im- 
ported laborers from Mexico essential to 
profitable farming in West Texas. No 
doubt, it was this interest that led to 
Billie Sol's close relationship with Jerry 
Holleman, the Assistant Secretary of 
Labor who was responsible for the regu- 
lation of braceros. Holleman, the ex- 
president of the Texas AFL-CIO, ac- 
cepted a gift of $1,000 from Estes “to help

Not to ex- 
Congressman Rutherford—a mere $1,500 
was enough to grease the skids for him.

That of all the thou- 
sands of dollars of checks written 
by Billie as political contributions, 
the records reveal not опе penny 
contributed to the most powerful of 
Texas politicians, Lyndon Baines John- 
Son. That of all the favors asked and re- 
ceived by Billie Sol Estes, the records 
reveal nothing to show that he ever 
asked or received a favor of Lyndon 
Baines Johnson. Perhaps Johnson want- 
ed nothing to do with a crook like Billie 
Sol Estes, but how could Billie Sol know 
this, if he never talked to Johnson? And 
how did Johnson know Billie Sol was a 
crook? 


It is well established in the sworn 
testimony of witnesses before the Courts 
of Inquiry held in Texas that Billie Sol 
did say that he knew Johnson, on many 
occasions. He did display a personally 
autographed photo of Johnson, on his 
wall. He did say that he was telephoning 
Johnson, several times. He constantly 
invoked Lyndon Johnson's name in con- 
versation, as witnesses have testified. 


And the record shows that Johnson 
did take ат interest in Billie Sol. The 
letters from Jacobs in the Department 
of Agriculture, written to Johnson's of- 
fice, establish the fact of that interest. 


Still the amazing picture is presented 
of a Billie Sol who never, ever, even 
tried to reach Johnson on the telephone 
or to see him. The two apparently avoid- 
ed each other like the plague, as far as 
the public record shows. 


Admittedly, the public record is in- 
complete. When Texas Attorney General 
Will Wilson rushed in and began to as- 
semble evidence from the files of Billie 
Sol Estes, he was suddenly stopped by 
the appointment of a Federal Receiver, 
who refused further access to Estes' files 
in the name of the United States Govern- 
ment. Thus, the public was denied a full 
disclosure of the facts. 


Interestingly, the United States found 
it convenient to name as Assistant Re- 
ceiver, А. B. Foster, Jr., who had been 
Bilie Sols business manager. Foster 
who received a check for $72,000 from 
Billie Sol just seven. months earlier, had 
also attended a January cocktail party 
in the Washington home of Lyndon 
Johnson, accompanied by "William Р. 
Mattox, the USDA employee who was 
subsequently relieved of duty because of 
his connections with Billie Sol. With 
Foster in control of the Estes files, fur- 
ther embarrassing disclosures from that 
source are unlikely, to say the least.

WHEN IT WAS REPORTED in the 
Fort Worth Press of October 24, 1962, 
that the General Dynamics Corporation 
of Fort Worth was being given a $6.5 
billion contract to build a new fighter 
plane, the ТЕХ, everybody іп “Сом/- 
town” cheered. 


Merchants, union leaders, and politi- 
cians of both parties were well aware of 
the salutary effects that $6.5 billion could 
have on a faltering economy like that of 
Fort Worth's at the time. The Demo- 
crats were cheering the loudest, of 
course, for the elections were just two 
weeks off, and for the first time in the 
memory of the oldest living inhabitants,

Among the Democrats of Fort Worth, 
one of the most notable is Congressman 
Jim Wright, who is to Lyndon Johnson 
what Lyndon was to old Sam Rayburn. 
Jim Wright, like half the population of 
Fort Worth, had grown to manhood with- 
out ever seeing a real, live Republican, 
but suddenly, the critters seemed to be 
everywhere you looked.

Coming at the time it did, the TFX 
award was just what the doctor ordered 
for Jim Wright and the Democratic Par- 
‘ty. It was presented as a “gift” from the 
"kennedy-JOHNSON" ^ Administration, 
and it was free, “guvmint” money. Much 
as it was appreciated by the Republicans, 
who also cared about the state of the 
economy, they could only wish the an- 
nouncement had been delayed for a cou- 
ple of weeks. 


In Washington, there was one nominal 
Republican who was to regret that the 
contract was ever announced.

“decision” on the TFX contract in early 


October, but the Defense Secretary had ' 


other problems, such as the Cuban crisis, 
and simply made a mental note to him- 
self. 


Having never been a politician, per- 
haps McNamara forgot that elections 
come in the first week of November. He 
procrastinated on TFX. Meanwhile 
October was passing. The election drew 
nearer. 


Jim Wright was getting desperate. He 
communicated his impatience to certain 
“people in high position.” Finally, it was 
necessary to “leak” the news. Scripps- 
Howard writer Seth Kantor was given 
the story by people he trusted. Like 
Orwell's “1984,” it wasn’t an untrue 
story; it just hadn’t happened yet; but it 
was printed, and Jim Wright recovered 
very well, thank you. 


A Prediction Comes True 


On November 24, just one month after 
Kantor’s story appeared, Secretary Mc- 
Namara caught up with his mental note 
and announced that General Dynamics 
would get the TFX contract. 


There is no question about the political 
nature of the TFX award. Boeing, the 
chief competitor for the contract that 
went to General Dynamics, was offering 
a better plane for less cost. But Boeing, 
along with its reputation as a depend- 
able and outstanding builder of air- 
planes, also is noted as a leader of the 
conservative movement in the State of 
Washington, where conservative Repub- 


licans had demonstrated an impressive 
ability to defeat Democrats.. On the 
other hand, the conservative Republican 
movement was just getting started in 
Texas, and something had to be done to 
stop it. Therefore, the question of what 
to do with the taxpayers’ $6,500,000,000.00 
became one of: What’s best for Lyndon 
Johnson and Jim Wright? | 


As the truth about the ТЕХ contract 
became evident in Washington, cloak- 


‘room whispers became buzzes, and fin- 


ally, a roar from the floors of House and 
Senate. Senator McClellan, hearing the 
age-old call to action, mounted his in- 
vestigatory steed, prepared to gnatge the 
Pentagon. 

Albert W. Blackburn, who worked on 
the TFX project while in Defense Sec- 
retary McNamara’s research office, gave 
testimony before the McClellan Com- 
mittee revealing that McNamara's award 
of the TFX warplane contract to the Gen- 
eral Dynamics Corporation over the Boe- 
ing Aircraft Company could not be jus- 
tified on its merits. He said the Secre- 
tary's decision “could be justified only on 
the basis of a broad, high-level policy of 
the administration." 

In no way, he added, could it be asso- 
ciated with the merits of the rival pro- 
posals on *an operational, technical man- 
agement or cost basis." 

Mr. Blackburn also revealed in testi- 
mony that shortly after the McClellan 
hearings started and nearly four months 
after the award to General Dynamics was 
announced, “top level talent” in the Pen- 


tagon was put to work on justifying Mr. 


McNamara's decision. He said this course 
was taken when the course of the Com- 
mitiee inquiry, which started in Febru- 
ary, became “а source of deep concern to 
the top echelons" of the Government. 


Secretary McNamara: Justifications 


Blackburn, according to his own state- 
ment, was the one who originally esti- 
mated a $1 billion savings in the TFX 
program. 


This savings has been used by McNam- 
ara repeatedly as a justification for 
choosing General Dynamics rather than 
Boeing for the TFX project. However, 
Blackburn emphasized that his estimate 
was based on what the TFX program 
would save as against separate programs 
for the Air Force and Navy. He did not 
intend it to be a comparison of the rela- 
tive costs of the Boeing and General 
Dynamics proposals. 

One of the main reasons Secretary 
McNamara gave for awarding the TFX 
contract to the General Dynamics Corp- 
oration was that the Boeing bid proposed 
the use of titanium in order to solve a 
weight problem in regard to naval use of 
the TFX aircraft. 

McNamara contended, in a statement 
to the McClellan committee over a year 
ago, that Boeing's proposal “seemed 
likely to be a more complicated develop- 
ment risk (in) its extensive use of ti- 
tanium.” 


Since winning the ТЕХ contract, it 
comes to light that General Dynamics 
has been having considerable trouble 


meeting both Air Force and Navy ге- . 


quirements. This problem stems directly 


from General Dynamics attempt to use 
more conventional metals in place of 
lighter, stronger titanium with its heat- 
resisting qualities. 

Strangely enough, President Johnson 
himself may have intensified the TFX 
controversy recently when he announced 
the development of a new jet intercep- 
ter called the A-11. The President said, 
"mastery of the metallurgy and fabrica- 
tion of titanium" was one of the achieve- 
ments of the project! 


In response to this announcement from 
the White House, Senator McClellan of 
Arkansas said, "It will come as no sur-

prise at all that the Pentagon officials 


who rejected titanium in the Boeing de- 
sign will soon approve and order it used 
by General Dynamics in the TFX plane." 


McClellan's investigation was going 
very well, and the “Big Boys" were 
standing in the clear, watching the mili- 
tary "getting its lumps," when an unex- 
pected development suddenly turned the 
spotlight from McNamara, and focused it 
on the Lyndon Johnson-machine, in the 
person of Fred Korth, Secretary of the 
Navy. 

The new theme of the investigation be- 
came “conflict of interest,” with Fred 
Korth as the center of attention. 


There was little that McClellan could 
do but allow the show to go on, and con- 
sequently, the American people were 
permitted a rare opportunity to see the 
facts of political life as lived by cronies 
of Lyndon Johnson in Washington. 

When Lyndon's pal John СоппаПу be- 
came Governor of Texas, his cabinet po- 
sition as Secretary of the Navy was filled 
by another Johnson satellite, Fred Korth,

Korth resigned his position with the 
bank when he assumed his new duties, 
but it seems that for sentimental reasons, 
he just couldn't part with the 160,000 
shares of bank stock that he owned. 
Therefore, when Korth approved and 
defended the award of the TFX contract 
to General Dynamics, he was in the posi- 
tion of using his government powers to 


help a firm that owed his bank $400,000.00 


at the time. 
It must be said that the Justice De- 


partment officially cleared Mr. Korth of . 


“conflict of interest," but, since the facts 
are undisputed, and General Dynamics 


did owe Korth's bank, and did profit 
from the TFX, and paid off the loan on 
which Korth made money, of what, then, 
was Korth cleared? 


Well, you can take the banker out of 
the bank; but you can't take the bank out 
of the banker . . . particularly, if he still 
owns stock. Witness the following quotes 
from letters written by Fred Korth on 
official stationery as Secretary of the 
Navy: 

In a letter written March 4, 1963, 
Korth thanked a Mr. F. S. Kellstrom for 
promising to keep a balance of at least 
$100,000 in the Continental National 
Bank. “Мапу thanks to you for your 
letter of March 1 giving me the balances, 
including that fine balance in the Con- 
tinental National Bank. I should have 
written you long ago to express my ap- 
preciation for making this balance possi- 
ble for Continental National, of which 
I was formerly President." 


Korth entertained singer Phil Regan 
on the Sequoia, his official Navy yacht, 
and immediately after this occasion Re- 
вап opened a new account in the Con- 
tinental National Bank with a $50,000 de- 
posit. To Regan's assurance that the 
money would remain in the Korth bank 
"until Hell freezes over," Korth wrote, 
“We are indeed fortunate that we were 
able to have you and Jo aboard the 
Sequoia while you were in Washington, 
and I hope you'll let me know when you 
plan on having another visit with us." 

Again, Korth wrote his bank on Au- 
gust 13, 1962, “I am... planning on Sep- 
tember 20 to have a little party aboard 
the Sequoia, primarily for my Texas 
friends . . . attending the banker's con- 
vention in Atlantic City . . . I am just 
wondering whether уои . . . have some 
extra good customers it would be nice 
to have." 

The cost of entertainment on the 
Sequoia, the Secretary of the Navy's offi- 
cial yacht, is paid for by the United 
States taxpayer. 

Finally, as the result of the revelations 
brought out by McClellan's Senate In- 
vestigating Committee, Korth was told by 
the Administration that his services were 
no longer needed. Korth had breakfast 
with Mr. McNamara on October 11, and 
that same afternoon, he personally hand- 
ed in his resignation at the White House. 
According to Time magazine, October 25, 
1963, Defense Secretary McNamara ad- 
vised President Kennedy to demand the 
resignation of Korth. Time adds that the 
White House made the resignation public 
on October 14, 1963, "but did not reveal 
that Korth had, in fact, been fired." 


When Korth left Washington, the cur- 
tain fell on the ТЕХ Show. Аз Column- 
ist Warren Rogers has observed: 


"There are intimations that one of 
Senator John L. McClellan's New 
Years resolutions is to forget all about 
the TFX controversy— perhaps even 
that it ever really happened but was 
only a bad dream. 


*For one thing, Lyndon B. Johnson 
of Texas is President now. While there 
is nothing concrete linking Johnson 
directly to the TFX wrangle, any fur- 
ther pursuit would hit close to home. .

Johnson would then approach the po- 
tential mavericks and apply his treat- 
ment of “reasoning together.” Behind 
the Johnsonian velvet glove, however, 
always was poised the cocked, mailed 
fist of Bobby Gene Baker's “little black 
book.” 


For Bobby Gene's “intelligence” activi- 
ties were not confined to the mere gath- 
ering of political details.

On the other end of the Johnson-Bak- 
er axis, of course, there had to be a 
hatchet-man, standing ready to execute 
the veiled threats of exposure. Тһе 
outlet for Bobby Baker's "stories" on 
recalcitrant senators was none other than 
Drew Pearson, the columnist, who thus 
constituted the ultimate whip through 


which Johnson's control of the Senate 
was exercised. 


For eight years, the triple-threat com- 
bination of Lyndon Johnson, Bobby Bak- 
er and Drew Pearson ruled over the Sen- 
ate of the United States with an iron dis- 
cipline without historical precedent. Here 
was great power, and its effects on Bobby 
Baker were to transform him into a per- 
sonality unlike any that Pickens, South 
Carolina, had ever seen. 


In his Senate job, Bobby Baker was 
in daily association with some of the 
world's richest men. He found in them 
a kinship of attitude and ambition that 
stirred him. He wanted to be one of 
them. 


The Exemplars 


In Lyndon Johnson, Baker saw a man 
who could make more money as a “side- 
line" activity than most millionaires earn 
by their hardest efforts; and there was 
Oklahoma Senator Bob Kerr, wonder- 
fully rich in oil, banks and beef; and the 
highly successful land-promoter from 
Florida, George Smathers, who opened 
new vistas for young Baker. Bobby 
tried to emulate them all. 


Bobby began his climb to financial 
success by gathering about him a coterie 
of his own, consisting of lawyer Ernest 
Tucker, public relations man Fred Black 
and insurance man Don Reynolds; all of 
them young, and like Baker, ambitious. 
Together, they wheeled and dealed in 
the world of opportunity and influence 
that is Washington today, and they got 
rich. : 


Connections 


There was the opportunity offered by 
Senator Smathers to turn a few thousand 
dollars in Florida land. Bob Kerr was 
always good fèr а few thousand as a 
loan. И necessary, he would go to his 
own bank, the Fidelity National, in Ok- 
lahoma City, for the money. Baker bor- 
rowed over а half-million dollars from 
the Fidelity National, but that was only 
after he had built up his credit. In the 
beginning, he settled for thousands, like 
those he made in the District of Colum- 
bia Stadium deal. 


The District Stadium (home grounds 
of the Washington Redskins and Sena- 
tors) is an example of how Bobby Baker 
operated. First, there had to be an Act 
of Congress to authorize the expenditure 
of $17 million of the taxpayers’ money 
on the professional sports plant. То ac- 
complish this, *Bobby's Lobby" worked 
through the Clerk of the House Com- 
mittee on the District of Columbia, Wil- 
liam М. McLeod, Jr., to promote the bill’s 
approval by the committee. Finally, the 
bill was approved and passed. 


Bobby's next step was to bring in the 
contractor who would get the job, Dem- 
ocratic National Finance Chairman Mat- 
thew McCloskey. А meeting was held 
in the spring of 1960 (no one remembers 
the exact date) in Baker's office, with 
McCloskey, McLeod, Baker's partner Don 
Reynolds, and Congressman John L. Mc- 
Millan, Chairman of the District Com- 
mittee. According to the statement of 
Congressman McMillan, the purpose of 
the meeting was to “meet Mr. Mc- 
Closkey and look over the plans for the 
stadium." 


Although it was obviously known to 
all that Democratic fund-raiser Mce- 
Closkey was going to get the stadium 
contract, it is a fact that at the time 
of the meeting, the bids had not yet been 
requested, and bids would not even be 
open until June 10. 


When the bids were opened, sure 
enough, Matthew McCloskey was low 
bidder, and, since a performance bond 
was required, McCloskey bought it from 
insurance man Don Reynolds at Bobby 


ORDER 


Baker's request. Reynold's commission 
was $10,031.56, of which Baker got 
$4,000, while Committee Clerk McLeod 
received $1,500 for his promotion of the 
bill. 


It was through Lyndon Johnson that 
Bobby Baker was introduced to the 
billionaire Murchisons of Texas. In 
time, he became an unofficial executive 
in their overseas meat company, Hampco, 
which was based in Port Au Prince, in 
Dictator Duvalier's Haiti. Baker's job 
was to find buyers for the Murchison 
meat. In this effort, Bobby acquired a 
new partner, Puerto Rican Jose Benitez, 
who, as Deputy Commissioner of Pacific 


Syndicate, even from Bobby Baker. 


The Merry-Go-Round 


Baker's most colorful business venture 
has been his $1.2 million investment in 
the Carousel Motel in Ocean City. When 
the motel opened, Vice President Lyndon 
Johnson attended the festivities, along 
with 300 other Capitol Hill figures who 
were transported by the D.C. Transit 
Company (against subway legislation), 
provided with liquor by the U.S. Savings 
and Loan League (against restrictive leg- 
islation), and fed by the U.S. Taxpayer, 
(courtesy of the Senate Restaurant). 


"Bobby Boker is . . . no protege of anyone." 
— President Johnson, TV interview, Sunday, 
March 15, 1964. 


Despite the President's efforts to "get out from 
under" the Bobby Baker case, the fact stands out 
that he sponsored Baker as Secretary to the Senate 
Democratic Majority on January 5, 1955 апа has 
been closely associated with him over the years. 
For example: 

"| know ! should refer to him (Bobby Baker) for- 
mally as Secretary to the Majority, but my tongue 
even as my heart, says ‘Bobby’ instead . . . Always 
present, always alert, and more than anything 
else, always understanding and persuasive with his 
wise counsel. | say to all of you here tonight that 
here, indeed, is a young man of rare and real 
promise." — Lyndon B. Johnson, Senate floor 
speech, July 27, 1956. 

“Не (Bobby Baker) is a man who truly serves his 
country, and | consider him one of my most trusted, 


Trust Islands for the Department of the 
Interior, found Washington much more to 
his taste than his ostensible assignment 
on Saipan, and had worked out a tech- 
nique for spending most of his time in the 
capital. 

With Benitez’ Puerto Rican contacts, 

Baker was successful in selling beef for 
Hampco, and the two of them split a 
$1,000 a-month “finder's fee.” Bobby was 
also cut in for 21576 of Hampco's profits, 
up to $30,000 per year. American cattle- 
men might find it difficult to approve of 
Bobby Baker's meat-imports, but the 
Murchisons found Baker's efforts quite 
laudable, and as a token of appreciation, 
gave him a black sapphire ring and 
several opportunities to. “invest” in lu- 
crative stocks with the  Murchison 
interests putting up the cash. 
‚ When Benitez’ connection with Bak- 
er was later exposed, Secretary of In- 
terior Udall forced Benitez to "resign", 
then rehired him as a $75 a-day “соп- 
sultant." Thus does the Johnson Admin- 
istration take care of its own. 

Bobby Baker has suffered few failures, 
but significant among them is his fail- 
ure to "deliver" for a big-time gambling 
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Bobby surveys his domain 


syndicate headed by Edward Levinson, 
who sought the approval of Interconti- 
nental Hotels Corp. to open new gamb- 
ling concessions in the Caribbean. The 
plan fell through when it was discovered 
by Intercontinental Hotels that Edward 
Levinson's brother, Louis, was a part 
of the deal, lengthy police record and all. 
The hotel firm, a subsidiary of Pan 
American Airways, wouldn't buy the

"Baker is my strong right arm, the last man I - 
see at night, the first one | see in the morning."

1960 Vice-Presidential campaign 
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Initially, Baker's partners in the motel 
business were Alfred and Gertrude No- 
vak. When the motel appeared to be 
losing money, Baker advised Novak to 
sell out, even though it would mean a 
loss of $100,000. A vending-machine cor- 
poration, Serv-U, was willing to buy at 
the low price. Novak sold, taking the loss. 


Then it became known that Bobby 
Gene Baker and the Serv-U Corporation 
were one and the same. What Novak 
thought of this, we will never know. He 
suddenly died, under circumstances so 
mysterious that two different death cer- 
tificates were issued, one listing “heart 
attack” as the cause of death, and another 
claiming “monoxide poisoning.” 


Novak’s wife, Gertrude, later testified 
to Bobby Baker’s way of doing business. 
Among the disclosures she made was the 
revelation that Bobby Baker was addict- 
ed to the use of cash. She told of num- 
erous trips she made to his office to pick 


‘up amounts ranging from $1,000 to 


$13,300, always in cash. Shades of Billie 
Sol Estes! 


Baker apparently found the motel 
business to his liking, and soon was in- 
volved with Secretary of Commerce 
Hodges in a deal for a motel in North 
Carolina. Also, he added a travel agency 
in Washington, to generate business for 
his motels, no doubt. 


Senator Hugh Scott has revealed that 
when Senate investigators began check- 
ing up on Bobby Baker, they made in- 
quiries on him through a South Carolina 
credit bureau, only to discover that he 
had also owned the credit bureau. 


The Playboy 


Bobby’s business activities did not 
make him a “dull boy,” by any means, 
He always found time for play, and he 
loved a good time. Some of his best 
times took place in the Southwest Wash- 
ington house of his secretary and con- 
fidante, Carole Tyler. Pretty Miss Tyler 
throws a good party, as Washington par- 
ties go, and her neighbors have grown 
accustomed to the late-hour comings and 
goings of Washington’s great and near- 
great. 

Bobby Baker bought the townhouse 
for Miss Tyler because of its proximity 
to the Capitol; and in order to get around 
the stipulation that it had to be occupied 
by the owner or his family, Baker declar- 
ed that his “cousin, М. С. Tyler,” would 
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Carole Tyler's Townhouse 


live there. Sensually decorated in the 
lavender style of a Byzantine seraglio, 
the townhouse was the scene of parties 
noted for the bevies of unattached young 
beauties who attended them; an added 
attraction for Bobby’s friends: the bu- 
reaucrats who buy—and the defense con- 
tractors who sell—through Bobby Gene 
Baker. 


Before the activities of the young 
Democratic Secretary of the Senate be- 
came a public scandal, the stories around 
the Capitol about the parties at the 
townhouse were spiced with the names 
of Senators and Congressmen who also 
found pleasure and contentment. in the 
home of Carole Tyler; but those days 
are gone now, as the politicians refurb- 


ish their reputations and avoid Bobby ' 


Baker. 


Serv-Who? 


Bobby Baker’s biggest venture into 
the world of business has been the Serv- 
U Corporation, a vending-machine com- 
pany that “specializes” in getting its 
machines into defense plants, particu- 
larly in the aerospace industries. Baker’s 
partner, Fred Black, who was paid 
$160,000 a-year by North American Avia- 
tion to “adjust” its problems with the 
Air Force, was instrumental in getting 
the North American contract for Serv- 
U, but other defense firms, like North- 
rup, Thompson Ramo Wooldridge and 
_Melpar have also found it pleasant to 
do business with Bobby. 


Baker’s share of Serv-U is worth well 
over $1 million, according to a financial 
statement filed last year; although he 
now denies such owernership even 
though his wife, Dorothy, is shown on the 
Maryland records as Assistant Secretary 
of the corporation and his brother, Char- 
les, is listed as a vice-president. 


In Serv-U, it seems, most of Baker’s 
. associates come together. There is Ed- 
ward Levinson, the disappointed gam- 
bler; Fred Black, convicted tax evader; 
Ernest Tucker, the “law-partner” who 
shares his downtown office with Baker 
and Carole Tyler; and Benny Siegel- 
baum, Miami real-estate man who hovers 
in the background of the Baker-Smathers 
land deals in Florida; all of them are 
gathered here—stockholders in Serv-U 
Corporation. 


His earnest efforts to promote the for- 
tunes of Serv-U were the cause of Bak- 
er’s downfall in the Senate. He had, at 
one time, done a litle job of influencé- 
peddling to get a vending-machine con- 
tract with the Melpar electronics firm 
for a friend of his, Ralph Hill of Capitol 
Vending. Hill believed in paying for 
services rendered, so when Bobby shook 
him down for $5,600 in “kickback” for 
the job, Hill paid without a whimper. 
However, with the formation of Serv-U 
Corp., Baker persuaded Melpar to break 
the contract with Hill, and put in Serv- 
U machines instead. This left Hill hold- 
ing the bag, minus the $5,600 he had paid 
Baker. 


Ralph Kicks Back 


Ralph Hill warned Baker repeatedly 
that he would bring suit against Bobby 
unless Serv-U pulled out of the Melpar 
plant and allowed Capitol Vending to 
resume its contract. Baker, in the firm 
belief that he was invincible, countered 
with suggestions that Hill sell Capitol 
Vending to Serv-U. 


Finally, in September of 1963, Ralph 
Hil sued Baker, Black and Tucker for 
$300,000. Included in. the charges was 
the story of the $5,600 in “kickbacks” to 
Baker. For the first time, the public 


records contained a reference to the ex- 
tracurricular activities of Bobby Gene 
Baker. 


In Washington newspaper offices, 
locked filing cabinets were opened, re- 
vealing long-buried "tips," rumors and 
little known facts about Bobby Baker. 
Within hours, headlines were shrieking 
the name of the Democratic Secretary 
of the Senate. 


Capitol Hill was strangely silent. 


In the privacy of their chambers, one 
hundred Senators and four hundred- 
thirty-five Members of the House ticked 
off Bobby Baker's score on their finger- 
tips. Baker won, hands down. Of those 
on whom Bobby had nothing, a good 
number were Democrats who were anx- 
ious not to harm the party. Most Re- 
publicans were in the clear, but they 
were so few, anyway. It looked like 
Baker was safe. P 


Baker, himself, was sure of his safety. 
He told Don Reynolds: 

“Lyndon will take care of ше...” 
and implied an “ог else...” 
Gradually, the public press muffled its 

scandal-drum, as it became apparent that 
the Baker affair was nearing a dead-end. 
Unless some new pressures were generat- 
ed, the Bobby Baker Story would remain 
covered. 


А Solid Senator 


Much to the credit of the United 
States Senate, it contains a number of 
men and women who are giants of char- 
acter and virtue. Such persons cannot 
be corrupted or suborned, and they are 
jealously watchful over the reputation 
of the Senate itself. 


Such a man is Republican Senator John 
Resentful of 


J. Williams of Delaware. 


Ralph Hill sued . . . 


the shadow cast on the Senate by Bobby 
Baker, Senator Williams was determined 
to clear the Senate's reputation. Не 
put his finger on the weakest link in 
Bobby's chain of cohorts: insurance man 
Don Reynolds. 


When Reynolds was asked to talk to 
Williams, his first reaction was to turn 
to Baker for advice. Baker advised him 
to "get out of town." Не added, Wil- 
liams “will get you and the rest of us 
sent to jail" Perhaps the biggest mis- 
take Bobby Baker ever made. was to 
mention the word “jail” to Don Rey- 
nolds. If there was a question of “jail” 
involved, Reynolds knew which side of 
the wall he preferred. 


Reynolds’ revelations to Senator Wil- 
liams were startling and scandalous. He 
had been on the inside of Baker's opera- 
tion for years and knew where the 
“bodies” were . . . he had helped bury 
them. Now, one by one, Bobby's past ac- 
tivities were exhumed by Senator Wil- 
liams. NE 

What Senator Williams learned from 
Don Reynolds was enough to create tre- 
mendous pressures on the Senate. The 
leadership knew .that Williams’ files 
were literally being stuffed with enough 
explosive material to blow the Senate 
office buildings off their foundations. 


Under a carefully worded resolution, 
the Senate proceeded to open an invest- 
igation of its own employees” activities. 

From the beginning, it was apparent 
that the Rules Committee conducting the 
investigation was fairly evenly divided 
between those who wanted an expose 
and those who didn't. Although Dem- 
ocratic Senator Clark of Pennsylvania 
voted consistently with the three Repub- 
lican members to keep the investigation 
moving and contributed many search- 
ing questions, the weight of the nine- 
man committee fell against Clark and

the three Republicans five to four, with 
few exceptions. 


Thus, it was only due to the extreme 
nature of the corruption that was re- 
vealed behind the closed doors of the 
Rules Committee that the public learned 
anything at all. Some of the allegations 
brought out were shocking. 


It's Magic 


` The president of Milwaukee’s Mort- 
gage Guaranty Insurance Corp. 
(MAGIC) testified that he “was im- 
pressed with (Baker's) title,” and be- 
lieving it would be good to have “well- 
known stockholders," who "knew a lot 
of people,” he offered Baker $28,750 
worth of stock in MAGIC even before 
it was registered with the SEC. Baker's 
investment was “magic” in more than 
name alone, as it quickly took on an 
actual value of $400,000 following а 
favorable ruling by the Internal Rev- 
enue Service on the taxation of MAGIC's 
reserves. 


It was further revealed that when Rob- 
ert F. Thompson, vice-president of 
Clint Murchison Jr.’s Tecon Corp., bor- 
rowed $110,000 to buy MAGIC stock, 
Baker was cut. in on the deal to the 
tune of $21,000 in clear profit without 
risking a cent. Why? 

Other witnesses testified that Baker 
obtained a $54,000 Ioan from the Small 
Business Administration to repair storm 
damage to the Carousel Motel, using a 
fictitious $100,000 bank “deposit” to qua- 
lify for the loan. An SBA official declared 
that the loan would not have been made 
if the SBA had known the facts, but no 
effort was made to prosecute Baker for 
the fraud. 


By the testimony made public, it

would appear that Bobby Gene Baker 
was the most attractive credit risk a- 
round. The brand-new District of Col- 
umbia National Bank loaned him $125,000 
without security, supposedly because 
Bobby “was a gentleman with innum- 
erable friendships and connections,” as 
a bank officer testified—qualifications 
which could be met by almost any of the 
race-track bookies who operate on Cap- 
itol Hill. 


More likely, the loan was a result of 
Bobby’s services in floating the bank’s 
stock, much of which was sold to Mem- 
bers of Congress; and possibly, for his 
good offices in getting its charter ap- 
proved. 


Bobby was an old hand in the bank- 
ing business, which he learned at the 
knee of the late Senator Kerr of Okla- 
homa, who at one time put Bobby in the 
business by loaning him $175,000 from 
one of Kerr’s banks, the Fidelity Nation- 
al of Oklahoma City, to invest in a new 
venture, the Farmers and Merchants 
State Bank of Tulsa. Of course, the 
new bank’s stock yielded immediate pro- 
fits to banker Baker. 


The Key to Success 


With a skeleton key to the bank-vaults 
of the Nation in his hands, so to speak, 
Bobby Baker could well afford to offer 
financial aid for the campaign funds 
of the Senate. Such offers were not 
without “strings,” however, as Senator 
Frank Moss of Utah has revealed. 


Senator Moss was offered a campaign 
contribution by a “representative” of the 
Baker-controlled Senate campaign fund 
on the condition that Moss join in sup- 
port of the oil-depletion allowance so 
dear to the hearts of Lyndon Johnson and 
Bob Kerr. Moss turned down the offer, 
because of the dangling “string,” but one 


might wonder why it took Senator Moss 
five years to get around to telling the 
Senate about the attempted bribery; or 
even why he didn’t have Baker’s man ar- 
rested on the spot. 


It was testified that Baker was an in- 
vestor in a land speculation in Jackson- 
ville Beach, Florida, financed by a 
$100,000 loan from the Teamsters’ 
Union. Also, that he had joined in with 
Senator Smathers of Florida in a 143- 
acre development near Orlando. 


Another Mysterious Death 


In the midst of the Baker investigation, 
an unexplained tragedy struck one of the 
people who were probing-for the truth 
about Bobby Baker’s activities. 


Lorin H. Drennan, Jr., a witness who 
testified that Bobby Baker had borrowed 
$1.7 million from various banks in the 
short four years preceeding the investi- 
gation, was bereaved by the bizarre 
death of his attractive 34 year-old wife, 
Sheila, whose body was found by their 
10 year-old son in the bathroom of their 
suburban Maryland home. 


County Medical Examiner Dr. John 
Kehoe said the death could have been 
“either accidental or homicide,’ and 
that an internal neck injury “could have 
been caused by a fall or a mugging.” 

The official explanation was finally 
altered to "accidental," because the vic- 
tim had removed her rings and laid her 
clothing on the bed neatly, as if to 
bathe. But the evidence in the case 
brought out an important discrepancy: 

Sheila Drennan invariably kept her 
doors not merely closed— but locked. 
This is a practice followed by nearly 
every woman in the crime-ridden Wash- 
ington area, and by most men, as well. 
Yet, when her children returned home 
from school on the day of her death, they 
not only found the front door unlocked, 
but standing open! 


Sweet Smell of Sexcess 


As the testimony of witnesses oozed 


from behind the doors of the Senate | 


Rules Committee, it began to take on 
the spicy. aroma of perfume. In the 
words of Senator Curtis of Nebraska: 


“Party girls and entertaining were 
part of the business promotion appar- 
-atus. The facts are available if we 
pursue it. Individuals were induced to 
enter into certain business arrange- 
ments as part of the promotion. Girls 
were solicited on Government tele- 
phone lines, taken to the place, en- 
tertained the prospective customer and 
it is part and parcel of the transac- 
tion.” 

As witnesses before the committee con- 
tinued to touch on the sex angle, Wash- 
ington buzzed with rumors. One of the 
strangest concerned a prisoner in the 
District Jail. 

As the story went, a convicted pro- 
curer named Fabianich who had received 


_a one-year sentence for operating a ring 


of teenage call-girls (one was only 16 


. years old) was suddenly pulled out of 


his cell just blocks from the Capitol for 
an interview with some high-level “in- 
vestigators,” who quizzed him about his 
connections with the Capitol Hill activ- 
ities being uncovered by the Senate com- 
mittee. The results of this “exam” were 
not revealed, but Fabianich must have 
failed it, because he shortly found. him- 
self being bundled up for shipment to 
the Federal pen at Leavenworth, Kan- 
sas—an unprecedented move in the case 
of a one-year sentence, but useful for 
placing him far away from the Senate 
investigation. 

As the investigation continued,. the 
name of the Quorum Club cropped up; 
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A symbolic donkey head graces the wall of the Quorum Club. А U.S. Government Telephone 


Directory lies next to the red telephone in the foreground. 


and again, sex was the theme. Тһе 
Quorum Club is a private cocktail lounge 
located across the street from the Senate 
Office Building, identified only by a 
bronze letter “0” on the door. Bobby 
Baker was one of those who conceived 
the idea and organized the club. Appar- 
ently Baker and his congressional friends 
used the club as a quiet place to discuss 
business during the day. 


Carole Tyler — Girl Friday 


Unlike most such masculine establish- 
ments, however, the Quorum Club was 
definitely a co-ed institution, frequented 
by attractive young girls who met the 
character requirements of the manage- 
ment. Such a hostess was the beautiful 
young wife of Feldwebel Rometsch of 
the German Embassy military staff, Ellen 
Rometsch. 


“Elly” Rometsch, bored with the ord- 
inary life of an ordinary wife, found the 
Quorum Club and its "Bobby Baker 
Set" a wonderful way to spend the day. 
Too bad that her husband was not a 
member. ..he might have enjoyed it too. 
Certainly he would have enjoyed the 
parties at Carole Tyler's place, which 
his wife frequently attended with the 
rest of the Quorum Club crew, all at 
Bobby Gene Baker's expense. 


From her base in the Quorum Club, 
Elly went off to bed with the power elite 
of the capital city, driven by strong and 
exotic desires that eventually brought 
her to the attention of the FBI. Under 
ordinary circumstances, the FBI will 
overlook a girl's good times, but it frowns 
on sexy imports like Elly when they seem 
to "specialize" in top government and 
defense figures. Elly was deported back 
to Germany where her husband later 
divorced her for “conduct contrary to 
matrimonial rules." 


And stil more sex-stories were to 
arise in the committee hearings. А 
major weekly newsmagazine was finally 
moved to ask: “Did American taxpayers 
indirectly support "party girls" on ad- 
vertising accounts of defense contrac- 
tors? Апа did these girls help to en- 
tertain at parties attended by U.S. Sen- 
ators?" 


And about abortions: “Нав ап abor-

swer those questions than Baker's part- 
ner Don Reynolds, the original inspira- 
tion for the investigation.

members were anxious to avoid be-' 


smirching the reputation of the Vice 
President of the United States .. . but be- 
fore he finished, the reputation of the 
President himself was at stake. 


Yes, several of Bobby's pals practiced 
the use of girls to get government con- 
tracts from love-starved bureaucrats. 


Yes, witness Reynolds had called Bak- 


er to inquire about an abortion, and Bak- 
er had given him a telephone number to 
call on the Capitol switchboard. He 
didn't know if the abortion had been 
performed. 


Reynolds was just getting started. 


Suddenly, in the midst of his testimony, 
came the somber news from Texas: the 
President was dead. 


All over Washington, telephones were 
ringing. “Is Don Reynolds there?" 
While the rest of the Nation mourned, 
stunned һу. the, assassination of John 
Е.

Who was this urgent caller? 
did he want that was so important? 


What 


He was an aide to the new President, 
Lyndon Baines Johnson. His name was 
George Reedy, and he is now the Presi- 
dential Press Secretary. At the time of 
his calls to Reynolds, he was the bearer 
of an important warning: Don Reynolds 
had better shut up. 


He had advised Reynolds that “it 
would be better for you to refrain from 
making any statements" about Baker. 
Now it was even more important. 


The trouble was, that even as the new 
President was gathering up the reins of 
Eovernment, Don Reynolds kept recall- 
ing Bobby Baker's use of the word 
"jail" in his original warning to Rey- 
nolds. 


For one thing, Bobby Baker, the “ех- 
pert" on the Senate, had never told 
Reynolds that there were any Senators 
like the implacable John J. Williams, 
who kept probing and probing ... reach- 
ing in for the corruption in order to tear 
it out by the roots. Reynolds didn't know 
how to deal with Senator Williams, who 
kept after him . . . and after him. 


So, Reynolds continued to talk. 


Now, however, he was talking to a 
radically different committee. 

Whereas before, Democratic Senator 
Clark was allied with the three Republi- 
cans, he had suddenly chilled at the idea 
of touching the presidency itself with 
the Bobby Baker corruption. Committee 
votes—once  delicately  balanced—now 
became strictly a party matter, Demo- 


. crats against Republicans—six to three.

The “freeze,” however, didn't lower 
the temperature in the White House, 
where brand-new President Johnson was 
feeling the heat of Reynolds” testimony; 
particularly, the story of Reynolds' 1956 
sale of a $200,000 insurance policy to 
Johnson, paid for by Johnson's TV com- 
pany in exchange for a $585 stereo set for 


Lady Bird and а $1,208 “kickback” to the 
TV station in Austin, as suggested and 
arranged for by Presidential Assistant 
Walter Jenkins, who doubled in his spare 
time as Treasurer to the L.B.J. Co. 


Jenkins, Johnson's business manager, 
swore in an affidavit that he had never 
had such contacts with Reynolds. The 
committee was given its first case of 
perjury. Either Reynolds was lying... 
or Lyndon Baines Johnson's business 
manager was lying. Which was it? 

The committee chose not to find out. 


Instrumental in the committee's deci- 
sion not to resolve the perjury was the 
fact that Reynolds had canceled checks 
to prove his story, and a witness, Albert 
G. Young. Young testified that he had 
also discussed the matter with Walter 
Jenkins since Reynolds could not possibly 
use the advertising time on the Austin 
TV station and after paying for it, re- 
linquished it to Young for use in ad- 
vertising stainless steel cookware. 

The committee did not put Johnson's 
assistant to the test, and left the ques- 
tion of perjury unresolved in the face of 
heated protests by the Republicans. The 
reader must therefore judge for himself. 


Reynolds also said that he knew there 
were other cases of television time sales 
on the Johnson stations being used as a 
form of “kickback.” Republican National 
Chairman William Miller of New York 
has raised the question of how much TV 
advertising income Johnson received 


‘from defense contractors, such as North 


American Aviation.

In an effort to discredit the testimony 
of Don Reynolds, which was having a 
devastating effect on Lyndon Johnson's 
image, the White House worked franti- 
cally to choke off its publication. Con- 
fidential military records were dug up on 
Reynolds which indicated that at the 
time he was overseas in the Air Force he 
had sold tax-free merchandise on the 
black market. It was also charged that 
he “had brought reckless charges in the 
past against people who have crossed 
him.” Apparently, the White House 
could find nothing to reflect on Albert 
Young’s testimony backing-up Reynolds, 
so he was ignored. 

The publisher of a national news mag- 
azine was telephoned repeatedly by “an 
important White House personage,” and 
was “warned” that any story based on 
Reynolds’ testimony probably would be 
inaccurate. Other editors and reporters 
disclosed similar incidents in а story 
published by The New York Times. Fin- 
ally, the White House called on hatchet- 
man Drew Pearson to go into action, 
"leaking" to Pearson the confidential 
military records of Don Reynolds. Pear- 
son smeared Reynolds in his column in 
classic Pearson fashion, as though he had 
himself dug up the story from the locked 
Pentagon files. 

As December came, Bobby Baker, too, 
found that things were not the same as 
before. His lawyer, Abe Fortas, who 
had represented Johnson before Justice 
Black in the 1948 “Ballot Box. 13" affair, 
now found that because he was perform- 
ing "certain assignments" for President 
Johnson, he could not "effectively repre- 
sent” Mr. Baker without “embarrass- 
ment.” He withdrew as Bobby Baker's 
representative in a classic display of the 
technique of a lawyer caught in a “соп- 
flict of interests." 


The Senate grew. tense as a new wit- 
ness prepared to take the stand—a wit- 


ness who had earlier revealed that he 
was busy “writing a book” about the 
case. It was the Democratic-dominated 
committee that was jittery as Bobby 
Gene Baker raised his right hand—Bob- 
by was cool as a cucumber.

Had he played a role in trying to 
set up gambling concessions outside 
the country? 

Did he wish to state how many peo- 
ple he had referred to a Puerto Rican 
doctor for abortions? 


To all of which Bobby refused an- 
swer, largely on the ground that it might 
incriminate him. The Republicans had 
fired their last shot, and the later expo- 
sure of Bobby Baker as a suspected forg- 
er of signatures on his tax-returns could 
only be anti-climax. Тһе Democrats 
moved to end the hearings.

АП that remained to be done was to 
complete the separation of Bobby Baker 
and Lyndon Johnson in the public mind. 
Again, Drew Pearson was to be the ve- 
hicle, and his apologia for Bobby Baker 
is a classic study of muck-raking in 
reverse. 

Appearing in the Washington Post un- 
der the title: Baker Is Protecting Only 
Himself, Pearson asks: “Was (Baker) 
protecting people in high places, per- 
haps the President?”

A witness told the Senate committee's 
Republican members that he had been 
present when convicted  tax-evader 
Fred Black gave Bobby Baker $10,000.00 
in cash “to.get our man elected," and 
promised an additional $90,000.00. Baker 
later told the witness that the money was 
for Johnson's 1960 campaign.) 


In ап attempt to place the blame on 
the defenseless dead, Pearson next refers 
to the late Senator Bob Kerr as "the 
tempter,” who he says “treated Baker 
like a son, gave him $40,000, wrote checks 
for him when he needed more money.”

audience that he, Lyndon Baines John- 
son, was the true heir to Franklin D. 
Roosevelt's New Deal philosophy, and 
consequently was the man best suited to 
represent the real liberal viewpoint on 


` the national scene. 


Johnson's courtship of the far-left was 
designed to strengthen his position in re- 
spect to the 1964 Vice President nomina- 


tion. Ironically, then, another far-leftist 


took the future of the world in his hand 
and squeezed it three times, making the 
whole matter academic while making 
Lyndon Baines Johnson President of the 
United States. 


As President, Lyndon Johnson faced 
many problems, chief among them a fail- 
ing Western alliance in the face of grow- 
ing Communist pressures; a failing cur- 


rency in the face of increasing inflation- 


ary pressures; and a failing political situ- 
ation for the Democratic Party in the 
face of increasing Civil Rights pressures. 

Of these three major problems, John- 
son placed first importance on the last. 
The final failure of the Western alliance 
might not occur for a long time; the gold 
reserves and the U.S. Dollar might hold 
out for years; but election day was less 
than one year off. Johnson set his course 
for November 3, 1964. 


At this point, Johnson had made all his 
calculations. Out there in the states and 
counties and cities of America there were 
70 million presidential votes; half Demo- 
crat—half Republican. Johnson wanted 
all of them, but first he had to pin down 
the Democrat vote. 


Step number one was to prove that he 
could offer the leftwingers more than 
even Kennedy had offered them. Не 
quickly extended his personal assurances 
to Negro Civil Rights leaders of the pas- 
sage of a strong Civil Rights Bill He 
then turned with savage force on the 
House of Representatives to wrest from

blame—proving for the thousandth time 
that Republicans should never be called 
politicians. 


Johnson's pacification of the far-left ' 


His “official” 
biography, by Booth Mooney, has been 
rewritten to drop all reference to the 
Americans for Democratic Action as a 
“left-wing” organization. Also eliminat- 
ed in this version of the “new” Johnson's 
life is the reference to his having 
“staunchly upheld the doctrine of states” 
rights” in the Senate. 


In addition, he has passionately courted 
every Negro leader, labor leader and left- 
wing columnist in the country, bringing 
them to the White House, going to visit 
them in their homes, and calling them on 
the telephone. 

Johnson believes in putting himself “in 
the other fellow's place.” Не finds this 
very easy to do when the other fellow is 
a leftist—his earlier governmental asso- 
ciations had brought him into intimate 
contact with socialists of every hue from 


back in 1935 was a leading Communist- 
fronter, Aubrey Williams, who was busily 
stuffing the NYA with comrades at the 
time, giving Johnson a first-hand oppor- 
tunity to observe the psychology of the 
left. Since then, Johnson has maintained 
his leftwing contacts through such people 
as Williams (with whom Johnson carried 
on a telephone discussion of some length 
shortly after becoming President . . . а 
call not referred to in the White House 
news releases) and Abe Fortas, the law- 
yer who pleaded his election case before 
Supreme Court Justice Black in 1948, thus 
giving Johnson his Senate seat.

Gene Baker before Bobby got too hot for

LB] is unique, in that he 
campaigned for two different offices, on two different plat- 
forms, at the same time in 1960. It is interesting to com- 
pare those two platforms.) 


Running for Vice President, Mr. 
Johnson endorsed programs calling 
for further centralization of power in 
the federal government. 


For the United States Senate, Mr. 
Johnson ran on a State platform 
which denounced “federal encroach- 
ment" and deplored “the growing 
and menacing concentration of power 
in central government."

the ultimate cost to the U.S. Taxpayer 
will be an additional $100 per year, or 
$400 per election. 


Johnson is solicitous of the Taxpayer, 
and he indicated his love with his highly- 
touted tax cut. What the Taxpayer ap- 
parently doesn't know is that Johnson 
was also using this device to buy the 
Loan Shark vote, since the new tax 
withholding levels will no longer cover 
the tax to be paid in April of 1965, and 
when the U.S. Taxpayer starts to line up 
at the loan windows next year to bor- 
row the money to pay.

Implied in this 
statement is the threat that should any 
congressman ой whatever party not 
knuckle under in 1964, reasons of econ- 
omy might dictate the closing of his dis- 
trict's military installations say, some- 
time in October, just before elections. 
How's that for Love? 

With all that power accruing to him, 
Johnson still finds room for accrued as- 
sets. Even with the LBJ Company's 
name changed to Texas Broadcasting 
Corporation, and a much-publicized trus- 
teeship set up to blanket the aroma of 
Johnson money, the FCC sleuths finally 
discovered where the President's inter- 
ests lay, and handed down a recent deci- 
sion on the cable TV controversy in Aus- 
tin that will add anywhere from $2 mil- 
lion to $5 million to the President's bank 
accounts. 9 

Actually, the so-called “trusteeship” is 
unlike any other trusteeship heretofore 
used by a major politician, in that others 


have made the trusteeship meaningful, 
by having their holdings transferred into 
trust-funds not identified to them or to 
others, thus preventing the possibility of 
government bureaucrats discovering the 
interest and favoring it in the hope of 
future reward. This is not the case with 
the Johnson holdings, which are known 
to everyone in the country, and are con- 
sequently a standing invitation to favor- 
itism. 


Lyndon Baines Johnson has a little 
something for everybody, but charity is 
not his greatest virtue—you must vote 
for him to get it. But there is one thing 


- he gives away in magnificent quantity: it 


is that good feeling, down in your opti- 
mistic heart and soul, that he really cares 
. that he understands you. 


On the basis of the pennies saved, 
Johnson's famous tendency to turn off an 
unused light bulb is a monstrous joke 
when compared to his lavish $25,000.00 a- 
month telephone bill, most of which is 
spent for the purpose of getting himself 
re-elected. The joke, however, is not on 
Lyndon Baines Johnson.

impending bankruptcy by setting a good 
example of thrift for his employees by 
going around turning off unused light 
bulbs.

their characters, and some- 
times, but sadly only 
sometimes, the vindication 
of their reputations and 
their principles." 

Each of Mr. Kennedy's 
heroes was a man whose 
"desire to win or maintain a reputation 
for integrity and courage was stronger 
than his desire to maintain his office— 
because his conscience, his personal stand- 
ard of ethics, his integrity, or morality was 
stronger than the pressures of public dis- 
approval—because his faith that his course 
was the best one, and would ultimately be 
vindicated, outweighed his fear of public 
reprisal.” 

So the great of the American past, from 
John Quincy Adams to Robert Taft, can 
now move over to make way for a new- 
comer. When Sen. Barry Goldwater stood 
in his loneliness to say that, for the sake 
of the Constitution and the consequences 
he feared would flow from the legislation, 
he could not in conscience vote for the 
civil rights bill, he was entitled to the 
admiration of even his enemies. 

Here was a man who was within reach- 
ing distance of the Presidential nomina- 
tion of his party. He put that stake and 
his own high hopes on the line without 
flinching. He gave his opponents the weap- 
on for which they had been looking to 
attack his motives, his character, and his 
candidacy. He chose to live with himself 
and to honor his oath to support and de- 
fend the Constitution even if he risked the 
alienation of powerful voting groups and 
the displeasure of party colleagues whose 
political favor he could have had by easy 
submission to the majority.

Sen. Goldwater 


said, “let it be, and let me 
suffer its consequences. 
Just let me be judged in 
this in the real concern I 
have voiced here and not 
by words that others may 
Speak or by what others 
may say about what I 
think." 

Even the most partisan 
and hostile critics of the 
senator did not question 
his sincerity or the depth 
of his conviction, for Gold- 
water's record on racial 
relations is too extended 
and too clear to permit 
any aspersions on his 
reasons for refusing to 
take the easy way out. He 
spoke with irony of “the sledgehammer 
political tactics" with which the legislation 
had been rammed thru “what was once 
considered to be the greatest deliberative 
body on earth," and he bluntly recited the 
evil fruits he foresaw from its enactment 
and future enforcement. 

Thus, he said, the legislation did vio- 
lence to the Constitution, to the concept 
of 50 sovereign states, and to the reserved 
rights of those states and of the people. 
He predicted it would give rise to a mam- 
moth federal police force, to an “inform- 
er" psychology which would turn neighbor 
against neighbor, worker against worker, 
and business man against business man. 
These, he said, were the hallmarks of the 
police state and landmarks in the de- 
struction of a free society. 

It is a strange coincidence that Sem. 
Goldwater's appraisal of the civil rights 
bill came at the very time that a leader 
in the rights movement was downgrading 
the legislation as a rubber stamp measure 
which would have little practical effect 
and would not satisfy the requirements of 
his following.

Hubert Horatio Hum- 
phrey as the Democratic candidate for Vice 
President should be the devastating answer for 
those who want to believe that President Lyn- 
don Johnson is at heart a Conservative. 

The Leftwingers are counting heavily on 
the hope that the American people will not be 
fully alerted as to the extent of Humphrey's 
Liberal views and past record. Immediately fol- 
lowing the Democratic Convention the Liberal 
press began to build the image that Humphrey, 
once known as a fiery Liberal, had mellowed. 
According to the August 27 issue of the NEW 
YORK TIMES: 
| Не has learned to temper Liberalism with 

pragmatism and leaven it with understand- 
ing of the prejudices and problems of col- 
leagues....The business community has 
been assured that the *'brash'' young man 
has calmed down and can be trusted not 
to overturn the established order. 


But, has Humphrey ‘ttempered’’ his Liber- 
alism? Or has he merely temporarily soft-pedaled 
bis strident Socialist views and actions in or- 
der to reach the pinnacle of power he has al- 
ways sought? 

Let's look at the record: 


HUMPHREY CAUSES SOUTHERN 
WALK-OUT IN 1948 


It was on July 14, 1948, that Hubert Hum- 
phrey, then Mayor of Minneapolis, a delegate 
to the Democratic National Convention at Phila- 
delphia, and a candidate for the U.S. Senate, 
carried to the floor of the Convention a fight 
over a Civil Rights plank tougher than the Tru- 
man Administration favored. In his speech Hum- 
phrey thundered: 

The time has arrived for the Democratic 
Party to get out of the shadow of States’ 
Rights and walk forthrightly into the bright 
sunshine of human rights. 


The result of Humphrey’s deliberately pro- 
vocative declaration was that the entire Miss-

issipp1 delegation and half that of Alabama 
(while the band played ‘'Dixie’’) stormed out of 
the convention hall that hot night in 1948. So 
great was Southern antipathy to Hubert Humphrey 
and the Civil Rights plank of the Democratic 
Party, that a States Rights party was formed 
immediately after the Convention, with Strom 
Thurmond, then Governor of South Carolina, as 
its presidential candidate. The third party car- 
ried four Southern States, Louisiana, Miss- 
issippi, Alabama and South Carolina in 1948. 


History repeated at the 1964 Democratic 
Convention when large portions of the Miss- 
issippi and Alabama delegations were denied 
seats because they refused to comply with Hum- 
phrey's demand that they pledge loyalty to the 
ticket. Also, it was Humphrey who further in- 
sisted that in the future call for the 1968 con- 
vention all Southern delegations must include 
Negroes, and, of course, pledge loyalty to the 
ticket. 


HUMPHREY ARD THE A.D.A. 


Even before Hubert Humphrey's anti-South 
speech in 1948, he had gained national promi- 
nence the year before as a co-founder of an 
organization known as Americans for Democratic 
Action (АПА). Іп 1949-50 he served as the 
ADA's National Chairman, and has been a Na- 
tional Vice Chairman since 1950. 


The ADA, although giving lip service to 
opposition to Communism, frequently 15 found 
to be more on the Soviet side than among the 
opposition. In 1958 a Republican Senate Policy 
Committee Report revealed: 

The ADA's statist program presents a 
distinct parallel to that of the Commu- 
nists....When the ADA itself sets to work 
on a program, what they produced was a 
collectivist bill of goods -- a program of 
laundered Communism... 


On June 2, 1954, the late Kit Clardy of Michi- 
gan made a speech on the floor of the U.S. 
House of Representatives іп which he said that 
in his opinion the ADA had probably done more 
than any other group in the Nation to ‘‘foster 
and promote many of the aims of the Communist 
Party" while ''loudly protesting that it was 
anti-Communist."' 


The Rockford (Ill.) REGISTER-REPUBLIC, 


in an editorial оп August 29, 1964, states: 


Walter Reuther 15 one of the guiding 
lights іп ADA Between 1947 and 1958, for 
example,  Reuther directed more than 
$100,000 of United Auto Workers dues pay- 
ments into ADA Another ADA leader ıs 
Joseph L. Rauh, Jr., who at one time was 
a registered agent for Communist Poland, 
and helped that country get a $90 million 
U.S. loan. 

(Joseph L. Rauh, Jr., it will be recalled, 
was also the attorney for the illegal so-called 
Freedom Democratic Party of Mississippi which 
invaded the Mississippi delegation's seats at 
the 1964 Democratic Convention іп Atlantic 


City.)

Further commenting on Humphrey’s ADA, the 
1958 Republican Senate Policy Committee Re- 
port declared. 


ADA Socialism takes the improvised 
Socialism of the New Deal and attempts to 
organize ıt into а body of doctrine ..But 
beneath the uplift lingo and the self-right- 
eous accents the doctrine 15 Socialism 
still -- slow and deliberate social and есо- 
nomic paralysis, the chloroform of hope, 
pride, enterprise, self-respect, initiative, 
spontaneity and freedom. 

This Socialism 1s the overwhelming 1ssue 
of the day. 


In из 1963 ‘Program for Americans," the 
ADA said that “We recognize that the totali- 
tarian Castro government presents no direct 
military threat to the United States.”” 

The АРА also argued that и would be safe 
for the United States to sign a treaty ending 
nuclear testing without any inspections as a 
safeguard against Russian cheaung. 

It 1$ probable during the 1964 presidential 
campaign, as the extreme Leftwingism of the 
ADA becomes generally known, that Democratic 
vice-presidential candidate Hubert Humphrey 
may attempt to disassociate himself somewhat 
from the ADA, or to at least give that impres- 
sion. 

In this connection, however, it 1s well to 
remember a statement made by Senator Hum- 
phrey on the floor of the Senate on June 20, 
1957. Said Humphrey: 

So far as the ADA is concerned I am one 
of its officers. I think it is no secret that 
on occasion this great organization has 
seen fit to chastise me and perhaps properly 
so. Perhaps I did not understand why at the 


moment, but their judgment was undoubtedly 
better than mine. 


And lest anyone underestimate the power of 
Humphrey's ADA, the June-July, 1964, 1ssue of 
the ADA WORLD, official publication of the 
Americans for Democratic Action, contains а 
message from President Lyndon Johnson to the 
АПА?5 17th Annual Convention. In his telegram 
Johnson stated: 


Your cause has been the cause of Liberal 
democracy....Many of your ideas become 
policies, your policies become programs, 
and your programs become laws. 


HOW THE A.D.A.'S PROGRAMS 
BECOME LAWS 


Without a doubt, Sen. Hubert Humphrey 15 the 
ADA's most valuable member. Іс 1s he who 1n- 


itiates their programs in the U.S Senate and 
sees them through to final enactment. 

For example, the very first bill that Sen. 
Humphrey introduced as a freshman Senator in 
January 1949, was a bill to provide hospital 
care for the aged under Social Security. This 
1s now known as Medicare. 

It was Humphrey who conceived the idea of 
linking education to the defense effort, thereby 
achieving the first foot-1n-the-door for Federal 
aid (and control) of education. This was known 
as the National Defense Education Act 

It was Humphrey who three months before 
the late President John F. Kennedy even men- 
tioned the Peace Corps, introduced legislation 
to establish it on June 15, 1960. 


PRO-LABOR BOSSES; ANTI-LABOR 
UNION MEMBERS 


Sen. Humphrey has long been the recipient 
of large financial contributions from the big 
labor bosses According to the August 27, 1964 
column of Fulton Lewis, Jr , 1n three Senatorial 
campaigns dating back to 1948, Humphrey has 
received more than $61,000 іп contributions 
from national unions. The AFL-CIO's political 
arm, COPE, consistently gives him 100% on 
his voting recotd. Whereas Humphrey votes ac- 
cording to the wishes of the labor bosses, he 
15 not as solicitous of the welfare of labor 
union members. 

David Lawrence іп his syndicated column 
appearing on September 4, 1964, points out: 
The Minnesota Senator (Humphrey) has 
voted against legislation to give union mem- 
bers the right to sue in Federal courts 
whenever there is misuse of union funds. 

He also voted against an amendment to the 

McClellan bill designed to protect union 

members against unfair actions by their 

unions. 


HUMPHREY AND THE C.F.R. 


In addition to being aleading member of the 
ultra-Socialist organization known as Ameri- 
cans for Democratic Action, Hubert Humphrey 
is also a member of a semi-secret, New York- 
based, Communist-appeasing group called the 
Council on Foreign Relations. As а CFR mem- 
ber Hubert 1s frequently called upon to provide 
a legislative assist іп the Senate for their pet 
schemes, such as establishment of the Arms 
Control and Disarmament Agency and ratification 
of the Nuclear Test Ban Treaty. 

Prominent members of the CFR frequently 


urge unilateral disarmament on the part of the 
United States. For example, 1n a Study Memo- 
randum of the Institute for Defense Analysis of 
October 6, 1961, Dr. Morton Н Halperin, a mem- 
ber of the CFR, suggests that even if the Rus- 
stans do not disarm, we should do so anyway. 
Says Dr. Halperin: 


Some of these steps might be taken uni- 
laterally, either with che aim of inducing 
reciprocation or because they are valuable 
in themselves independent of the Russian 
response 


URGES UNILATERAL DISARMAMENT 


Obviously, Hubert Humphrey shares the views 
of fellow CFR member Helverin because оп 
April 21, 1964, Humphrey on the floor of the 
Senate discussed President Johnson’s announce- 
ment of a ‘further substantial reduction in the 
production of enriched uranium over a 4-year 
period." Then Humphrey added: “1 commend 
the President for this action." Later in his 
speech Humphrey confirmed that this was an 
act of unilateral disarming on the part of the 
President when he, Humphrey, stated: ‘‘This 
15 without regard to any Soviet cut-back." 

Hubert Humphrey’s views on disarmament 
were put in Capsule form by a quotation appear- 
ing in the August 23, 1964, column of Fulton 
Lewis, Jr.: 

When Nikita Khrushchev used the United 
States to make a plea for control-less dis- 
armament in 1960, Humphrey had this 
reaction: ‘Premier Khrushchev’s speech 
was a speech our President should have 
made.” 


HUMPHREY, SENATE WORKHORSE 
FOR THE DISARMERS 


It was Senator Hubert Humphrey who in 1956 
persuaded the Senate to pass the resolution 
establishing the disarmament subcommittee of 
which he became chairman. 


In early 1958, Senator Humphrey began talk- 
ing about the need for a nuclear test ban, and 
for one solid week made a speech every day on 
the subject. 


Іп 1960, he introduced а ЫП to create а 
National Peace Agency. This bill was slightly 
revised the following year and established what 
15 now known as the Arms Control and Disarma- 


ment Agency. The purpose of the ACDA is to 
do research resulting 1n guide lines for inter- 
national disarmament negotiations; the dıs- 
semination and coordination of public infor- 
mation; 1.с., the brain- washing of the American 
people into supporting the results of such ne- 
gotiations, and finally, the direction of апу 
so-called “control systems"? which would be set 
up under world disarmament. 


The ratification by the Senate of the nuclear 
test ban treaty, on September 24, 1963, which 
has gravely diminished the power of the United 
States to defend itself against Soviet aggres- 
sion, climaxed 8 years of effort on the part of 
Senator Hubert Humphrey to disarm the United 
States. 


Admiral Chester Ward, USN (Ret.) made the 
following statement prior to the ratification of 
the Nuclear Test Ban Treaty: 


Momentous testimony by the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff reveals (1) that the Soviets have 
athrec-way lead in the only type of weaponry 
sufficiently powerful to control the world; 
(2) that US adherence to the Test Ban 
Treaty will guarantee continuance of the 
Soviet lead. 


FOLLOWING THE COMMUNIST 
PARTY LINE 


One need only pick up any random copy of 
THE WORKER, official publication of the Com- 
munist Party, U.S.A, to see that the two cur- 
rent objectives of the Communists are: (1) Dis- 
armament of the United States, and (2) Civil 
Rights. So well does Senator Hubert Humphrey 
promote these Communist aims in the U.S. Sen- 
ate that little if any criticism of him ever ap- 
pears їп the Communist press. 


"MR. CIVIL RIGHTS" 


Sen. Humphrey has long been associated with 
the Civil Rights issue. Ап editorial of the 
RICHMOND (Va.) NEWS LEADER of August 27, 
1964, states: 

As the Senate's foremost proponent of 
Civil Rights, Sen Humphrey recently served 
as President Johnson's floor manager for 
the Civil Rights Act of 1964 He forced the 
cloture vote. He whipped the Southern Sena- 
tors. And he got his Bill. 

The June-July, 1964, issue of the ADA 
WORLD states: 

After the bill’s passage, Civil Rights 


leaders were unanimous in their praise of 
Sen Hubert H. Humphrey. Humphrey was the 
tireless floor leader for the bill .. Most 
observers would agree that his was the 
single most important contribution to the 
passage of the bill in the Senate. 


Ап indication. of the extent of Humphrey's 
ultra-Liberal views on the subject of Civil 
Rights 1s that he doggedly waged a long, but 
fortunately unsuccessful, fight for the denial of 
the right of trial by jury їп the prosecution of 
Civil Rights cases. Humphrey strongly support- 
ed the section of the Civil Rights bill which, 
if passed, would have enabled Federal judges 
to imprison for thirty days, without trial by 
jury, anyone accused of so-called Civil Rights 
violations. 

It 1s clearly evident that had it not been for 
the relentless efforts of Senator Hubert Hum- 
phrey, the unconstitutional ““Public Accommo- 
dations’’ section of the Civil Rights Bill would 
have been deleted. Business owners through- 
out the land, because of the persistance of the 
ultra-Socialist Hubert Humphrey, have lost the 
right to choose their customers. And the Com- 
munist Party rejoices! 


ONLY A HEARTBEAT AWAY 


Prior to the tragic event on November 22, 
1963, the Vice Presidency was considered 
merely an honorary position and one requiring 
extensive world travelling on good-will mis- 
sions.

In 1776, in the face of repeated injuries and unlawful usurpation of their personal rights and 
liberties the American People found it necessary to draw a Bill of Complaints against a British King. 


In 1964, repeated injuries and usurpations of the rights and liberties of the American People 
require another Bill of Complaints — this time directed against our own political leaders: 


OUR POLITICAL LEADERS have burdened every family in this nation with a debt of $6,536.48, money 
spent for them for things they didn't want and cannot pay for. Today we are forced to pay 
$1,000,000 per hour in interest resulting from this debt. 


OUR POLITICAL LEADERS have continued to increase our debt at breakneck speed. Our Federal deficit 
in the past three years has amounted to nineteen billion dollars, over $400 for every American family. 


OUR POLITICAL LEADERS have added more than 166,000 people to the Federal payroll in the past three 
years. We must pay these 166,000 new salaries to provide still more votes for those in power, result- 
ing in still more bureaucrats controlling, snooping into, and interfering with our daily lives — 
destroying our freedom to act for ourselves. There are 8,100 government agricultural jobholders 
in the State of Illinois alone. One for each nineteen farmers in the State. How many extra hogs 
have to be raised and hours worked to pay their salaries? 


OUR POLITICAL LEADERS have permitted our nation, once the most powerful and respected on earth, 
to be reduced to a laughing stock — and object of ridicule for friends and enemies alike. Our prop- 
erty is no longer safe anywhere in the world. Even our embassies are stoned, defaced, and burned 
by mobs. 


OUR POLITICAL LEADERS have permitted our products to be excluded from the Common Market, thus 
depriving our people of their jobs. Where are our farmers to sell the millions of tons of grain and 
livestock and the $65,000,000 worth of chickens that the Common Market has barred from Europe? 


OUR POLITICAL LEADERS have sent billions of our hard-earned dollars to Communist countries result- 
ing in our money being used to strengthen our enemies. We have built up their industries to destroy 
our own jobs. And still our State Department urges us to buy more Communist products. Little 
wonder we have lost the confidence of our allies and convinced Khrushchev that we are, indeed, 
going to be easy to "bury." 


OUR POLITICAL LEADERS are giving our money to 95 foreign countries. They have spent our money 
to buy extra wives for the government bureaucrats of Kenya, a thousand television sets for jungle 
villages with no electrical power, a $3,000,000 air-conditioned yacht for the Emperor of Ethiopia. 
Тһе taxes to pay for this are deducted from our pay checks before we can pay the rent and buy 
groceries and clothing for our own children. 


OUR POLITICAL LEADERS now propose giving our space know-how to our Russian enemies enabling 
our 40 billion dollar investment in outer space to help the Russians strengthen their military position 
relative to ours. Thus, without our consent each American family is forced to contribute $800 to 
render themselves defenseless against Russian invasion. 


OUR POLITICAL LEADERS have for the first time in American history used the Internal Revenue Service, 
the Attorney General's Office, and the monstrous economic power of government bureaucrats to 
bend the people to their will. The IRS has been used to force merchants to hire whom the bureau- 
crats choose. The Attorney General's Office has been used to harass businessmen and force them to set 
their prices at politically determined levels. How long will it be before they tell us for whom we 
must work, whom we can hire, and how much we can charge for our own labor? How many steps 
are we from a dictatorship? 


OUR POLITICAL LEADERS have used millions of our dollars and tens of thousands of government job- 
holders to lobby in favor of placing farmers under stricter bureaucratic control. They ignore this 
violation of Federal law that if continued will allow any public official to perpetuate himself and 
his cohorts in office. 


OUR POLITICAL LEADERS are undermining the concept of private property, thus destroying the only 
basis for real security for all of our citizens. Our pay checks are being whittled away by the fat 
Federal bureaucracy, our homes taxed away by the ever-growing burden. Our daily lives are be- 
coming more and more dependent on what the Federal government decides we should do and have. 
How long will a family be able to buy and keep its own home? 


OUR POLITICAL LEADERS are for political purposes inciting and encouraging hate between the races. 
They have created public disrespect for law and order and have decreed that race problems will 
be solved in the streets instead of at bargaining tables and in the heart from where the only per- 
manent solution can come.

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What Price Patriotism? 


The trial of former State Department 
security chief Otto Otepka—delayed over 
two years by Department stall tactics— 
15 slated for early Spring, according to 
observers on Capitol НШ 

Otepka came under attack for telling 
the truth to the Senate Internal Security 
Subcommittee during an investigation of 
the State Department 

Some of the highlights revealed by the 
Senate hearings in which Otepka testified, 
included: 

e State Department area man William 
Wieland lied to the Senate subcommittee 
when they were probing to find out why 
Wieland had assisted Fidel Castro in his 
take-over of Cuba. (Wieland has since 
been promoted within the State Depart- 
ment.) 

e State Department employees David 
Belisle, John Е. Reilly, and Elmer D. НШ 
all lied under oath to the Senate sub- 
committee when questioned about their 
role in the vicious frame-up attempt by 
the State Department against Otepka 

e William J. Crockett, an anti-Otepka 
witness from the State Department, ad- 
mitted to the Senate subcommittee that 
“from 80 to 100 sexual deviates are quiet- 
ly removed from the State Department 
each year (as security risks) but many 
still remain.” 

e Secretary of State Dean Rusk ordered 
an unprecedented 150 security-risk inves- 
tigation waivers for personnel he wanted 
in the State Department. 

e Dean Rusk personally participated in 
the move to get Otepka fired from the 
State Department. 

e State Department security files are so 
negligently handled by some in the De- 
partment that a trunk full of security 
information was sold at a public auction 
by mistake! 

e Two of Otepka's assistants who tried 
to help him-—John В. Norpel and Howard 
Shea—were ordered into virtual quaran- 
tine for their effort. When they declined 
their transfers, and asked for a hearing, 
they were discharged. 

e Otepka's trial (b'asted by one Senator 
as. Gestapo-like) will be a secret trial 
from which even the press will be barred.

Person-to-Person Contact Cited

S.980, by Sen. Smathers (D. Fla.)—To 
require at least five years' judicial service 
as qualification for persons appointed to 
Supreme Court; Judiciary Committee.

Kremlinology is the study of Who's-on-Top-in-Moscow, Іп Washington, а good Kremlinol- 
ogist can draw a fat salary just for writing analyses and drawing charts to keep track 
of internal power-struggles behind the Iron Curtain. When someone on the Moscow-end of 
the Hot Line asks: "With whom do you wish to speak?" -- LBJ has to have the right answer. 
It wouldn't do for.him to ask for Kosygin, for example, if Shelepin was holding the gun. 


Secret shifts of power do not occur in constitutional republics. Тһе air of mystery 
about Soviet politics is the mark of the bureaucratic Superstate, where the System is 
bigger than the individuals who comprise it. 


That is why it is alarming to suddenly notice the development of a similar school of 
study about politics on the Potomac, . .call it "Potomacology," for lack of another word, 


POTOMACOLOGY IS GAININC RESPECT as a scisnce even before acquiring an "official" паше. 
Potomacologists probably exist within the Kremlin, but their American counterparts are 
doubtless more numerous and respected, for they are found on the editorial pages of 
every newspaper in America. Where is the newspaper without an article on the RFK-HHH 
competition? The Hawks vs. the Doves? Mayor Daley vs. Martin L. King? 


It is important to note that all the important battles are being fought either within 

the Democratic Party, or between the Party and the Bureaucracy. It seems that the Repub- 
licans are significantly involved only in the role of occasional ally to one faction or 
another, The One Party Nation is a reality. 


More important, the major contests are no longer between the forces of freedom and the 


advocates of government control. They are simply battles to gain control of state power 
which already exists. There are daily coups, counter-revolutions and intrigues, all 


carried out to determine which clique will administer the lives and fortunes of Americans 
through the use of vast bureaucratic power. Thus, the science of Potomacology has little 
relevance, except to those who may have a preference among dictators, 


To those who prefer no dictators at all, Potomacology is significant, because it is a 
symptom of the condition of our society, Тһе fact that so many persons are studying the 
Superstate is proof that the Superstate is really with us, and since many fail to see that, 
perhaps we should take a look at our government from the viewpoint of the Potomacologist, 


THE POWER OF THE POLITICIAN 


First, we must recognize that there are three power-elements on the Potomac, The first 
of these is the widely recognized, highly publicized power of the politician. Propaganda, 
demogoguery, and deception are the politician's stock in trade; the teleprompter is his 
tool. Тһе politician is the outward symbol of the Superstate, and his feverish activity 
and gesturing are taken by many to be the reality of power, itself. Thus we find the 
newspapers full of the antics of the Presidential Heirs, Bobby and Hubert, as they strut 
and posture and seek to capture the imagination of each other's following with "bold, 
imaginative aspirations" versus "calm, realistic appraisals. " Now, Bobby is courting the 
ADA, which really belongs to Hubert, while Hubert is courting the Big City масло, мазен 
really belongs to Bobby, 


If this kind of analysis were all that the Potomacologist had to offer, and if this kind 
of political competition were the reality of the power-struggle, then there would be 
little cause for concern, But in truth, the politician is not the only power in Wash- 
ington. Не is only the best-known. Іп fact, of the three power-elements on the Potomac, 
the politician is now the weakest, and growing weaker. Whether Bobby or Hubert becomes 
President in 1972 may not depend at all on the support they get from the Big City Machine 
or the ADA, but whether or not they satisfy the needs of the second power-element: 


THE POWER OF THE BUREAUCRACY 


Тһе Bureaucratic Power on the Potomac is already so large that it overshadows all other 
trappings of government, including the Congress and the Presidency. The President, of 
course, still is in a position to control any specific part of the Bureaucracy that he 
can find the time and energy to control; but the.stark fact is that LBJ is only one man, 


and no one man or ten men can apply the amounts of time and energy necessary to control 
the Bureaucracy as a whole, 


The system has grown larger than the individuals who comprise 1%, 


This is because, while the politicians who sit in Congress would never vote public funds 
directly into the hands of potential political opponents, they will invariably respond to 
the money-demands of the bureaucrats, who then use it to add to their own power over the 
politicians. A good example of this is the battle that is now shaping up to determine 
who will control the Poverty Program, 


Chicago has been selected as the scene for the showdown battle between the bureaucrats 
and the politicians for 1966. Front man for the bureaucrats will be none other than 
Martin L. King and his Army of Revolution, while fronting for the politicians will be 
Mayor Daley and the National Guard. The fruit of victory in the forthcoming battle is 
the multi-million dollar bank-account of the Poverty Program and the juicy political-plum 
jobs and graft that go along with the cash. So, both sides will be trying.

It may seem on the surface that the bureduordts have much the worst of the chances, since 
fate ordinarily favors the cause with the most machine-guns (in this case, the National 
Guard and Mayor Daley), but because Potomacology tells us to view things as they really 
are, we can see that no matter what the final tally in dead and wounded, the bureaucrats 
Will win. Ultimately, the Superstate has no other way to operate (i.e., spend money)

The Police Power оп the Potomac is big. , ‚апа it keeps getting bigger. When Bobby Kennedy 
Е launched his vaunted "War on Organized Crime" as Attorney General, һе started in motion 
an irreversible trend to a centralized Police Power that did not cease when he left the 
Administration, He began his "war" by reaching out into the Bureaucracy to "coordinate" 


the activities of no less than 43 different investigative and security sections within 
every department and agency of the government. 


This "coordination" was no mere establishment of liaison, either, for in many of these 

' departments and agencies, the posts of the chief security men were soon to be vacated, 
then filled by replacements drafted from the FBI. Thus it is that today, in the Agri- 
culture Department, the State Department, the Internal Revenue Service and the Secret 
Service, to name a few, the top security and investigative posts are held by men who "grew 
up" together, so to speak, in the clannish brotherhood of the FBI, and whose "in group" is 
known as the "Blue Ribbon Boys." These men operate quite independently of FBI Director 
J.. Edgar Hoover, although their first aim when taking over another agency is always to "do

The outstanding exception to the pattern is the Defense Department, where the top police 
Aposition is held by none other than Marxist Adam Yarmolinsky, a representative of the 
Harvard-Cambridge Group, a circle of Leftists named for their natural habitat, Yarmolin- 
sky may have been put into position as a means of blocking out the FBI clan, who surely 
wanted the spot, but there are some who think that the Harvard-Cambridge Group is launch- 
ing a serious effort to take over the entire Police Power, when it is fully centralized. 


These Potomacologists who support the Harvard-Cambridge "takeover" theory point to the 
rapid buildup of the Defense Intelligence Agency (DIA) as a competitor to the CIA, and the 
intense campaign being carried out to discredit the chief of the CIA, Admiral Raborn, with 
the same slimy propaganda technique that is simultaneously being applied to the FBI Direc- 
tor, J. Edgar Hoover, These observers feel that such an all-out smear campaign against 
both the CIA and FBI is evidence that the Leftists with their base in the Defense Depart- 
ment are playing for keeps. 


A look at the techniques of centralizing the Police Power is in order. The forces of cen- 
tralization advance under the banner of "efficiency." Іп the name of "efficiency," the 
PE police laboratory facilities of the Nation have already been largely centralized under the 
FBI. The centralization of fingerprint files is complete. Every American who has ever 
served in the armed forces or worked in a defense industry and every innocent person who

Soon, this "efficiency" will be greatly expanded by the centralization of all investiga- 
tive and background files under one huge computerized system, When this happens, the

of every citizen, law-abiding and criminal alike, will be available to Big Brother at the 
flick of a finger., Under the circumstances, does it really matter whose finger? 


The System will be bigger than the individuals who comprise it. 
WHAT CAN BE DONE? 


There is only one way to stop the growth of the Leviathan on the Potomac: stop feeding it. 
There is only one way to cut off the supply of money and power that nourishes the Super- 
state, and that is to elect a Congress that will recognize and deal with the problem now, 
before it is too late, Such a Congress will not have а thought to spare for the "next 
election," for to defy the Superstate is a full-time, if not a long-term, job. Such а 
Congress will have to deny the Executive Branch а full third of what it demands in the way 
of appropriations. Such а Congress must turn а deaf ear to the special pleadings of hard- 
ship voiced by the Bureaucracy, and insist that the Treasury adhere to the decisions of 
the Congress, and not evade them through allowing "backdoor" spending to keep the Bureau- 
cracy alive, ; 


Can such а Congress be elected? Not until the Conservative movement іп America changes its 
entire approach to politics. It is not enough to engage in "educating" the public, For 
long before the time a good, solid "educational" program can reach 51% of the public it 
will already be too late, and the citizenry will suddenly be educated the hard way, by the 
knock on the door at Midnight.

4 LABOR BILLS UP FOR GRABS 

Even though the Labor Bosses went all 
out to take over Congress (via the 1964 
elections), and to back the Great Society 
to the hilt in the 1965 session, they came 
out of it empty-handed. 

As a result, the Bosses are really “put- 

ting the heat" on their so-called “boys” 
in Congress to produce the legislation 
they promised if elected. 
Right-To-Work: First and foremost on 
labor's “must” list is repeal of Section 
14(b) of the Taft-Hartley Act. That 15 
the much renowned "right-to-work" clause 
allowing the states to outlaw the union 
closed-shop—if they elect to do so. 

The repeal bill, H.R. 77, passed the 

House last year but was stymied in the 
dying moments of the 1965 session by a 
Senate filibuster, The Republican-Demo- 
cratic coalition is picking up on the talk- 
fest where it left off so successfully last 
autumn. (See Page one.) 
Situs Picketing: The word 1s that next on 
the agéfida will be an effort to “sneak 
through” H.R. 10027, which would permit 
common site picketing by unions on con- 
struction jobs and which recewed the 
blessing of the House Labor Committee 
late in the 1965 session. 

This little-known measure would allow 
a manufacturing union on strike to tie 
up any construction sites using the struck 
company’s products. Thus a door knob 
makers union, for instance, could create 
very costly work stoppages on all apart- 
ment and office building construction jobs 
using that brand of door knob. 
Minimum Wage, Double Overtime: Dur- 
ing 1965 the House Labor Committee 
approved H.R. 10518 to increase the 
Federal minimum wage to $1.75. Senate 
hearings on companion bill (S.1986) have 
been completed. Labor wants a double 
time for overtime provision and wants 
Federal coverage extended to about 7.9 
million workers. These moves, if adopted, 
will throw out of work thousands when 
employers are forced to invest in automa- 
tion. No new jobs will be created by the 
overtime gimmick, instead overtime will 
be terminated in small companies and 


large corporations will pay double time 
“ыу raising prices to consumers. 


Unemployment Compensation: Opposition 
15 swelling up against collectivist efforts 
to increase Federal influence among the 
Nation's unemployed. 

House hearings have ended on НВ. 
8282, to provide Federal benefits for “long- 
term jobless persons," to establish mini- 


mum Federal standards for state pro- 
grams, to extend coverage, to provide 
Federal funds to states with high unem- 
ployment costs, and to increase employer 
taxes. 


WHAT ABOUT FIREARMS? 

Pending in hoth the Senate and the 
House are bills, S. 1592 and H.R. 6783 
which would, under the guise of being 
"anti-crime" bills, hamper the ability of 
honest men to own guns. 

A genuine anti-crime bill would attack 
the cause of our dangerous crime prob- 
lem, which is, the Federal judiciary's "per- 
missive" handling of vicious criminals. 

LIBERTY LOBBY called upon Con- 
gress to urge the states to pass state-level 
anti-crime laws awarding a mandatory 
10 year prison sentence for possession 
of a firearm during commission of a 
felony. Such a move would allow honest 
men to buy and keep guns and would 
severely punish the criminal misuse of 
guns. 


D. C. HOME RULE 

Whether the District оғ Columbia 
should remain a Federal City, as original- 
ly conceived, or take on some form of 
self-government still is unanswered and 
probably will be for some time, 

It all depends upon what the "bleeding 
hearts" can do to reconcile widely di- 
vergent House and Senate versions of 
"home rule" legislation. 

Persisting is the strong feeling that 
the prime motive for turning control of 
the Nation's Capital over to its inhabi- 
tants is the fact that the non-white voting 
strength 1s now estimated at 60%. 

Threats have been forthcoming from 
"civil rights" agitators that they will 
Stage a massive demonstration unless 
Congress gives in. 


"TRUTH-IN-PACKAGING" 

America's retail food industry produces 
the best, most nutritious food—in attrac- 
tive, convenient containers—for a smaller 
per cent of the wage-earner's dollar, than 
any other nation in the world.

ANOTHER VOTE-MAKING ISSUE 


In the only truly constructive analysis 
of the 1964 Goldwater defeat published, 
LIBERTY LOBBY's Looking Forward, ıt 
is said that “there were enough issues 
crying for articulation to win a dozen 
campaigns.”

And unfair taxation , . . the productive 
working people have to pay far more 
than their share of taxes because the 
richest weasel out of income taxes 
through all sorts of little-known gimmicks 
(that's why most of them supported Lyn- 
don and fought Goldwater in '64). 


LEAVE THE FAT CATS

WASHINGTON, D. C. Jan. 22 (LLNS) 
—In a mid-January letter to all Liberty 
Letter subscribers, the Chairman of LIB- 
ERTY LOBBY's Board of Policy, Colonel 
Curtis B. Dall, announced the formation 
of a new and expanded policy group to 
control the institution's position on рой: 
tical issues. At the same time, he invited 
all current Liberty Letter subscribers to 
join the new Board of Policy and take an 
active role in the control of LIBERTY 
LOBBY. 

The LIBERTY LOBBY Board of Policy 
is responsible for deciding the position of 
the institution for or against specific 
kinds of legislation. The Administrative 
Staff of LIBERTY LOBBY is bound by 
the decisions of the Board of Policy, and 
18 not allowed to alter policy or speak for 
the institution except as authorized by 
vote of the Board. -- 

Col. Dall has served as Chairman of 
the present Board of Policy for five years, 
working with such outstanding Americans 
and dedicated leaders as the late Colonel 
Eugene C. Pomeroy, Verne Kaub, Charles 
Callan Tansill, Ralph Gwinn, Paul Peters, 
Jim Gipson, Sr., George Peck; and Willis 
Carto, Tom Anderson, Reverend Billy 
James Hargis and Willis Stone 


Today, the Board of Policy includes 
such leading figures as Reverend Stanley 
Andrews, Mary Cain, Taylor Caldwell, 
Louis Francis, Reverend Kenneth Goff, 
Joe Kamp, Tyler Kent, General Richard 
Moran, Carter Pittman, Karl Prussion, 
Major Arch Roberts, General George

CHAIRMAN EXPLAINS 


In explanation of the significant change 
in the organization of LIBERTY LOBBY, 
Colonel Dall stated. 


“LIBERTY LOBBY 15, and always has 
been, dedicated to maintain. the American 
tradition of government by the people.

Until the new vote is certified, the staff 
of LIBERTY LOBBY will continue to 
represent Liberty Letter’s subscribers be- 
fore committees of Congress on the basis 
of the present authorization by the old 
Board of Policy. Research Director Kevin 
Cullinane points out that more than 20 
of the issues on which LIBERTY LOBBY 
has taken stands in the past are also 
presented оп the Ballot-form for соп- 
sideration by the new Board of Policy, 
and that these basic issues will allow 
the staff to work in opposition to almost 
all of LBJ’s more radical Great Society 
programs while awaiting the new author- 
ization.

ning it, а further requirement of a Pledge 
of regular monthly support or the pay- 
ment of a Five-Dollar “Poll Tax” is called 
for by the new plan. 

Colonel Dall and the Administrative 
Staff of LIBERTY LOBBY believe that 
the new program will firmly establish 
LIBERTY LOBBY as not only the largest 
but also the most representatwe patriotic 
group in America today.

EDITORIALS 
ON UNITY 


Unity is the key to greater effectiveness 
of those who want to do something about 
the mess this country is in. Benjamin 
Franklin was right when he said that 
the patriots of his day would hang to- 
gether or hang separately. It's the same 
now. 


Look at the situation we have had in 
Alabama. There, the two best Conserva- 
tives in the State were running against 
each other for Governor: George Wallace 
(actually, Lurleen, his wife) and Jim 
Martin; while at the same time, liberal 
John Sparkman was running again for 
the Senate, without Conservative oppo- 
sition! 

Sparkman's record is as bad as they 
come.

LETTERS THAT "COUNT" 


"Why should I bother writing to my 
left-wing senator? He just gives me a 
Stock answer, or no answer at all." 


It is true that there are some Members 
of Congress who will never, under any 
circumstances vote "right," but almost 
all of them are subject to some degree 
of variation in votwmg-habits, and it is 
in these cases that your letters can be 
of tremendous value . . . provided that 
you avoid several common mistakes such 
as those contained in the following para- 
graph: 

Dear Mr . 

You do not deserve to be called "Honorable," 
in my estimation If I were one of your con- 
Stituents, I would work for your defeat in the 
next election LIBERTY LOBBY says that you 
are supporting a bil that 1$ pure communism, 
as I see it. 

Rule 1: Letters from thoughtful friends 
or undecided voters count much more 
than letters from implacable enemies. 


Rule 2: Letters from non-constituents 
do not count at all, unless the writer says 
he has some influence (family, friends or 
business connections) in the state or dis- 
trict served by the congressman. 


Rule 3: Letters that mention another 
person or organization (like LIBERTY 
LOBBY) as the source of the writer's 
ideas do not reflect thoughtfulness, and 
offer the congressman a chance to avoid 
reply to the criticism by attacking the 
source, instead. Such letters do not count. 


Rule 4: Letters that rely on generalities 
(this bill is pure communism, etc.) instead 
of specific objections get little attention.

ANALYSIS OF CIVIL RIGHTS ACT OF 1966 


TITLE | 


Federal Court Jury Selection: Forbids dis- 
crimination on account of race, etc. in selec- 
tion. Worst feature: Requires prospective 
jurors to give information on race, sex and 
religion, even while forbidding selection 
based on these factors. May be used to 
"pack" juries. 


TITLE И 


State Court Jury Selection: Forbids giving 
jury officials "undue discretion to determine" 
juror qualifications. Worst feature: May pre- 
vent the desirable practice of carefully se- 
lecting "blue ribbon" grand juries for secret 
investigations of politicians, еіс., as well as 
being an unconstitutional interference with 
the power of the people to establish their 
own juror qualifications. 


TITLE И! 


Amendment to Title 111 of 1964 Civil Rights 
Act: Gives Attorney General power to institute 
suits against those he accuses of interference 
with integration of schools. 


TITLE IV 


‘Federal “Fair Housing": Prohibits anyone 
from choosing among prospective tenants or 
purchasers of residential property on the 
basis of race, religion or national origin, with 
no exceptions. Would apply to religious rest 
homes, condominium apartment buildings, 
‚ spare rooms in private homes, college dorms, 
‘everything . . . including shared rooms. 


‘Prohibits any consideration of race in the 
determination of qualification for credit, 
downpayment or other financing aspects of 
all sales and rentals, including the financing 
of home improvements and repairs. 


Prohibits any advertising that shows intent 
to prefer one race or religion over another 
in connection with rental or sale of any 
living space including shared rooms. 


Prohibits telling anyone, because of race or 
religion, that a living space is not available 
if it is in fact available. 


Provides that anyone who charges another 


with having violated his rights under this 
Title may apply to the U.S. District Court 
to have a lawyer assigned to him to handle 
the case with no payment of fees or costs 
by the complaining person. The court- 
appointed lawyer will then bring a civil suit 
against the person charged with violating 
the Act, and if he wins the case, the person 
charged with discrimination can be forced 
to pay the legal costs of the court-appointed : 
lawyer, plus up to $500 punitive damages, . 
plus whatever damages the Federal Court 
decides on for the humiliation and mental 
pain caused to the complainant, without limit. 


Provides that if the Attorney General con-: 
siders a case to be of "public importance," 
he may intervene with Justice Department 
lawyers in favor of the complaining person, 
or even bring the action himself with the > 
United States as the complainant, with the 
right to collect "damages" just as a private 
complainant. 


Invalidates all state and local laws which 
permit racial or religious choice in tenants. ' 


TITLE V 


Forbids individuals to Interfere With Rights 
of Others: Forbids any person from attempt- 
ing to intimidate or attempting to interfere 
with another person on account of race ог" 
religion, who is seeking to engage in his 
right to (1) qualify to vote, or vote; (2) enroll 
in or attend any public school; (3) participate 
in any government-provided benefit, program 
or facility; (4) seek work with any employer 
or join or use the advantages of any labor 
organization; (5) rent, buy or occupy any liv- 
ing space; (6) serve on any jury; (7) use any 
facility of any common carrier; (8) enjoy the 
facilities and accommodations of any kind 
of establishment that serves the public. 


Forbids any attempt to intimidate or interfere 
with anyone who encourages or urges others 
to exercise their rights. 


Provides a fine of up to $1000 and imprison- 
ment up to One Year; or, in cases where 
bodily injury results, $10,000 and Ten Years; 
and where death results, up to Life Imprison- 
ment.

Legislative Eookout 


FOOD FOR FREEDOM BILL 


The House Committee on Agriculture 
has approved a “Food-For-Freedom” bill 
which has eliminated provisions which 
would have permitted expansion of aid 
to Red countries. 

HR 14929 permits production of and 
sale of food to the hungry people in the 
Free World but (contrary to left-wing 
Administration desires) retains, strength- 
ens and expands provisions of the present 
law restricting food aid to Communist 
countries. Patriots should urge their Con- 
gressmen to refuse any amendments 
which would permit sales of our food 
surplus to Red nations. 

LIBERTY LOBBY testified against the 
original Administration proposal. LIB- 
ERTY LOBBY pointed out that under 
Administration proposals Red China and 
Soviet Russia both would have fitted with- 
in the definition of nations that could 
receive this aid. 

Adoption of the substitute bill was 
a real defeat of the left-wingers in the 
Committee.

Unity is the key to greater effectiveness 
of those who want to do something: about 
the mess this country is in. Benjamin 
Franklin was right when he said that 
the patriots of his day would hang to- 
gether or hang separately. It's the same 
now. 


Look at the situation we have had in 
Alabama. There, the two best Conserva- 
tives іп the State were running against 
each other for Governor: George Wallace 
(actually, Lurleen, his wife) and Jim 
Martin; while at the same time, liberal 
John Sparkman was running again for 
the Senate, without Conservative oppo- 
sition! 

Sparkman's record 15 as bad as they 
come.

It is true that there are some Members

graph: 

Dear Mr. 

You do not deserve to be called “Honorable,” 
in my estimation If I were one of your con- 
stituents, 1 would work for your defeat in the 
next election. LIBERTY LOBBY says that you 


are supporting a bil that is pure communism, 
as I see it. 


Rule 1: Letters from thoughtful friends 
or undecided voters count much more 
than letters from implacable enemies. 


Rule 2: Letters from non-constituents 
do not count at all, unless the writer says 
he has some influence (family, friends or 
business connections) in the state or dis- 
trict served by the congressman. 


Rule 3: Letters that mention another 
person or organization (like LIBERTY 
LOBBY) as the source of the writer's 
ideas do not reflect thoughtfulness, and 
offer the congressman a chance to avoid 
reply to the criticism by attacking the 
source, instead. Such letters do not count. 


Rule 4: Letters that rely on generalities 
(this bill is pure communism, etc.) instead 
of specific objections get little attention. 


Now we will re-write the paragraph 
above to make this letter count. 


Dear Mr. : | 

Realizing how busy you are, I will make this 
short. My friends and relatives in your district 
are worried about the way you voted on Rent 
Subsidies, and have asked my opinion of whether 
they should support you in the next election I 
have told them to watch your voting for some 
sign of less dependency on the Administration 

As a friendly suggestion, I think you have а 
great opportunity to show your independence on 
the upcoming vote on the Civil. Rights Act. Some 
of my friends are Union Members who feel that 
the Act threatens their job security, and others 
simply own their own homes and rental property, 
and they feel that Titles ТУ and V of the Act 
deprive them of control of property which they 
worked long and hard to obtain. I would like 
to be able to tell them that you are going to 
defend their rights on this vote.

“ANALYSIS OF CIVIL Rf HTS ACT OF 1966 


TITLE 1 


Federal Court Jury Selection: Forbids dis- 
crimination on account of race, etc. in selec- 
tion. Worst feature: Requires prospective 
jurors to give information on race, sex and 
religion, even while forbidding selection 
based on these factors. May be used to 
“pack” juries. 


TITLE Il 


State Court Jury Selection: Forbids giving 
jury officials “undue discretion to determine” 
juror qualifications. Worst feature: May pre- 
vent the desirable practice of carefully se- 
lecting “blue ribbon” grand juries for secret 
investigations of politicians, etc., as well as 
being an unconstitutional interference with 
the power of the people to establish their 
own juror qualifications. 


TITLE Ш 


Amendment to Title 111 of 1964 Civil Rights 
Act: Gives Attorney General power to institute 
suits against those he accuses of interference 
with integration of schools. 


‘TITLE IV 


Federal “Fair Housing”: Prohibits anyone 
from choosing among prospective tenants or 
purchasers of residential property on the 
basis of race, religion or national origin, with 
no exceptions. Would apply to religious rest 
homes, condominium apartment buildings, 
spare rooms in private homes, college dorms, 
everything . . . including shared rooms. 


Prohibits any consideration of race in the 
determination of qualification for credit, 
downpayment or other financing aspects of 
all sales and rentals, including the financing 
of home improvements and repairs. 


Prohibits any advertising that shows intent 
to prefer one race or religion over another 
in connection with rental or sale of any 
living space including shared rooms. 


Prohibits telling anyone, because of race or 
religion, that a living space is not available 
if it is in fact available. 


Provides that anyone who charges another 


with having violated his rights under this 
Title may apply to the U.S. District Court 
to have a lawyer assigned to him to handle 
the case with no payment of fees or costs 
by the complaining person. The court- 
appointed lawyer will then bring a civil suit 
against the person charged with violating 
the Act, and if he wins the case, the person 
charged with discrimination can be forced 
to pay the legal costs of the court-appointed 
lawyer, plus up to $500 punitive damages, 
plus whatever damages the Federal Court 
decides on for the humiliation and mental 
pain caused to the complainant, without limit. 


Provides that if the Attorney General con- 
siders a case to be of "public importance," 
he may intervene with Justice Departmerz--- 
lawyers in favor of the complaining person, 
or even bring the action himself with the 
United States as the complainant, with the 


right to collect "damages" just as a private 


complainant. 


Invalidates all state and local laws which 
permit racial or religious choice in tenants. 


TITLE V 


Forbids Individuals to Interfere With Rights. 
of Others: Forbids any person from attempt- 
ing to intimidate or attempting to interfere 
with another person on account of race or* 
religion, who is seeking to engage in his 
right to (1) qualify to vote, or vote; (2) enroll 
in or attend any public school; (3) participate 
in any government-provided benefit, program 
or facility; (4) seek work with any employer 
or join or use the advantages of any labor 
organization; (5) rent, buy or occupy any liv- 
ing space; (6) serve on any jury; (7) use any 
facility of any common carrier; (8) enjoy the 
facilities and accommodations of any kind 
of establishment that serves the public. 


Forbids any attempt to intimidate or interfere 
with anyone who encourages or urges others 
to exercise their rights. 


Provides a fine of up to $1000 and imprison- 
ment up to One Year; or, in cases where 
bodily injury results, $10,000 and Ten Years; 
and where death results, up to Life Imprison- 
ment.

Legislative Lookout 


FOOD FOR FREEDOM BILL 


The House Committee on Agriculture 
has approved a “Food-For-Freedom” bill 
which has eliminated provisions which 
would have permitted expansion of aid 
to Red countries. 


HR 14929 permits production of and 
sale of food to the hungry people іп the 
Free World but (contrary to left-wing 
Administration desires) retains, strength- 
ens and expands provisions of the present 
law restricting food aid to Communist 
countries. Patriots should urge their Con- 
gressmen to refuse any amendments 
which would permit sales of our food 
surplus to Red nations. 


LIBERTY LOBBY testified against the 
original Administration proposal LIB- 
ERTY LOBBY pointed out that under 
Administration proposals Red China and 
Soviet Russia both would have fitted with- 
in the definition of nations that could 
receive this aid. 


Adoption of the substitute bill was 
a real defeat of the left-wingers in the 
Committee However, vigilance will be 
necessary in order to insure no crippling 
amendments are adopted when the meas- 
ure comes before the House for vote.

Johnson and the State Dept.'s radical 
left coterie favoring more trade with the 
Communist countries were rocked back 
on their feet by the stern refusal of Rep.

VIETNAM: PERPETUAL WAR FOR PERPETUAL PEACE 


Major public disillusionment with the war in Vietnam is apparent in spite of the 
fact that Left-wing "peace" candidates have not done too well in the primaries. 


It is felt that once the voters begin to oppose the war, the feeling will grow 
with explosive force. Polls seem to bear this out. Johnson's support is dipping 
from а high of 66% last September to less than 500 now, and some 54% of Americans 
would withdraw from Vietnam if troubles inside that tragic land continue, accord- 
ing to Harris end Gallup. 


Tnis is, of course, due to а combination of objective factors, one of the main ones 
bein; continuing loss in the Johnson Administration's "credibility," which is to ` 
say that the home folks aro finally catching on to the fact that lies are part of 
the stock in trade of this Administration, certainly no news to anti-communists. 


The anti-government rebellions in Vietnam are a big factor. It is growing increas- 
ingly obvious that the Ky government lacks any real basis of public support even 
though it is clear enough that no other government. could command any greater support 
than does Ky. Kennedy's error (actually, it was ап unspeakable crime of enormous 
proportions) of fomenting and encouraging the assassination of Ngo Dinh Diem and 
his brother--the only national government South V:.etnam ever had--this murder has, 
left South Vietnam without the slightest hope of unity now or in the future unless 
it be under military dictatorships backed and financed by the United States. Ав 
Chesly Manly, the veteran reporter for the Chicago Tribune put it (апа Manly's 
credentials as an American nationalist are beyond question): 


"We could win this war in four months but not in four years, for the simple reason 
that after. four years of continued warfare there would be nothing left on which to 
build a nation. The process of disintegration, political and economic, is beginning; 
after four more years it would be a very dismal prospect in South Vietnam. These 
people were under French domination for 80 years and have been at war for about 20 
years. The French destroyed their initiative and sense of responsibility, corrupted * 
them and debased their character. Anti-Americanism is beginning because of problems, 
caused by our spending too much money and competing witn the Vietnamese for services, 
goods and housing, ага in material goods." 


Tnus, for the first time, American casualties are exceeding those of the Vietnamese; 
as our troops take over the actual fighting. ‘It is estimated that 7500 GI's will 
die this year, though this figure is certainly optimistic. Out of a population of 
i5 million, the hopelessly war-weary and apathetic Vietnamese can supply only 
600,000 troops, and of these, only 100,000 are coribat soldiers. Іп spite of this, 
fully one-third of the Vietnamese army deserts every year. 


Corruption, bribery, theft, rake-off are prevalent to a degree unimaginable to the 
averege American. № one knows how much of our supplies end up on the black market, 
or are funnelled through to North Vietnam, or are used to build luxurious villes 
and apartments for Vietnamese officers and government officials, but it must be ап 
enormous proportion. 


The tales of shortages in the Геза, with our boys getting killed because Robert 
Strange McNamara fails to supply them with proper weapons, is s known through person- 
al information from sons and husbands over there. The scandal of Haiphong, which 
is left totally free and unscathed to do its murderous work of unloading ships with 
cargoes destined to spit fire and death to our boys is impossible to justify. 


Perhaps some Americans have begun to wonder what on earth we are going to do with 
Vietnam even if we were to win? How many more mouths to feed мі11 we have on our 
hands, then? А mere 15 million? Or 50 million? Ог 100 million? Or China, too, 
with 700 million? Perhaps the world? Is there no end to the attempt to bring А 
peace, democracy and equality to unappreciative foreigners? But even if we were 

to win the war (an inconceivable impossibility, оГ course, because "our" govern- 
ment does not want to win), what then? 


SECRET AGREEMENT WITH KREMLIN 


It must be interjected that there is not the slightest equivocation on that point. 
"Our" government does not want to win; and it is this fact that makes futile and 

T olish all concept. that any Conservatives might have about the right way to win 
the var. The fact which cannot be dismissed is shat the real enemy of the American 
people is in Washington, D. C., nowhere else. 
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LIBERTY LOWDOWN has in its possession a report on the existence of a secret agree- 
ment between the Washington regime and the Kremlin which has never been ratified 
by the Senate--and which, indeed, is not even known to the vast majority of offi- 


cials in Washington, but which explains perfectly the reason why we cannot win. 


Part of this deal is that the United States shall not allow Chiang kai-Shek to 
leave his island, and that is why the regime refuses to use his troops in Vietnam. 
Another part of ^ : deal divides Vietnam in half; the northern part to remain under 
Soviet influence; the southern, American. The deal, in fact, divides up tbe whole 
world into spheres of influence апа the Washington regime, since Roosevelt, has 
faithfully followed it, if the Soviets have not. This report, scheduled for pub- 
lication in а national magazine, cannot at this time be quoted further. Note that 
it bears out, however, the asserticn in LIBERTY LETTER №. 62 (March, 1966) tuat 
such an egreement does, in fact, exist. 


AMERICA LOSES--DEMCCRATS WIN 


The hard truth is that, since we cannot possibly vin, we are going to be defeated. 
But in the meantime, the war serves many purposes for the Democrats, as well as for 
the Kremlin. Primarily, it serves to unify the Nation around а "war leader," just 
et zhe time, strangely enough, when domestic problems, notably the race struggle, 
are having the opposite effect. It also takes enough men off the job market to do 
away with unemployment, which is a major political asset. The war can be managed | 
to meintain spending at any amount believed desircble, and you can be sure that the 
amount will, strangely enough, be precisely tbe necessary amount to guarantee full 
employment and 8 booming economy without, however, noticeable discomfort to the 
voters. І% is also interesting to note that our commitment to Vietnam begen in 
earnest only when the stock market started to show signs of profound uncertainty, 
and that Lyndon Johnson's self-admitted model is, as he repeatedly sedmits, Franklin, 
Roosevelt, who delioerately involved the U.S. in a needless and destructive war in 
order to maintain himself in office by huge war spending. + 


А war, 8s Chesly Manly suggests, brings on a process of social disintegration and 
cultural crisis and tends to break up existing political balances and create ап 
entirely new status quo. This has the effect of stabilizing the existing regime and 
strengthening its totalitarian tendencies. Ти other words, during а war, inciuding 
а fake one, fought for no valid reason (such as World Wars I and II) the voters will 
tend to accept the permanent militarizing of society, even demand it; freedom and 
individual rights venish to a dim memory aná the power of the central government 
grows. War is the biggest single cause of socialism. Іп the present case, a growing 
war will totally еуздісабе the presently-hopeful prospects for a resurgent American 
Conservatism and make any thought of saving America hopeless. Finally, а war serves 
to add incident to the constant warnings we have heard from our propaganda ministers 
about the "need" for world government lest we are all blown to atomic dust. 


AMERICA LOSES--KREMLIN WINS 5 


Besides the Democrats, the Kremlin also gains by America's involvement іп Vietnam. 
The central fact of world history since Roosevelt's election in 1932 is that the 
"American" government will, at all times and at all costs, support the foreign pol- 
icy of the Soviet Union. Тһе war in Vietnam is part of that pattern. 


From the standpoint of the Kremlin, what could be more delightful than having the 
United States bogged down in а war which it cannot truly win, and even if it did, 
the result would be an outpouring of aid money into areas which, sooner or later, 
would fall under Communist influence? 


The Kremlin also gains by the weakened American influence in Europe, as we are 

forced to pull out troops to send to Southeast Asia. The entire International Com- 
munist conspiracy gains, for the attention of Americans is turned from subversion 

at home, and Communist Cuba, and the gains of the Communists in Latin America, to 
rice paddies апа villages 8000 miles from America's borders. Also, the war in Viet- 
nam serves to alarm Red China, which fears that it is the prelude to а shooting war 
with America. Thus, the Red Chinese аге drawn to the Soviet Union just when there 
were many signs that the Kremlin was losing its hold, and there were even reports of . 
vorder skirmishes between Red China and Russia: these are probably в thing of the 
past, now. Also, the мас serves as а testing-ground for Soviet planes, anti-air- 
craft, missiles and other weapons, without the danger of actual war. Lastly, the wer 
conveniently fills out the "Imperialist-American" stereotype which the Communists, 
for years, have been drawing for their people, as well as for world consumption. 


Within ell this context, the speech cf Robert Strange McNamara in Montreal, May 18, 
makes sense. Strange McNamara now calls for universal conscription of sll American 
youth--male and female--into а vast "Peace Corps," which is to become, in fact, our 
army! Says Strange: "I, for one, would not count a global free society out." Saye 
LIBERTY LOWDOWN: Count it out ог count America out, you can't have bots.

(NSRP) 


On November 26, 1957, a source advised that the 
United White Party (UWP) was orgenized at a convention held 
in Knoxville, Tennessec, on November 10, 1957. Ап article 
in the November 26, 1957, issue of the "Greenville Piedmont," 
a newspaper of Greenville, South Cerolina,.reported "the 
recent formation of a new political party, to be known as 
the United White Party." According to the article, the 
party was formed at a recently held meeting in Knoxville, 
Tennessee, at which many klansmen were represented. The 
UWP was reported as being opposed to all "race mixing 
organizations and individuals." 


The July 1958, issue of "Тһе Thunderbolt," self- 
described as the "official Racial Nationalist Organ of the 
National States Rights Party" (NSRP), reported that rank 
and file "States Righters" had merged with the UWP under 
"the banner of the National States Rights Party," with

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GUN LAWS TO AID CRIMINALS 


Citizens Can Stop Promotion of Crime 


Proposals to disarm decent citizens continue to come from 
the anti-gun group in the House and Senate. Meanwhile, the 
crime wave sweeping the Nation goes from bad to worse. Noth- 


ing will stop force but more force, but still there are voices . 


urging Congress to further weaken the forces of law and order 
by making it harder for law-abiding people to; „get and keep 
firearms. 

Meanwhile; the Mafia is busy laying plans to’ cash in on 
the booming "hot gun" black market that is certain to keep the 
criminals of the Nation well-armed. Aside from the profit-making 
angles in “hot” .unregistered guns, there are advantages to a 
professional killer in using a stolen gun that is in fact registered 
to an innocent citizen about to become a suspect in a murder 
case. Crooked cops will be able to sell gun-registration lists to 
the mobs at premium prices. 

For the small-time crook, there is the pleasure of 
knowing that his potential victims have been made less 
able to cope with him as a result of stringent gun-control 
laws. It ail adds up to a big boost for crime in America 
all in the name of "fighting" crime. 

| Economist Alan S. Krug of Pennsylvania State University 

has published a statistical study of crime and gun laws that 
concludes with the finding that there "is no statistically sig- 
nificant difference in crime rates between States that have fire- 
arms licensing laws and those that do not." On the other hand, 
there is obviously a restraining effect on crime in localities that 
have promoted and encouraged the possession of guns by private 
citizens. : 

Following a series of гареѕ in Orlando, Florida, 6000 
women were taught to shoot by the local police depart- 
ment. In two years, Orlando's crime rate fell off by 
9.595, at a time when the national rate increased 1696 
and other large Florida cities were suffering a 2096 
increase in crime. 


Detroit grocery holdups showed "a sharp reduction" after 


a grocers' organization began conducting gun clinics, and in 


Highland Park, Michigan, the police chief credited “gun-toting o 


merchants” for the fact that no store had been robbed over a 
three month period in that city. It is clear that criminals fear 


the possession of guns by the people. Why, then, should politi- | 


cians exhibit the same reaction? 


If the American people are as concerned as they should be | 
by the current breakdown in law and order, they had better get 


busy at letting their congressmen and senators know about it, 
before the nationwide hysteria about guns results іп disaster:

Even the 
national press has not published this 
report. 


This inside report, КАК Бу пауу теп, 
states that а member of the missing crew 
wrote a letter to his mother which was 
mailed from the lost ship's last port of 
call by a crew member who left the sub- 
marine at the port. 

According" to “this report, the--crew 
member wrote his mother that a Russian 
destroyer had been following the nuclear 
submarine for five days and the American 
sub had been unable to shake off the 
Communist. electronic charting of the 
American’ vessel's journey. It is further 
reported that the Scorpion had been taken 
off its planned course to pursue a secret 
assignment. 


The Navy admits unofficially the possi- 
bility that the Scorpion was playing a dan- 
gerous game with a Russian submarine at 
about the time the Scorpion vanished. 


Records of the court of inquiry indicate 
the Scorpion was 27 miles off her normal 
homebound route south of the Azores. 
Further credence is given to the theory 
that the Scorpion was destroyed by a 
Communist weapon by the refusal of Rear 
Admiral Arnold F. Schade, commander 
of the Atlantic Fleet submarines, to dis- 
cuss the possible presence of Soviet fleet 
ships or Red subs in the area where the 
Navy lost contact with the Scorpion. 


.,lhe disappearance of the Scorpion | 


takes on a more ominous color when we 
recall the mysterious loss in the past few 
months of both a French and ап Israeli 
submarine. Strangely, each of these subs 
disappeared in an area within less than 
one day's striking distance of the Com- 
munist sub base at Alhucemas, N. Africa.

As Congress moves toward adan 
ment, which is expected to come by the 
first week in August, there are a large 
number of important bills remaining to be 
acted upon. 


Tax Increase—The Administration's ип-., 


necessary 10 percent income tax sur- 
charge is moving dangerously close to 
` enactment: Jf-this-bill-is-still before-Con-- 
gress as you read this, write your repre- 
sentative and senators immediately, tell- 
ing them that you do not want to pay 
higher taxes, and that you will keep their 
votes on this issue in mind when you vote 
in November. 


Civil Rights—Senate floor action is ex- 
pected later this month on S 3465, which 
would grant the Equal Employment Op- 
portunity Commission new authority to 
harass businessmen and labor unions with 
hearings and cease and desist orders. Al- 
though no House action on this danger- 
ous bill is expected this year, Conserva- 
tives should attempt to defeat it in the 
Senate. Tell your senators that a vote for 
even more civil rights legislation this year 
“will not be appreciated. 


Foreign Aid—Conservatives won a sig- 
nificant victory when the. Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee deferred action on 
bills wasting a total of $680 million on 
the International Development Associa- 
tion and the Asian Development Bank. 


This action will probably һауе the effect, Ps 


of killing these bills for the 90th Congress. 
The main foreign aid authorization bills, 
$ 3091 and HR 15263, are still in com- 
mittee, апа are expected to be reported to 
the floor later this month. If enough pub- 
lic pressure is put ón Congress, this can 
be the year foreign aid is finally defeated. 
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Internal Security Legislation—S 2988, а 
highly important piece of anti-Commu- 
nist legislation (see Liberty Letter #86 
for details) is still before the Senate In- 
ternal Security Subcommittee. If the bill 
is to be enacted before adjournment, 
quick action is necessary. Tell your sen- 
ators that you think passage of S 2988 
is essential to protect the United States 
from the Communists and their agents. 


Tariff Legislation—HR 17551, now be- 
fore the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, would extend the President's au- 
thority to lower American tariffs as much 
as fifty percent at his own discretion. His 
use of this authority, in effect since 1962, 
has already disrupted many American 
industries, and cost many thousands of 
American jobs. Tell your congressman 
that you want the power to set tariff rates 
returned to Congress, and that you will 
regard a vote for HR 17551 as a vote to 


- -export American: jobs to foreign. countries. . 


Panama Canal—S 3108, introduced by 


Sen. Strom Thurmond (R-S.C.), provides 


for improvement of the present Canal to 
meet the needs of modern commerce and 
national defense. Its enactment would 
make it very difficult for the Administra- 
tion to secure ratification of the notorious 
Panama Canal Treaties. It is expected 
that hearings on this bill will be held by a 
Senate Armed Services subcommittee be- 
fore Congress adjourns. 


Rent Subsidy-Demonstration Cities—The 
House voted to cut Administration re- 
quests for appropriations for these pro- 
grams from over one billion dollars to 
$525 million. HR 17023, the bill con- 
taining these appropriations, is presently 
before the Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee. Tell your senators to vote against 
any appropriations: for either program.

Only hours after this sensible statement was made, Nixon, as reported by liberal 
columnists Rowland Evans and Robert Novak, "was forced by domestic politics to give 
a leg up to Israel." It was hastily announced that Scranton was speaking only for 
himself, and Nixon, breaking a self-imposed ban on meeting with: foreign leaders be- 
fore his inauguration, set up a private meeting with Israeli warlord Moshe Dayan. 
Evans and Novak point out, "The reaction of the Jewish community and Republican 
politicians to Seranton's ps had: forced Nixon to take an action quite the oppo- 
site of 'evenhanded'....". | 


HEADING TOWARD DISASTER 


The Дуа Аар. 15 опу the latest demonstration that American interests do not 
govern American policy toward the Middle East. (For the background of the Zionist 
movement, and its immense financial and.political power, see Liberty Lowdown #54, 
August 1967). The present Administration seems determined to continue basing its 

_ policy on an imagined responsibility to guarantee not only Israel's continued exis- 


tence, but also its retention of the Arab territory conquered in 1967. And this 
policy is carrying the United States рер ously. close to Tuis scale маг. 


If the ашаға ысы ет is really aware of the consequences of its policy, ans is 
determined to wage war to save Israel, it can go about doing so in several differ- 
ent ways. А11 of them would be disastrous to the future national security, and 
even the survival of the United States. 


Ж First, the Administration could decide to launch a full scale nuclear war in the . 
Middle East, in defense of Israel, attempting to destroy the Soviet Mediterranean 
fleet and Soviet tank concentrations. Such a course of action would obviously make 
World War III a probability. It is therefore strange to see those groups and indi- 
viduals which take the strongest stand for peace, when.such a stand helps the Com- 
munists, now demanding all-out American support for Israel, 


* If the Administration decides on a land war, CEE American ground forces to 
defense of Israel, the dangerously depleted American armed forces will have to be 
pulled.out of Vietnam and moved to the. Middle East. This would mean turning over » 
South Vietnam, and probably all of Southeast Asia, to the Communists, thus selling 
out both our Asian allies and the Americans who have given their lives in the по- 
win Vietnam War. This could be one reason for the enthusiastic support Israel ге- 
ceives from most Е; арреавегв, апа Стола асве 


* If the Administration decides it has to retain any substantial American presence 
in Vietnam while fighting its proposed full scale Middle Eastern war, it would be- 
come necessary to deplete Europe of American forces. This would leave the way open 
for Soviet aggression, particularly against West Berlin, and is probably one of the 
major reasons for the current Soviet efforts to draw the United States into heavy 
Middle Eastern involvement, It would also become necessary to deplete the contin- 
ental United States of the bulk of our armed forces, reserve as well as regular. 

This would give the Soviet Union the opportunity to open a successful "second front," 
by the instigation and organization of Negro riots in all of our major cities. 


* Finally, even the commitment of American forces in such а large number as to sac- 
rifice these vital American interests would not be sufficient to achieve victory 
through conventional means. This, it should be recalled, would be the shortest 
Soviet supply line in any major U.S.-U.S.S.R. confrontation to date. The war would 
be fought virtually in the Communists' back yard, while American supply lines would 
be totally inadequate. Soviet submarines would be able to block the Mediterranean 


to American shipping, and the Soviet Union has the clear ability to keep the Suez 


` Canal closed. An air war over Europe and North Africa would become a certainty. 


The United States, at that point, would be faced with the choice of abject sur- 
render, losing not only the Middle East but also our ability to function as а world 
super power, or the launching of an all-out nuclear war with the Soviet Union.

In spite of tlie close collaboration between Zionism and: Сой ай oves the entire | 
history of the Zionist movement, Zionist propaganda is selling Israel to the Ameri- 
can people as an anti-Communist bastion, which we have the duty to defend. All too 
often, they are abetted by well meaning, if uninformed, anti-Communists. In fact, 
Israel was established by East European Communists and Socialists, with the Soviet 
Union playing the largest part in securing United Nations recognition of its inde- 
pendence. Israel has the only legal Communist Party in the Middle East. The only 
reason for Israel's present opposition to the Soviet Union is that the Communists, 


in order to inflict a major defeat on the United States, have temporarily found it . 


to their advantage to turn on Israel. 


The. South African Jewish Times (Feb. 25, 1968) ЕВ the outline of а secret 
agreement between Soviet and Israeli Communists, ignored by the American press. 
The Times reported: "...То a certain extent this gesture was prompted by a desire 
to show Nasser that Soviet leaders understand and appreciate the situation in Is- 
rael, where the Communist Party is officially represented in Parliament, has its 
own press, and may criticise if not influence Government policy. Hence the Israeli 
Communists were treated as real friends and people of importance."  The.Soviets, 
in spite of this affinity with Israel, have taken advantage of the politically- 
motivated American policy of gross favoritism toward Israel to achieve their long- 
time goal of becoming a major Middle Eastern and Hec oer anon nilitary and navel: 
power. | 


The true nature of Soviet Middle Eastern strategy was best explained by Sir John 
Glubb, a leading British expert on the area, writing after the 1967 war: 


"I suggest that the Russian plan had two objectives: (1) To cause the United ! 
States to come out irretrievably on the side of Israel, the minute she was threat- 


.ened.... (2) To lure the Arabs into а catastrophic defeat, when the United States 


and Britain were already committed to “Israel, 


"The achievement of these two objectives would convince the Arab states of the 


hopelessness of their struggle against Israel and of the complete commitment of 
Britain and America to the Israeli cause. It would then be obvious that the only 
hope for the Arabs was to throw themselves unreservedly into the arms of Russia.... 


"Everything went perfectly according to the Soviet plan. As soon as Nasser's atti- | 


tude became threatening, the United States fell.into the trap, closely followed by 
Britain. The Arab world, in bitter resentment and disillusionment, broke off re- 


‘lations, cut off oil, and made all the retaliatory gestures they could think of. 


If Soviet leaders ever laugh, this must have been the moment." 


It is therefore clear that it is only ТӨТ Га position as the Middle East's dom- 
inant military power--a position which could only have been achieved with the full 
assistance of the United States--which is allowing the Soviet Union to advance its 
strategic goals. These Communist goals can be effectively blocked only if the 
United States makes it clear that we are changing course in the Middle East, and 
will no longer stand behind Israel in its military adventures. Once the Israelis 
are told that the United States is no longer willing to stand ready to bail them 
out in the event of military reverses, they will be forced to settle for а reason- 
able peace based on the realities of the area.

And Israel, which is reportedly pre- 
paring for the development of its own nuclear weapons, is likely to demand even 
more, Dr. William R. Kintner, Deputy Director of the University of Pennsylvania's 
Foreign Policy Research Institute, warns: "If the United States tries to pressure 
Israel into signing the treaty, this country may have to pay a high price--a public 
bilateral security pact .with Israel which might result in the more or less perma- 


nent alienation of the United States from the Arab world," 


Americans must make it perfectly clear to President Nixon and to Congress that they 
will not tolerate the loss of American: ‘lives,and the surrender of vital American 
national interests, in a war for Israel. Further, action must be taken against 

the Zionist propagandists who use huge quantities of tax exempt funds to influence 
our government to adopt policies which can only result in the disaster of Americans 
being sent to fight in à war which can only benefit the Soviet Union.

POLITICA Y GANGSTERISMO 


Al terminar mi período presidencial, el 10 de octubre de 1944, sali del 
país para hacer un recorrido por las repüblicas sudamericanas, aquellas de - 
cuyos gobiernos habia recibido invitación рага visitarlas. 


Durante los cuatro meses que estuve viajando fui objeto de cálidos re- 
cepciones por parte de los mandatarios, de elementos oficiales, de organi- - 
zaciones obreras y de distintos representativos de clases populares y есопо- 
micas. Al regreso y después de una corta estadia en México, estableci hogar 
en los Estados Unidos de América. Vivi en New York y finalmente en Day- 
tona Beach, en la Florida. 


Residiendo en los Estados Unidos, el gobierno del presidente Grau me 
impidió regresar a Cuba, pese al reconocimiento dentro y fuera del pais de 
que Grau —feroz adversario de mi política— sólo pudo ser jefe de Estado 
per la^ imparcialidad y equidistancia que mi régimen adoptó, pues la sen- 
sación provocada por esa acttud inclinó a muchos neutrales a votar por la 
candidatura oposicionista. Yo me acogí a un exilio voluntario, llamándole | 
asi para evitarle al gobierno de mi patria la vergüenza de haberse mancillado 
con el ostracismo de quien ofreció al pueblo completas libertades y absolu- 
tas garantias al candidato que escogió para presidirlo. 


Todo el término presidencial de Grau transcurrió entre luchas da grupos 
amparados en la autoridad oficial y en escándalos administrativos que sólo 
tendrian igual en los producidos posteriormente durante la administración 
del doctor Carlos Prío Socarrás. Los crimenes impunes y los muertos oca- 
sionados por los “gangs” rivales se repetirian más tarde con mayor desen- 
fado bajo la presidencia del discipulo que lo sustituiria.

Como senador electo, sin haber visitado ninguno 
de sus términos municipales, me urgía política y moralmente saludar al pue- 
blo que me hizo objeto de distinción tan extraordinaria. Cuando se anunció 
mi viaje a la capital de aquella provincia llegaron confidencias y consejos, 
recados y amenazas para que me abstuviera de presentarme en público, 
y para no dejar duda de que atentarían contra mi persona fueron golpea- 
dos miembros de la juventud que organizaban los actos. Мо. procedería 
ahora de distinta forma, pues en toda mi vida püblica nunca dejé de asis- 
tir a una cita con la multitud.

A unos metros de la portada de la finca eran detenidos los 
amigos que iban a visitarme para asuntos politicos o por simples cuestio- 
nes sociales. Se les interrogaba y sus ropas eran registradas. La mayoría 
de los propios amigos seria portadora de las amenazas que eran Piglet: 
das para obligarme a reducir mis comparecencias publicas. 


Segun transcurrian los meses los propósitos de agresión eran mds os- 
tensibles, llegándose a planear la colocación de morteros en un lugar по 
muy distante de la residencia, con les cuales dispararían para hacer blan- 
со en mi hogar.

before the Ways and Means Coinmittee. | 

-Dr. -Larson, author of The Great Tax 
Fraud апа foremost authority on tax 
avoidance; called on the Committee to re- 
visé: Sec. 501 of the” Internal Revenue 
Code, particularly emphasizing. the am- 
biguous wording of Sec. 501 (c) (3), deal- 
ing with exemptions of various groups. 
He called ‘the Code "perhaps, the. most 
esoteric conglomeration of inequity ever 
conceived . . . Charged originally with 
being a communist instrument for the 
destruction „оё. property and. free enter- 
prise, it has been supplied with so many 
loopholes, exemptions, allowances, and 
deductions that a man who makes $100 
million a year may be required to pay no 
tax whatever; yet it has so many snares 


and traps that it is almost impossible for 


the small and independent businessman 
to survive at all." 

Foundations .should lose their exemp- 
tions, Dr. Larson pointed out, if they fi- 
nance the registration of voters, support 
other groups which engage in any Туре б 
political activity, or make grants for “ 
search” which are nothing more than Pa 
litical favors.

Still others. have alleged that 
he not only. knew full well exactly what the Japanese were 
doing, but that he, in fact, conspired with them to bring on 
the Pearl Harbor catastrophe.

МК. HILDER: Tt was Monday, December 8, 1941, Japan 
time, and Sunday, December 7, 1941, American time—7:55 
in the morning. At this moment, Pearl Harbor, the U.S. Naval 
Station on the Hawaiian islands, was suddenly awakened 
with the xoar of 54 Japanese dive bombers, 45 fighter planes, 
40 torpedo bombers, and 50 low-level bombers. At 8:00 a.m. 
the U.S. Military Band started playing the STAR SPANGLED 
BANNER, as simultaneously, the first air torpedo hit. At 
8:10 a.m., the battleship ARIZONA blew up. It seems the 
bomb landed alongside the second turret, crashed through 
the forecastle ... a huge ball of fire and smoke mushroomed 
500 feet into the air. By 8:50 a.m., a second wave of 35 
fighters, and 135 low-level dive bombers converged on Pearl 
Harbor. 


The attack took the Commanding Officers, Admiral Husband 
E. Kimmel and General Walter C. Short, and their men and 
ships, by complete surprise. 


On Monday, December 8, at 12:29, President Roosevelt was

Colonel Dall, why do you feel it imperative that the people 
of Jepan hear this message? 


COL. DALL: Because it was the Pearl Harbor attack that 
brought America into the Second World War via a devious 
backdoor route, as it were, and from the War, America and 
Japan received nothing but casualties, debt, and loss. While 
Soviet Russia and their international Socialistic Dictatorship 
won half of Europe and Asia, we in America got nothing 
from it except 292,000 dead, 672,000 wounded, and a bill 
for about 350 billion doliars or about 126 trillion yen. As for 
Japan the near total destruction of the Japanese Empire 
concluded with the atrocities at Hiroshima and Nagasaki 
which were unparalleled in the history of the earth. Instead of 


“World Peace, we got World War with various brush-fire 


wars—like Korea in 1950 and Vietnam since 1961. And now, 
more souped-up rumblings and power-plays in the Near East. 
For these reasons, 1 have .concerned myself with Pearl 
Harbor, and have studied its background and the make-up of 
the forces tnat planned it. | 


MR. HILDER: Aside from the information you obtained 
within the inner circle of America's high government 
officials, did your “concern” cause you to investigate beyond 
Washington in the search for the true story of Pearl Harbor? 
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COL. DALL: Yes, on February 13, 1967, 1 was fortunate to 
have had a long talk with retired Adniiral Husband A. 
Kimmel, ‘the Commanding Officer at Pearl Harbor on that 
fatal day, December 7, 1941, who invited me to his home in 
Groton, Connecticut, for this purpose. This occasion was 
about twenty-six years later. 


MR. HILDER: From your talk with Admiral Kimmel, and 
from your own research, Colonel, what problems must be 
explored with regard to Pearl Harbor? 


COL. DALL: An American must look at that event from two 
angles. Most Americans will feel that, no matier how 
explained, or attempted to be explained, it remains, on the 
part of Japan, a surprise military attack on the United States, 
in violation of International Law, an attack that left 3303 of 
our forcés dead, and 1272 wounded. These men were not 
alerted, and меге completely unprepared to defend 
themselves! The second angle is a study to evaluate just what 
forces in America connived to provoke the attack, and 
planned it so as to force the United States to declare war 
against Japan. Such a declaration would Auve to include 
Germany and [taly, by the terms of the 1940 Tripartite

crushing impact of our great losses, but to believe that there 
were those in our own government that provoked such an act 
Staggers the imagination. МІШ уси expand upon the second 
angle? | 


COL. DALE: As briefly indicated, that second angle presents 
the reasonable question of just how a surprise of such 
magnitude was possible. An American recalls Tennyson's line 
in his “Charge of the Light Brigade"—surely “Someone had 
blundered." But, what is more, it was far more than what 
night be termed a blunder—that, instead, it had been duly 
planned that way. i 


MR. HILDER: Then you mean, Coicnel Dall, that some 
powerful Americans—and some forces in America—had 
secretly worked to bring about the Pearl Harbor attack? 


COL. DALL: I certainly do! That is just what famous 
historians like Dr. Harry Elmer Barnes and Professor Charles 
Callan Tansil-and military men like Admiral Robert A. 
Theobald and Admiral Husband E. Kimmel have also 
concluded. 


MR. HILDER: Would you.please give us some specific 
evidence which these experts cite? 
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The War Lords of Washington 


COL. DALL: Yes, indced! For example, in the best laid 


, plans, someone is quite likely to "spill the beans." That is 


exactly what the then Secretary of War, Henry L. Stimson, 

did in his diary entry for November 25, 1941; SECRETARY 

STIMSON stated: “The question was how we should . 
maneuver them (the Japanese) into firing the first shot, 

without allowing. too much damage to ourselves. It was а 

difficult proposition." 


MR. HILDER: That's a stunning confession coming from a 
member of what has been called America’s invisible govern- 
ment—the Ccuncil on Foreign Relations. Colonel, why would 
they want to entice or maneuver Japan inio firing the first 
shot? 


COL. DALL: Let me say that upon reviewing the description 
of that fateful conference of November 25, 1941, held at the 
White House, [ find it heart-breaking to perceive that the 
strategy cf my former father-in-law, President Roosevelt, and 
his close associates. was chiefly concerned with 
machinations—Not to maintain and preserve the peace—but 
to set up or create "an incident," thereby involving the 
United States т а war with Japan! This would enable him to 
enter the war in Europe via the "back-door"! The realization, 
on his part, that the American people did not want war with 
Japan, and therefore, he and his backers must have it 
inflicted upon them at any cost, is most shocking! Hence, the 
factor of deceit entered the picture, and the necessary act of 
creating "an incident" to arouse great indignation, and ап 
emotional outburst by the American people, became 
necessary!

referred to when he termed it “а difficult proposition." 
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The “proposition” had been made all the more difficult 
because the leader of the German people did not want a war 
-with America, and refused to fall into the “trap” prepared by 
President Roosevelt and his ideological and political handlers. 
For the most part, they constituted some top one-world 
bankers, and their top pro-Zionist friends, who wanted to see 
Communist forces firmly controlling Germany, politically 
and financially, regrettably, for millions and millions of 
people; however, the "trap" was neatly baited, and Japan fell 
into it! 


MR. HILDER: That answers the question why they wanted 
to maneuver Japan into the war. But, why did Secretary 


Stimson say it yas “a difficult proposition” to do so? 


COL. DALL: И was difficult because Japan and its Foreign 
Minister, Toyoda, in Washington—and Ambassador Nomura, 
as well as a Special Emissary Saburo Kurusu, were sincerely 
endeavoring tci work out a formula for peace with the United 
States and Britain. Even our own Ambassador, Joseph C. 
Grew, in ToÉyo, when he forwarded Minister Toyoda's 
proposals to Sécretary Hull, pleaded “(I urge) with all force 
at (my) command, for the sake of avoiding the obviously

.and the United States, that this Japanese proposal not be 
turned aside without very prayerful consideration ... The 
opportunity is here presented . Рог an act of highest 
' statesmanship ... with the possible overcoming thereby of 
apparently insurmountable obstacles for peace hereafter in 
the Pacific." 


MR. HILDER: Was Secretary Hull a member of the Council 
_on Foreign Relations as well? 
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COL. DALL: Most certainly.

MR. HILDER: What was the nature of these Japanese terms? 


COL. DALL: On October 7, Foreign Minister Toyoda had 
told Ambassador Grew: (Minister Toyoda) “The Japanese 
Government is willing and prepared to return to the situation 
prevailing four sears ago but it is essential that the Govern- 
ment of the United States of America should understand that 
to undo virtually at a moment’s notice the work of the past 
four years is an undertaking of tremendous scope.” 


In effect, Japan re-stated the terms Minister Matsuoka and 


Prince Konove had offered Washington in November 1940 . 


through Bishop James E. Walsh, who was released from a Red 
Chinese prison in July 1970. Professor Tansill states: 
"Matsuoka asked Bishop James E. Walsh, Superior Genera! of 
the Catholic Foreign Mission Society of Maryknoll, New 
York ... to yudertake a special mission to Washington in 
order to im? -$$ upon the President the fact that the 
Japanese Government ‘wished 10 negotiate a peace 
agreement: Ап agreement to nullify their participation in the 
Axis Pact’... a.guarantee to recall all military forces from 
China and to restore to China its geographicai and political 
integrity." 


Apparently, President Roosevelt and Secretary Hull chose to 
completely ignore these conciliatory “renunciations of 
Japan's objectives in China" in November, 1940, and rejected 
those of October, 1941, with what àmounted to a ten-point 
ultimatum! Four years later, on Novémber 15, 1945, 
Secretary Stimson, when testifying before a Congressional 
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Investigating Committee, describes that top-secret meeting of 
President Roosevelt оп November 25,1941, at the White 
House, with Secretaries Stimson, Hull, Knox, Generai 
Marshall, and Admiral Stark: (SECRETARY STIMSON) 
"The President said that the Japanese were notorious for 
making an attack without warning ... In spite of the risk 
involved, however, in letting the Japanese fire the first shot, 
we realized that in order to have the full support of the 


- American people, it was desirable to make sure that the

Japanese be the ones to dû this. 


Following that secret top level meeting, Secretary Hull, the 
next day—November 26, 1941, rejected Japan's conciliatory 
offer with a ten-point бейісове battery of demands, of which 
Professor Tansill writes: Both he and the President knew this 

rogram would be rejected by Japan. There was no thought 
of compromise or conciliation. In effect (it ordered:) ‘The 
Government of Japan will withdraw all military, naval, air 
and police forces from China and from Indochina.'. . . It was 
obvious that the next step was war.” 


i will show, later, that these ultimate points had been 
outlined for Secretary Huil by Secretary Henry Morgenthau's 
Assistant, Harry Dexter White, a member of the Council on 
Foreign Relations, who was later proved to be an agent of the 
Communist Party. 


` MR. HILDER: Was Morgenthat a member of the Council on 


Foreign Relations? 


COL: DALL: Most definitely! As foreseen by the President 
and his Cabinet, Emissary Kurusu, on seeing this harsh note, 
complained to Secretary Hull that this “could be interpreted 
as tantamount to meaning the end." As a consequence, on 
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December 6, the Japanese secretly sent their reply to 
Ambassador Nomura. Because our Intelligence had broken 
the so-called “Purple Code,” it intercepted and decoded it. 
When President Roosevelt had read the first thirteen of its 
fourteen points, he correctly interpreted them in the words: 
“This means war!” 


Of course, it did! Because, along with others, he had planned 
it that way.

December 7, some four hours before the surprise attack, 
Admira!

COL. DALL: Yes, 1 believe so! Admiral Robert A. Theobald 
called the fact that it was not done—“the Final Secret of 
Pearl Harbor." Some strong power, or pressure, not fully 
revealed to the American public, prevenied Admiral Stark 
from properly and immediately alerting Admiral Kimmel! | 
Kimmel, himself, told me: “Stark then said to Marshall: ‘We 
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must radio Kimmel, and alert him.’ Marshall overruled him 
and replied: Let’s not! It might be detected by the Japanese 


and complicate things. ГИ wire him later, And he finally did 


just that, by means of regular commercial telegram ... no 
urgency, no priority. Two hours, approximately, after all the 


bombs had fallen, 1 did receive Marshall's wire.” 


MR. HILDER:. Was Marshall. а member of the Council « on 
Foreign Relations too? |

COL. DALL: Most certainly —yes. 


MR. HILDER: This act would seem to negate ай reason. 
General Marshall actually vetoed the alert for the reason that 
“it might be ‘detected by the Japanese and complicate 
things?” This sounds very strange.

COL. DALL: Wery strange, indeed! As previously stated, his * 


reason reveals ithe calculated and ruthless tactics by which 
President Roosevelt and his top Council on Foreign Relations 
advisors and associates maneuvered to get us into World War 
H, against the "strong wishes and desires of the American 
people. 


‘Admiral Kimmel further explains: "Colonel Dall, this may 
further surprise you, but Г found cut later that the Japanese 
Task Force approaching Pearl Harbor had specific orders that 
if the American forces at Pearl Harbor became alerted before 
the attack was launched, their Task Force was to return at 
once to Japanese waters, without attacking!" This readily 
explains just what Marshall meant by fearing that a timely 
alert to Kimmel would complicate things. Admiral Theobald 


comments further: “With all chance of surprise gone the 
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decision might well have been to cancel the attack. And the 
sole reason for not sending word to Hawaii on that Sunday 
morning... Washington refused to send one short message to 
Hawaii in time to cushion the effects of the Japanese attack! 

. There is only one conceivable reason for it—nothing must 


_ be done to prejudice the chances of the attack, even if at the 


last moment Japan was about to bring war to the United 
States, and President Roosevelt did not intend that any 
American action should cause them to change their plans at 
the last minute.” A 


President Roosevelt had repeatediy assured the American 
people that he. would not send their boys into a war on 
foreign soil "except in the case of attack.” But, it appears he 


_ had also promised Prime Minister Churchill to get our 


country in, somehow! Не had told the Prime Minister:"7 may 
never declare war. J may make маг.” 


MR. HiLDER: Мора you repeat that, Colouci? 


COL. DALL: Yes. President Roosevelt said: “1 may never 
declare war. | may make war.” | 

ж 
Thus, the Pea? Harbor attack, technically, took President 
Roosevelt off a delicate political hook, in terms of war. A 
month after this disaster, Churchill told Parliament: “ 
The probability since the Atlantic Conference (August 14, 
1941) at which I discussed these matters with President 
Roosevelt, that the United States, even if not herself 
attacked, would come into ihe war in the Far East and thus 
make final victory assured. ” | 


Referring to this amazing Churchillian revelation, Senator 
Arthur H. Vandenberg of Michigan, reacted with the 
following shocked comment: “Jn other words, Churchill said 
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that when he met Roosevelt the first time—and wrote ‘The 
Atlantic Charter’—-he got some sort of assurance, 
evidently satisfactory to him, that the United States would go 
to war with Japan, regardless of whether Japan attacked us or 
not. In still other words, we were slated for this war by the 
President, before Pearl Harbor.” 3 


Quite obviously, President Roosevelt and his circle of 
exploiters, strongly desired the Pear! Harbor attack so as to 
satisfy Winston Churchill, and other ideological forces, 
without technically violating his own solemn pledge made to 
ihe American people, not to get the Country into the war 
“except in the case of attack," Hence, after the lend-lcase 
action, ihe convoying of British ships, the gift of fifty 
destroyers to the British, even the depth-bombing of German 
submarines—all extreme, un-neutral provocations—all .of 
which had failed to provoke Hitler to retaliate, President 
Roosevelt's frustration—and' that of his prompters—became 
rather. desperate. His advisor, Harry Hopkins, another 
member of the Council on Foreign Relations, confessed: 
Both Stimson and Marshall felt that we couldn't win without 
getting into the war, but they had no idea how that is going 
io be accomplished. ... He (Roosevelt) had said everything 
‘short of war’ that could be said. He had no more tricks left. 
The ‘hat’ from which he had pulled so many ‘rabbits’ was 
empty." 

The final trick left was.to ргоуоке and to deliberately insult 


Japan. Admiral Theobald comments: “The Tripartite Treaty 
of September, 1940, ... supplied President Roosevelt with 


with Germany and Italy." 


‘Accordingly, President Roosevelt ordered the Pacific Fleet to 
stay anchored in Pearl Harbor, but removed all the aircraft 
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carriers so that the battleships, Jike sitting ducks, would 
tempt Japan to strike them. No doubt, that is why F.D.R. 
refused to allow General Marshall to let Admiral Stark alert 
the Pearl Harbor Commanders to the oncoming attack. 
Captain Grenfell of the Royal Navy wrote: No reasonably 
informed person can now believe thai Japan made a 
villainous, unexpected attack on the United States. An 
attack was not only fully expected, but was actually desired. 
It is beyond doubt that President Roosevelt wanted to get his: 
country into the war, but for political reasons was most 
ай Абыз (o {уйре ut (hd first EF of listillo: came from the 
other side; for which reason he caused increasing pressure to 
be put on the Japanese, to a point that no self-respecting 
nation could endure without resort to arms, Japan was 
meant, by the American President to atiack the United 
States.” 


Furthermore, the British Minister of Production, Mr. Oliver 
Lyttleton,in 1944, aptly summed it up: “Уарап was provoked 
into attacking America at Pear! Harbor. П is а travesty of 
history to say that America was forced into the мағ.” ; 


Perhaps the most irrefutabie proof that President Roosevelt: 
worked to set the stage for the Pearl Harbor attack and kriew 
about it when it was coming, appears in H. Montgomery 
Hyde’s book-"ROOM 3603: THE STORY OF THE 
BRITISH INTELLIGENCE." This describes, in detail, how 
William Stephenson, the Chief of the Secret Intelligence 
Service, operating from Room 3603, on the thiry-sixth floor 
of a skyscraper in Rockefeller Center, conspired with 
President Roosevelt and other top U.S. officials, to get the 
United States. into war with Japan, thereby drawing it into 
the war with the Axis-both of which the vast majority of 
Americans strongly. opposed. Montgomery Hyde elaborated: 
"Stephenson had some success in penetrating the Kurusu 
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He was a well placed “front” for the forces that resorted to 
every possible means to force President Roosevelt to get 
America into war. But, it was his clever and devious assistant, 
Harry Dexter White, iater exposed as a high-level Communist 
agent, who drafted and presented to Secretary of State Hull 
the outline for the ultimative ten-point note to Japan, dated 
November 26, 194]. Dr. Barnes writes: “Roosevelt wus 
surrounded with Communist sympathizers апа some 
undoubted Communists, one, a member of his official family 
at the White House, exerted a powerful: influence on 
Roosevelt and Secretary Hull.

In short, Henry Morgenthau, Jr., scion of an international 
banking family, and Harry Dexter White, a top-level 
Communist agent, also actively worked, planned, and hoped 
for the ultimate assault on Pearl Harbor. Both, likewise, 
represented the jong-range aims of the major financial 
complexes, which benefited extensively from World War П. 
Incidentally, Henry’s military record was most distinguished 
by its virtual nonexistence, .

COL. DALL: Certainly! That International Communism— 
meaning Soviet Russia— benefited, is most obvious. America 
incurred death, debt and destruction and Britain lost her 


Empire, while the Bolsheviki of Soviet: Russia got haif of . 


ermany, and control over half of Europe and Asia. Further- 
more, what. also came out of the war was the appearance of 
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the State of Israel and, in place of reasonable reparations to 

the victors, enormous West German reparations were allotted 

—then siphoned to Israel. By 1964, this added up to billions 

of dollars. Hence, Communism and Zionism have greatly 

profited! Huge indemnities and reparations from World War . 
П have been arranged for the European favorites of politi- 
caily powerful International banking houses. But in spite of 

this Japan and Germany have risen io the top in world 

economic output. ` 


MR. HILDER: The benefit to Zionist objectives seems 
obvious, but how did the bankers finance International 
Communism? 


COL. DALL: The able writer, Gary Allen, refers to “the five 
American satellites of the European Rothschild Banking 
interests." He states: "Most important in the group is Kuhn, 
Loeb and Company, whose head (Jacob 5 9 invested $20 
million in financing the Russian Revolution in 1917 
According to a report... to the State Department on March 
3, 1932, Kuhn, Loeb and Company aiso laid out and 
financed the Soviet's first Five Year Pian...” 


Significantly, one member of this international banking 
complex, Paul Warburg. became the head of the Federal 
Reserve Bank's Board of Governors when it was created т 
1913. The Federal Reserve bank system is privately owned 
and controlled. 


MR. HILDER: Colonel Dall, I just read au article entitled 
"SECRET ISSUE” printed on March 26th of this year (1971) 
by the Los Angeles Herald Examiner where John 
Chamberlain, in his column, confirmed that another member

mission with one of his agents who was a British subject and 
had spent fifty years in Japan ... This agent made contact 
with the envoy's (Special Envoy Saburo Kurusu) Secretary, 


«whose name was Yuki and had a series of meetings with him 


in a Washington apartment which had previously been wired 
for recording conversations. 


"The information obtained from the recordings was. 
transcribed and copies were sent by Stephenson each day to

“On November 27, (194i), the President sent his son, James `

day, Stephenson telegraphed it to London. His telegram read: 
JAPANESE NEGOTIATIONS OFF. SERVICES EXPECT 
ACTION WITHIN TWO WEEKS.' I repeat: the telegram 
read: ‘JAPANESE NEGOTIATIONS OFF. SERVICES 
EXPECT ACTION WITHIN TWO WEEKS. 


"As can be imagined, this telegram caused a great stir in 
London. Confirmation was immediately ‘sought by cable 
from Lord Halifax in Washington. Lord Halifax happened to 
be out hunting in Virginia when the cable arrived... and he 
was now obliged to get off his horse and hurry back to the 


Embassy to cable his reply that he knew nothing of such a` 


report. Another urgent cable was sent from London, this 
time to Stephenson, informing him thai the Prime Minister 
and the Cabinet would be most interested to know the source 
of his information. Stephenson answered briefly: 'The 
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President of the U.S.A.' Two days later, November 29, 
CORDELL HULL saw Ambassador Halifax and gave him the 
news, officially." CORDELL HULL stated, and I quote: 
“The diplomatic part in our relations with Japan is virtually 
over. The maiter will now go to the officials of the Army and 
Navy. Japan may now move suddenly and with every element 
of surprise.” 


How that surprise came, just over a week after this frank 
interview, is a matter of history. i 

MR. HILDER: How did President Roosevelt and his Cabinet 
react to the news of the actual attack on December 7th? 


COL. DALL: Again, it is Secretary of War Stimson who 
destroyed the hypocritical image of shock and grief that 
President Roosevelt conveyed in his “DAY OF INFAMY” 
speech!

"usable" report, which had the approval of Felix 
Frankfurter. According to Max Freedman, Frankfurter was 
always quite impenitent about his part in arranging for Mr. 
Justice Roberts to make a personal report to the President on 
the immediate events that led to Pearl Harbor, and what 
happened after the attack began. He was afraid of a vindictive 
search for scapegoats, diverting the nation's attention from 
more important tasks. ... He was fearful that Roosevelt's 
authority might be compromised by а  meddlesome 
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Congressional Committee, as Lincoln had been in the Civil

I can understand Frankfurter’s fear of a vindictive search 


being made for “scapegoats”—and that the President's | 


authority might well be compromised by a “meddling 
Congress "! Justice Roberts lost no time in locating the two 
scapegoats.

MR. HILDER: In World War II, weren't the Intemational 
Bankers in favor of the Morgenthau Plan and huge 
reparations from Germany and Japan in addition to the 
massive territorial theft, specificaily directed to Soviet 
Communists?

COL. DALL: It has long been known that as early as June 
29, 1945, Japan approached Moscow to ask its good offices 
towards negotiating peace with Washington.

Grew, who was U.S. Ambassador to Japan, before the Pearl 
Harbor attack, as early as mid-May began io urse President 
Truman that if he assured the Japanese that Unconditional 
Surrender would not imperil their Emperor, they would 
make peace. Admiral William D. Leahy urged the same idea 
upon President Truman. President Truman answered with 
pretexts for delay. First he wanted to await the fall of 
Okinawa, then in Mid-June, he told Grew matters would have 
to wait until the Potsdam conference. 


MR. HILDER: What was the situation at the start of the 
Potsdam Conference on July 17? 
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COL. DALL: This was three weeks before President Truman 
dropped the first atom bomb on the innccent civilian 
population and Soviet Russia got into the war with Japan for 
the spoils. We must not forget that Truman was also a 
member of the Council on Foreign Relations as was my 
father-in-law, Franklin Delano Roosevelt. Historian 
Suendermann . reports: “іп Potsdam Truman could 
immediately see how right all those were who urged offering

For 
many years many of us thought that President Truman was 
just a simple well-meaning, gutless individual who was too 
weak to hoid his own in conferences with the Soviet 
Communist backers.

Russia, just as President Roosevelt did.

The new Attorney General, John №. Mitchell, аз а law partner of Richard Nixon had made a fortune: 
specializing in tax-exempt state and municipal bonds, largely for housing with federal subsidies. 
(He was described by the Washington Post as the leading housing lobbyist in the country.) 
Mitchell became annoyed with Dowdy's ` constant prodding for prosecutive action on the housing fraud 
‘cases his committee had referred to Justice. Mitchell's subordinate, Henry E. Petersen, Assistant 
Attorney General in charge of the Criminal Division, had also been annoyed with Dowdy's prodding 
on the housing cases for several years.

sation"! The hand-picked jury had been FBl-screened; more than half were either government em- 
ployees, defense contract workers or their dependents. It was a stacked jury, easy to coerce. 2 
Тһе dragooned jury convicted Dowdy of causing bribe funds to be transported across state lines, , 
conspiracy to obstruct justice, conspiracy to violate a conflict- -of-interest statute and five 
counts of perjury before the grand jury that indicted him. - 


¿The Richmond, Уа., U.S. Appeals Court overturned the five counts of bribery, but upheld three 
counts of perjury. That perjury consisted in giving testimony that contradicted thé testimony of 
three self-confessed swindlers, one of whom had been granted immunity for his perjury before the 
grand jury. Тһе sentence was reduced by the Appeals Court, but the vindictive Henry E. Petersen 
appeared this partial vindication of Dowdy to the Supreme Court, which refused to review the case. 


After che trial, prosecutor Sachs, in a newspaper interview, said the case was “made in ТЯ grand. 
jury with its subpoena power and by the FBI, which performed brilliantly under pressure during

Liberty Lowdown has again Scored an iuternitional scoop on the latest d Sede ee the 
Bilderbergers, held in a luxurious French resort Apre 19-21, 1974. 


For three years, Liberty Lowdown has kept a close watch on the secret Bilderberg meet- 
ings, which are held each year at a different resort in Europe or the United States. 
Since 1971, no publicity is permitted until after the conference. The 1972 meeting 
was held in Knokke, Belgium and in 1973 at Saltsjobaden, Sweden. Liberty Lowdown 
learned of these two meetings too late to send a reporter. Extensive digging finally 
developed the time and location of the 1974 meeting, which was attended by the Roth-: 
schilds, Rockefellers, Wallenbergs and other billionaire international financiers or 
their proxies. 


In 1971 LIBERTY LOBBY first penetrated the outer hard shell of secrecy which surrounds 
this clandestine and sinister group. In May of that year they met in Woodstock, Vt.,. 
at a luxurious hotel owned by Laurence Rockefeller. This was fully reported in Liberty 
Lowdown No. 100. With the single exception of the local paper in Vermont, which could 
not ignore the event, the only other news source which reported on it was the Washing- 
ton Observer.

From the U.S. came both David and Nelson Rockefeller. Since the time of their grandfather, 
John D. Rockefeller, Sr., this family has worked hand-in-glove with the Rothschilds.

The LL has been well known to the Bureau for many 
years. It describes itself as a patriotic pressure group which 
"stands for Constitutionalism, Americanism and individualism as 
opposed to internationalism and collectivism. It has been 
described by confidential sources as being:an "extremely right 
wing organization" which is anti-Negro and anti-Semitic. A 
former lobbyist informed the Bureau that the LL was actively 
involved in the defense of former Congressman John Dowdy who 
was convicted on charges of perjury. This source stated the LL 
‘raised $60,000 for Dowdy's defense, although only about $20,000 
was given to Dowdy. He added that the LL intended to use the 
Dowdy case as a vehicle to attack the American judicial system 
in the event Dowdy was convicted.

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There comes а point in your survival experience where luxuries become 
relatively unimportant. There is the cómmon tendency to look down upon 
certain foods as being beneath one's social station. Also, it is natural 
to like the food to which we became accustomed. Іп the United States we 

‚ have wheat; the Mexican has his corn, the Oriental his rice. We may object 
to a Korean eating raw fish, meanwhile dipping our oysier into horseradish 
sauce. The Eskimo enjoys fish mellowed by age. Many of us regard as 
choice some particularly moldy, odoriferous cheese. 

. The point is, it is difficult to starve in the wilderness if you 
know what you are doing, and more particularly, what you are eating. 
Even if no game, fish or oysters (mollusks) are prosent you are still in 
no danger. According to one outdoor expert insects are wonderful food, 
being mostly fat, and far more strengthening than either fish or meat. 
It does not take many insects to keep you fit. Of course, you may be 
squeamish about eating insects. Not so many primitive societies, Іп 

. parts of southern Mexico the most nutritious flour is made from the eggs 
of small insects fcund in the swamps. In Japan, dragon flies are a 
delicacy. They have what's considered to be a delicious delicate flavor. 
Although it is true that under ideal conditions the human body can 
sometimes fend off starvation for upwards of two months by living on its 
own tissues, it is equally certain that it is not necessary. А good rule 
is not to pass up any reasonable food source when you are in need. There 
are many dead men who, through ignorance or fastidiousness, did.

Nazis on the rise

In the years following World War II, public revulsion over the crimes of Adolf Hitler and 
his ‘‘Third Reich” prevented Nazi-oriented anti-Semitic groups from emerging as a signifi- 
cant force in American politics. Such groups, with their bizarre swastikas and uniforms, re- 
mained tiny and isolated within the prison walls of their own sick fantasies. 

This postwar period of relative freedom from anti-Semitic demagogery may be reaching 
its end. The National Caucus of Labor Committees (NCLC), a nationwide neo-Nazi 
organization, has emerged over the past two years to provide homegrown Nazism with 
resources and political skills unseen since the heyday of the German American Bund in the 
late 1930s. 

The cadre of this group carefully avoid swastikas and armbands, and they sometimes 
disguise their anti-Semitism in code words. Yet, on behalf of their 56-year-old fuehrer,.Lyn- 
don Hermyle LaRouche—a ruthless hate-monger who advocates the ‘‘Final Solution" 
against American Jews—they have built up cells in 33 cities, an election machine in more 
than a dozen states, a budget estimated at well over $2 million per year, and a vigorous par- 
ty press including the biweekly New Solidarity, magazines and business publications, and 
paperback books. 

NCLC and its electoral front, the U.S. Labor Party, have their national headquarters at

The effectiveness of LaRouche’s apparatus is seen most clearly in USLP electoral activity 
and in the group’s success in building single-issue coalitions with forces as diverse as the 
Liberty Lobby, the Black Muslims, and conservative-oriented Teamster officials. 

Yin the 1978 elections, the USLP fielded 72 candidates in 17 states, more than any other 
minor political party. — ' 

{In at least a dozen election races since 1974, ranging from the Congressional level to the 
municipal school board level and from Oregon to Virginia, the USLP has polled between 8 
and 30 percent of the vote. 


(LaRouche is off and running as a “Republican/Labor” candidate for the 1980 
Presidency. With heavy financing, he has already reached an audience in the millions 
through carefully placed television and newspaper ads and a nationwide campaign tour 
which so far has included a helicopter arrival in Atlanta (which netted him a TV news spot, 
“The Year of the Third Party"), a meeting with the Government Relations Roundtable of 
the Detroit Chamber of Commerce, and articles in both the St. Louis Globe Democrat and 
Post Dispatch. In addition, LaRouche has announced he will participate in the New Hamp- 
shire and lowa primaries. $ 

{In the wake of a July 1978 meeting between LaRouche and Black Muslim leader Wallace 
Muhammed, the two cults joined in launching an “Anti-Drug Coalition,” which has spread 
to at least eight cities and is based on LaRouche's theory.that Jews are responsible for the 
drug traffic. The coalition's activities include mass rallies in ghetto churches,.intensive and 
effective lobbying for stronger narcotics laws, апа seminars іп inner-city high schools. 
Wallace Muhammed has consistently refused to break off this alliance, in spite of appeals 
from Jewish organizations and from responsible Black leaders. The coalition partners have 
attracted an amazing range of clergy, businessmen, mayors, law enforcement officers, state 
legislators, Masonic leaders, and trade union officials to endorse their efforts. They are cur- 
rently preparing for the founding convention of a National Anti-Drug Coalition. 

{NCLC has earned the gratitude of powerful gangster- connected Teamster officials, 
thanks to the cult's effective attacks on the TDU and PROD (two reform movements in the 
Teamsters union) in several election battles for control of key locals. Some of the most cor- 
rupt locals have purchased giant quantities of NCLC pamphlets (such as “Тһе Plot to 
Destroy the Teamsters’’) and several union leaders have endorsed the anti-drug coalition.

Over 25,000 signatures have already been gathered on peti- 
tions for a referendum this November to rescind the 33.3% to 
75% pay raises which the Mayor and City Council awarded 
themselves and other elected officials last month, according to 
Ed Kayatt, chairman of CAIN (Committee Against Increases 
Now). The amount of signatures needed to allow the voters to 
make the final decision on the salary increases is 149,766. 

**|f all the petitions mailed out are returned, we (CAIN) will 
have a total of 900,000 signatures. This does not count the 
petitions that have been picked up at our office (500 E. 82 St. 
in Manhattan), at V.O.T.E. (Suite 807, 375 Park Ave.) or 
clipped from advertisements in the New York Times or New 
York Post," commented Kayatt on the WMCA Bob Grant 
radio show on Aug. 16. ? 

Meanwhile, the Village Independent Democrats (Mayor 
Koch's home club) voted overwhelmingly to support the cam- 
paign to halt the raises while the Lexington Democratic Club 
in Manhattan's Silk Stocking District, voted to support the 
pay raises. City Council President Carol Bellamy, originally 
believed to be an opponent of the raises, supported а budget 
modification of $380,000 to pay for salary increases at a 
Board of Estimate meeting on Aug. 14. Manhattan Borough

„А New York Times investigating team preparing an expo 
of NCLC was apparently outfoxed last month by a cloak and 
dagger maneuver of LaRouche's Security Division.

Given LaRouche's total domination of his followers, the 
history of the group has largely been an extension of 
LaRouche's personal evolution: a saga as tortuous as that of 
Benito Mussolini, who (like LaRouche) was a revolutionary 
socialist before founding the Fascist party in Italy. 

Born into a New Hampshire Quaker family in 1922, 
LaRouche is a college dropout and a veteran of World War II. 
He joined the Trotskyite Socialist Workers Party in 1947 and 
femained a member through the mid-1960s while working as a 

management consultant and systems designer. In 1967, with a 
handful of radical students, he formed the SDS Labor Com- 
mittee, which changed its name to NCLC in 1971. They 
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told Our Town that ““it is not our policy to comment on ar- 
ticles in progress." 

To date, no newspaper has presented solid evidence to back 
up the longstanding rumor on the American Left that the CIA 
funded the NCLC during the Nixon and Ford administra- 
tions. Yet the fact of NCLC's own self-defined attitude of 
solidarity with the CIA is already a matter of public record: 

4ЯОш Town has obtained under the Freedom of Informa- 
tion Act a file of CIA internal memoranda which show that 
NCLC leaders made several attempts in 1976 to meet with 
CIA officials to pass on information about alleged terrorist 
activity on the American Left.

total isolation from the Left. LaRouche soon cleaned up his 
act to the extent of halting the violence and deprogramming, 
but he was only able to recoup his political losses by moving 
to the opposite end of the political spectrum (where his Opera- 
tion Mop Up had, of course, been observed with glee). In 
1976, LaRouche's group announced that it was abandoning 
Marxism and henceforth would be a patriotic organization in 
the.tradition of Alexander Hamilton and Benjamin Franklin. 
This shift to the Right was consolidated by an alliance with 
the Liberty, Lobby, an ultrarightist group which shared 
LaRouche's hatred for “Fang” (Nelson Rockefeller). But the 


Liber ' .obby was also a rabidly anti-Semitic outfit, and 
LaR: ‘че was soon being chided for his failure to recognize 
ther - enemy. In late 1977, he took the final plunge, declar- 


ing war on the Jewish lobby, the international Jewish 
bankara, Jews іп the U.S. government, and (most especially) 
the sr.i-Defamation League. 

Суст the course of 1978, the virulence of LaRouche’s anti- 
Semitism was proven beyond any shadow of a doubt. For ex- 
ample: 


{In the Dec. 8, 1978 New Solidarity, LaRouche dismissed 
Hitler's murder of 6 million Jews as merely a “соптопріасе 
delusion of the American Zionist or Zionist fellow traveler." 

He continued: “Тһе contemptible but impassioned 
sophistry which the Zionist demagogue offers to all foolish 
enough to be impressed with such hoaxes is the ‘holocaust’ 
thesis. It is argued...that any sort of criminal action is ex- 
cusable against anti-Zionists in memory of the mythical “six 
million Jewish victims! of the Nazi *holocaust.' This is worse 
than sophistry. It is a lie." : 

LaRouche's followers were quick to see parallels, however, 
between these ‘‘mythical’’ deaths under Nazism and the mass 
suicide last year of the People's Temple cult. For New 
Solidarity, this was a pretext for anti-Semitic jokes: **Ques- 
tion: What do you call kosher Kool-Aid laced with cyanide? 
Answer: B'nai Broth.”” 

Predictably, NCLC also launched an attack on the recent 
law mandating a holocaust curriculum in the New York City 
public schools. Carol White, LaRouche's former common- 
law wife, wrote in New Solidarity: ““These courses not only 
have the immediate effect of programming especially Jewish 
youth to paranoia, but are, of course, viciously anti- Ger- 
man...Thesé courses...represent the introduction into our 
schools of subversive propaganda with the purpose of under- 
mining the U.S. as a constitutional republic." And a USLP 
policy statement accompanying White's article urged that an 
“investigation, leading to immediate disciplinary action, 
should be instituted for the introduction of such filth. 

NCLC also resurrected the Protocols of the Elders of Zion, 
the famous forgery published by the Czarist Russian secret 
police in 1903 to “ргоуе” a Jewish plot to control the world 
(and thus to justify pogroms against the Jews). In Oct. 1978, 
New Solidarity announced that “the kernel of the Protocols 
of Zion is factual." And in the USLP's 406-page book Dope, 
Inc. (Nov. 1978) the Protocols are presented as evidence that 
the dope traffic in the U.S. is controlled by Jews (the “Fifth 
Column USA”). The book quotes a secret oath alleged to be

1. Like Adolf Hitler, LaRouche is an authentic if warped 
genius. He has developed an all-embracing anti-Semitic world 
view with ramifications in a dozen fields of scholarship from 
history and philosophy through physics. He has lifted 
American anti-Semitism out of its traditional know-nothing 
illiteracy and rendered it theoretical. He has attracted brilliant

3. LaRouche has solved the problem of how to advance 
neo-Nazi politics in American elections without stirring up a 
storm of opposition before one is strong enough to withstand 
that storm. He has developed a series of code words 
(‘‘British’’ for Jew, “British utopian doctrine" for Zionism, 
“Republicanism” for Fascism) which lull to sleep liberal 
_ observers while being perfectly understandable to his target 
audience on the Right. He has banned the use of swastikas 
and stormtrooper uniforms—childish symbols foreign to 
American culture. He does not attempt to openly defend the 
memory of Hitler, but alludes to "British" (Jewish) 
manipulation of Hitler as being the source of the German

similar to that of the Elders of Zion: ‘‘I will cut open the 
stomachs and wombs of their women and smash the heads of 
their babies against the rocks..." 

Thus NCLC has revived the medieval belief that Jews 
secretly kidnap and murder Christian infants and rape Chris- 
tian women. But NCLC has given this superstition a contem- 
porary twist: ritual sacrifice of Gentile infants has become 
ritual dope pushing to Gentile adolescents. 

The Liberty, Lobby. newspaper, Spotlight, is selling Dope, 
Inc. on consignment. But the bulk of the 20 to 50 thousand 
sales so far have resulted from the activities of the 
ULSP/Black Muslim anti-drug coalition. From the coali- 
tion's inception, Dope, Inc. has been pushed to audiences in 
Black communities and inner-city high schools. In addition, 
the book has been translated for German readers by the Euro- 
pean Caucus of Labor Committees, NCLC's co- thinker 
organization based in West Germany and led by LaRouche's 
current wife, Helga Zepp-LaRouche.

(Already, in 
seeking conservative business support for his 1980 presiden- 
tial campaign he is speaking with a new soberness.) 

4, LaRouche has pioneered in the use of Moonie style 
brainwashing techniques for overtly political purposes. He 
has thus been able to win over hundreds of young Jewish in- 
tellectuals and use them as a Judenrat shock brigade. It is 
these Jewish followers that LaRouche pushes forward as his 
candidates for political office (although they do not make 
policy in the organization). When they campaign for his anti- 
Semitic program, he is able to point to their Jewish names as 


only ““anti-Zionist.” (His repudiation of racialism is helpful 
in controlling these Jewish followers: LaRouche promises 
them immunity from the coming NCLC-directed Holocaust if 
they thoroughly and completely repudiate their Jewishness.)
